A  PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  the  Second  was  graciously  pleased 
by  a  Commission  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Canada,  bearing  date  the 
first  day  of  August,  1959,  and  in  the  eighth  year  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  to 
appoint  Major-General  George  Philias  Vanier,  to  be  Governor  General  and 
Commander-in-Chief  of  Canada. 

Whereas  no  new  Commission  has  been  granted  superseding  the  said  Com- 
mission to  the  said  Major-General  George  Philias  Vanier,  appointing  him  to 
be  Governor  General  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  Canada,  and  the  said  Com- 
mission remains  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Whereas  by  Clause  VIII  of  the  Letters  Patent  bearing  date  the  eighth  day 
of  September,  1947,  constituting  the  office  of  Governor  General  and  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  Canada,  it  is  provided  that  in  the  event  of  the  incapacity 
of  the  Governor  General,  all  and  every  the  powers  and  authorities  therein 
granted  to  him  shall,  until  Her  Majesty's  further  pleasure  is  signified  therein, 
be  vested  in  the  Chief  Justice  for  the  time  being  of  Canada,  who,  while  such 
powers  and  authorities  are  vested  in  him,  shall  be  known  as  Administrator. 

And  Whereas  by  reason  of  the  incapacity  of  the  said  Major-General  The 
Right  Honourable  George  Philias  Vanier  to  exercise  the  powers  and  authorities 
of  Governor  General  of  Canada  for  the  period  extending  from  twelve  o'clock 
noon  this  sixteenth  day  of  May,  1963,  until  six  o'clock  p.m.  of  this  same  day 
and  under  and  in  virtue  of  the  Letters  Patent  all  and  every  the  powers  and 
authorities  by  the  said  Letters  Patent  have  become  vested  in  me  as  being  the 
Chief  Justice  for  the  time  being  of  Canada,  and  having  taken  the  necessary 
Oath  as  required  by  the  said  Letters  Patent,  I  have  therefore  thought  fit  to 
issue  this  Proclamation  to  make  known  the  same,  and  I  do  hereby  require  and 
command  that  all  and  singular  Her  Majesty's  Officers  and  Ministers  in  Canada 
do  continue  in  the  execution  of  their  several  and  respective  offices,  places  and 
employments,  and  that  Her  Majesty's  loving  subjects  and  all  others  whom  these 
Presents  may  concern  do  take  notice  thereof  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

His  Honour  the  Deputy  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  desires 
the  immediate  attendance  of  Honourable  Members  in  the  Chamber  of  the  Hon- 
ourable the  Senate. 
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Accordingly,  the  Members  went  up  to  the  Senate  Chamber,  when  the 
Speaker  of  the  Senate  said: 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate, 

and  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

I  have  it  in  command  to  let  you  know  that  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
General  does  not  see  fit  to  declare  the  causes  of  his  summoning  the  present 
Parliament  of  Canada  until  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons  shall  have 
been  chosen  according  to  Law,  but  this  afternoon  at  the  hour  of  three  o'clock 
His  Excellency  will  declare  the  causes  of  calling  this  Parliament. 

And  the  Members  being  returned; 

The  Right  Honourable  Lester  B.  Pearson,  addressing  himself  to  the  Clerk, 
moved,  seconded  by  the  Honourable  Lionel  Chevrier, — That  Alan  A.  Mac- 
naughton,  Esquire,  Member  for  the  Electoral  District  of  Mount  Royal,  do  take 
the  Chair  of  this  House  as  Speaker. 

And  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion,  it  was  agreed  to.

A  Message  was  delivered  by  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  Rod: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

His  Excellency  the  Administrator  desires  the  immediate  attendance  of  this 
Honourable  House  in  the  Chamber  of  the  Honourable  the  Senate. 


Accordingly,  Mr.  Speaker,  with  the  House,  went  up  to  the  Senate  Chamber, 
and  Mr.  Speaker  spoke  to  the  following  effect: 

May  It  Please  Your  Excellency: 

The  House  of  Commons  have  elected  me  their  Speaker,  though  I  am  but 
little  able  to  fulfil  the  important  duties  thus  assigned  to  me. 

If,  in  the  performance  of  those  duties,  I  should  at  any  time  fall  into  error, 
I  pray  that  the  fault  may  be  imputed  to  me,  and  not  to  the  Commons,  whose 
servant  I  am,  and  who,  through  me,  the  better  to  enable  them  to  discharge  their 
duty  to  their  Queen  and  Country,  humbly  claim  all  their  undoubted  rights  and 
privileges,  especially  that  they  may  have  freedom  of  speech  in  their  debates, 
access  to  Your  Excellency's  person  at  all  seasonable  times,  and  that  their  pro- 
ceedings may  receive  from  Your  Excellency  the  most  favourable  construction. 
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The  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  then  said: 

Mr.  Speaker: 

I  am  commanded  by  His  Excellency  the  Administrator  to  declare  to  you 
that  he  freely  confides  in  the  duty  and  attachment  of  the  House  of  Commons 
to  Her  Majesty's  Person  and  Government  and,  not  doubting  that  their  proceed- 
ings will  be  conducted  with  wisdom,  temper  and  prudence,  he  grants  and 
upon  all  occasions  will  recognize  and  allow  their  constitutional  privileges. 

I  am  commanded  also  to  assure  you  that  the  Commons  shall  have  ready 
access  to  His  Excellency  upon  all  seasonable  occasions,  and  that  their  proceed- 
ings as  well  as  your  words  and  actions,  will  constantly  receive  from  him  the 
most  favourable  construction. 


And  the  House  being  returned: 


Mr.  Speaker  reported  that  the  House  had  been  in  the  Senate  Chamber, 
and  that  he  had,  in  their  names  and  on  their  behalf,  made  the  usual  claim 
of  privileges,  which  His  Excellency  had  been  pleased  to  confirm  to  them. 


Mr.  Pearson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Chevrier,  by  leave  of  the  House,  introduced 
Bill  C-l,  An  Act  respecting  the  Administration  of  Oaths  of  Office,  which  was 
read  the  first  time. 


Mr.  Speaker  reported  that,  when  the  House  did  attend  His  Excellency  the 
Administrator  this  day  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to 
make  a  Speech  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  to  prevent  mistakes,  he  had 
obtained  a  copy,  which  is  as  follows: 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

I  welcome  you  to  the  first  session  of  the  twenty- sixth  Parliament  of 
Canada. 

I  am  honoured  today  to  act  for  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General, 
whose  place  in  the  respect  of  the  Canadian  people  is  second  only  to  that 
of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  and  whose  early  recovery  to  full  health  is  sincerely 
wished  by  us  all.  I  know  that  all  members  of  this  Parliament  would  wish  to 
join  in  expressing  to  Her  Majesty  the  sentiments  of  loyalty  which  were  recently 
conveyed  to  her  by  the  Prime  Minister. 

You  are  deliberating  the  course  of  our  country  in  times  of  great  change 
throughout  the  world.  These  are  times  that  test  old  virtues.  They  are  times 
that  open  up  new  opportunities.  Familiar  ways  of  thought  and  action  are 
becoming  less  certain  guides.  Many  old  paths  are  no  longer  open  to  us.  The 
task  before  us  is  to  seek  out,  with  wisdom  and  imagination,  those  new  paths 
that  will  lead  us  surely  forward. 
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As  Canadians  we  can  work  with  hope.  Our  country  has  a  proud  history. 
Now  there  are  expanding  opportunities  open  to  us.  But  they  depend  on  our 
overcoming  serious  problems.  It  is  only  with  courage  and  perseverance  and 
hard  work  that  we  will  achieve  the  better  life  that  is  within  our  power,  for 
ourselves  and  for  our  children. 

Our  progress  is  the  work  of  all  the  people.  In  a  free  country,  we  are  all 
responsible.  The  determination  of  my  Ministers  is  that  the  Government  through 
its  policies  will  contribute  the  leadership,  the  purpose,  the  decision  that  are 
its  responsibilities  to  the  people. 

The  character  and  strength  of  our  nation  are  drawn  from  the  diverse  cul- 
tures of  people  who  came  from  many  lands  to  create  the  Canada  that  is  ours 
today.  The  greater  Canada  that  is  in  our  power  to  make  will  be  built  not  on 
uniformity  but  on  continuing  diversity,  and  particularly  on  the  basic  partner- 
ship of  English-speaking  and  French-speaking  people.  My  Ministers  are 
determined  that  the  partnership  shall  be  truly  equal.  For  that  high  purpose 
they  are  establishing,  in  consultation  with  the  governments  of  the  Provinces,  a 
commission  charged  to  study,  thoroughly  but  urgently,  how  the  fundamentally 
bicultural  character  of  Canada  may  best  be  assured  and  the  contribution  of 
other  cultures  recognized. 

To  make  us  a  more  united  people,  the  Government  will  in  all  things  strive 
to  strengthen  and  to  give  new  direction  to  our  Canadian  confederation.  It  will 
foster  the  spirit  of  co-operative  federalism,  fully  respecting  the  rights  of 
the  Provinces  while  safeguarding  and  extending  the  equality  of  opportunity 
which  properly  belongs  to  all  Canadians  in  all  parts  of  our  country.  In  these 
purposes,  as  in  others,  my  Ministers  will  seek  frequent  consultation  with  the 
governments  of  the  Provinces. 

The  principles  of  Canadian  external  policy  are  those  of  the  United  Nations 
Charter,  to  maintain  peace  with  justice  and  respect  for  human  rights  and 
fundamental  freedoms;  and  to  promote  the  welfare  of  all  peoples  by  interna- 
tional co-operation.  My  Ministers  will  seek  solutions  to  international  problems 
by  diplomacy  and  negotiation.  In  particular,  my  Ministers  will  strive  to  lessen 
international  tensions  and  halt  the  arms  race  by  seeking  measures  of  controlled 
disarmament,  including  a  treaty  to  end  nuclear  tests  under  reasonable  safe- 
guards. 

Meantime,  my  Ministers  believe  that  there  is  no  alternative  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  defences  of  the  free  nations  as  a  deterrent  to  war.  In  particular, 
a  strong  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization,  including  adequate  defence  on 
the  North  American  continent,  remains  essential  to  Canada's  security.  For  this 
purpose,  the  armed  forces  of  Canada  should  have  available  the  modern 
weapons  necessary  to  perform  effectively  the  defensive  tasks  which  Canada 
has  undertaken  in  the  alliance.  Next  week,  we  will  take  pleasure  in  welcoming 
to  Ottawa  the  Ministerial  Council  of  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization. 
My  Government  is  convinced  that  on  the  foundation  of  the  present  alliance 
a  true  community  of  the  Atlantic  peoples  will  one  day  be  achieved. 

In  recent  weeks  the  Prime  Minister  has  had  friendly  and  constructive 
discussions  with  the  Prime  Minister  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  with  the 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America.  By  such  visits  and  other  means  the 
Government  will  continue  to  improve  political  and  economic  relationships 
with  other  countries.  It  is  my  Ministers'  intention  to  assist  in  enhancing  the 
unique  value  of  the  Commonwealth  partnership  in  international  relations. 
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Canada's  economic  progress  is  vitally  dependent  on  vigorous  economic 
expansion  throughout  the  world.  We  must  expect  continuing  rapid  changes  in 
international  trading  relationships,  changes  that  face  Canada  both  with  prob- 
lems of  adjustment  and  with  new  opportunities.  My  Ministers  believe  that  the 
nations  can  best  achieve  economic  progress  through  policies  that  steadily 
reduce  the  barriers  limiting  trade.  It  is  equally  important  to  pursue  active 
policies  for  the  economic  development  of  the  newer  nations,  for  the  expansion 
of  trade  in  primary  commodities  at  reasonably  stable  prices,  and  for  the 
improvement  of  international  payments. 

Canada  will  take  a  constructive  part  in  trade  and  other  economic  negotia- 
tions. In  order  to  increase  employment  and  production  in  Canada,  it  is  the  pur- 
pose of  my  Ministers  to  expand  Canada's  export  trade,  to  strengthen  our 
payments  balance  with  other  countries,  and  to  ensure  increasingly  high 
confidence  in  our  economy  and  currency. 

Steady  work  is  the  basic  need  on  which  men  and  women  depend  for  the 
well-being  of  themselves  and  their  families.  Unemployment,  on  the  serious 
scale  of  recent  years,  is  therefore  the  most  urgent  of  our  domestic  problems. 
To  provide  the  many  new  jobs  that  are  needed  every  year,  we  must  create 
new  industries.  The  fiscal  and  monetary  policies  of  the  Government  will  give 
priority  to  the  encouragement  of  soundly-based  industrial  expansion. 

Provision  will  be  made  to  assist  labour  and  management  to  make  man- 
power adjustments  required  by  technological  and  other  industrial  changes. 
The  special  assistance  for  technical  training  will  be  extended  in  cooperation 
with  the  provinces. 

Other  measures  will  be  put  before  you  to  assist  in  increasing  production 
and  employment  in  Canada. 

You  will  be  asked  to  provide  for  the  early  establishment  of  a  Department 
of  Industry,  which  will  foster  industrial  expansion  and  provide  a  central  point 
to  which  industry  can  look  for  consultation,  stimulus  and  assistance.  It  will 
be  proposed  that,  within  the  new  Department,  there  will  be  established  an 
Area  Development  Agency.  This  agency  will  work  with  the  provincial  govern- 
ments and  other  organizations  to  co-ordinate  programmes  for  parts  of 
the  country  where,  because  of  chronic  unemployment,  a  special  thrust  for 
development  is  needed. 

Amendments  to  the  Atlantic  Development  Board  Act  will  be  proposed,  to 
strengthen  the  Board  and  to  provide  for  a  capital  assistance  fund  through 
which  it  can  promote  basic  projects  in  the  Atlantic  region. 

You  will  be  asked  to  establish  a  Municipal  Development  and  Loan  Board, 
through  which  municipalities  may  obtain,  with  the  approval  of  the  provinces, 
loans  and  grants  to  carry  out  projects  which  will  increase  employment  and 
improve  services.  Amendments  to  the  National  Housing  Act  will  also  be 
proposed. 

A  measure  will  be  placed  before  you  to  establish  a  Canada  Development 
Corporation,  by  means  of  which  Canadians  can  more  readily  direct  their 
savings  to  the  building  of  new  Canadian  industries  and  to  increasing  the 
Canadian  ownership  of  existing  industries,  which  is  one  of  the  important 
objectives  of  the  Government. 

A  measure  will  be  placed  before  you  to  establish  an  Economic  Council  of 
Canada,  in  order  to  assist  the  Government,  industry  and  labour  to  develop 
means  of  ensuring  in  Canada  the  highest  possible  levels  of  employment,  of 
efficient  production,  and  of  sustained  growth  for  our  economy. 

My  Ministers  will  pursue  constructive  policies  for  the  development  of 
Canada's  great  resources  for  the  benefit  of  Canadians. 
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The  Government  will  undertake  discussions  with  the  government  of 
British  Columbia  and  with  the  United  States,  aimed  at  securing  action  on  the 
development  of  the  Columbia  River. 

A  new  Department  of  Agriculture  Act  will  be  placed  before  you,  to  pro- 
vide for  two  Ministers  in  order  that  the  needs  of  agriculture  in  both  eastern 
and  western  Canada  may  receive  closer  attention.  My  Ministers  will  institute 
new  programmes  to  make  farming  as  a  whole  more  stable  and  more  prosper- 
ous. They  will  strive  to  expand  markets  for  Canadian  farm  products  both  at 
home  and  abroad,  with  special  attention  to  dairy  products. 

The  Government  is  initiating  consultation  with  the  Provinces  to  work 
out  a  programme  for  national  fishery  development.  My  Ministers  intend  to 
secure  the  establishment  of  a  twelve-mile  limit  for  the  use  of  the  Canadian 
fisheries,  taking  proper  account  of  treaty  and  historic  rights. 

You  will  be  asked  to  continue  the  existing  payments  to  the  railways, 
pending  the  approval  of  long-term  measures  concerning  transportation.  You 
will  be  asked  to  provide  additional  assistance  for  the  completion  of  the  Trans- 
Canada  Highway. 

My  Ministers  have  undertaken  to  establish  a  comprehensive  system  of 
contributory  pensions.  The  new  pensions  will  be  co-ordinated  with  the  existing 
provisions  for  old-age  security,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  all  Canadians  to 
retire  in  security  and  with  dignity.  While  the  arrangements  required  for  this 
great  advance  in  the  social  security  of  our  people  are  necessarily  complex,  the 
legislation  submitted  to  you  will  be  designed  to  make  the  new  pension  plan 
operative  as  soon  as  possible. 

Legislation  on  unemployment  insurance  is  under  consideration  and  in 
the  meantime  you  will  be  asked  to  ensure  that  the  fund  is  sustained  to  meet 
the  claims  on  it. 

The  redistribution  of  electoral  districts  is  overdue.  You  will  be  asked  to 
authorize  the  establishment  of  a  Commission  to  undertake  this  important  task. 

A  change  in  the  Citizenship  Act  will  be  proposed  to  ensure  full  equality 
of  rights  for  all  Canadian  citizens  wherever  they  were  born.  Immigration  policy 
will  be  reviewed. 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons, 

You  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  the  funds  required  for  the  services  and 
payments  authorized  by  Parliament. 

You  will  be  invited  to  establish  a  special  Committee  of  the  House  to 
examine  defence  problems. 

It  will  be  proposed  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections 
review  the  Canada  Elections  Act. 

You  will  be  asked  to  agree  to  the  establishment  of  a  Committee  on  Pro- 
cedure, over  which  the  Speaker  will  preside,  with  the  aim  of  strengthening 
Parliament  and  making  it  more  effective. 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate, 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons, 

In  addition  to  the  measures  already  specified,  you  will  be  asked  to  con- 
sider other  legislative  proposals. 

May  Divine  Providence  guide  you  in  your  deliberations. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Pearson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Chevrier,  it  was  ordered, — 
That  the  Speech  of  His  Excellency  the  Administrator,  delivered  this  day  from 
the  Throne  to  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament,  be  taken  into  consideration  at  the 
next  sitting  of  the  House.

To  the  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

The  Parliamentary  Librarian  has  the  honour  to  submit  his  report  for 
the  last  eight  months.  The  last  report  was  presented  to  both  Houses  on  Septem- 
ber 26,  1962. 

The  Joint  Committee  met  once  during  the  last  session,  on  December  4, 
1962,  to  review  Library  matters. 

The  publication  of  the  "Selected  Additions  List"  was  continued  and  a 
new  edition  of  the  leaflet  "How  the  Library  of  Parliament  Can  Help  Senators 
and  Members"  will  be  distributed  shortly. 

From  September  1st  1962  to  April  30,  1963,  our  staff  answered  2,579 
reference  questions  and  circulated  14,567  books  and  periodicals.  During  the 
same  period,  10,737  volumes  were  catalogued  and  classified,  which  brings  to 
192,424  the  number  of  volumes  recatalogued  since  the  fire  of  1952. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  Dr.  Leonard  W.  Brockington,  C.M.G.,  Q.C., 
has  presented  the  Library  with  a  first  edition  of  Johnson's  Dictionary  in  four 
fine  volumes. 

As  directed  by  the  Joint  Committee  at  its  meeting  of  December  4,  1962, 
the  Parliamentary  Librarian  has  arranged  to  have  Professor  P.  B.  Waite  of 
Dalhousie  University  accept  the  major  responsibility  for  the  compilation  of  an 
adequate  Hansard  for  1867-1874  as  a  Centennial  Project  of  Parliament.  It 
is  hoped  that  work  may  begin  in  June. 

The  list  of  "Subject  Headings"  used  in  our  French  language  catalogue  was 
completed  this  year  and  is  being  published  later  this  month  by  the  Queen's 
Printer.  We  derive  considerable  satisfaction  from  the  fact  that  members  of  our 
staff  have  made  such  an  important  contribution  to  Canadian  librarianship. 
Although  many  have  contributed  to  make  this  publication  possible,  we  wish 
to  pay  a  special  tribute  to  Mr.  Guy  Forget,  Head  of  the  French  catalogue,  who 
directed  and  coordinated  the  efforts  of  his  colleagues  with  such  success.  We 
regret  to  report  that  Mr.  Forget,  who  has  served  the  Library  so  well  for  thirteen 
years,  has  resigned  his  post  to  accept  a  senior  appointment  at  the  library  of 
Laval  University. 

We  are  also  sorry  to  report  the  loss  to  Laval  University  of  Mr.  Rosario  de 
Varennes,  Assistant  Chief  of  the  English  catalogue,  who  was  with  us  for  almost 
ten  years.  Two  other  members  of  our  staff  left  recently:  Mr.  Rosaire  Cho- 
quette,  retired  after  thirty-two  years  of  service,  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Cooke,  Clerk  of 
English  Periodicals,  was  transferred  to  the  Hansard  Index  and  Reference 
Branch  of  the  House  of  Commons.

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  House  will  note  that  there  is  a  record  number  of  bills, 
namely  sixty-four,  listed  for  introduction  by  private  Members  on  today's 
Order  Paper.  I  would  like  to  compliment  honourable  Members  on  their  interest 
and  zeal  in  submitting  such  a  great  number  of  bills  on  the  opening  days  of  the 
session. 
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Some  of  the  bills  were  considered  in  the  past  session  and  are  being 
re-introduced  at  this  time  but  there  is  also  a  substantial  number  of  new 
proposals. 

As  a  result  of  this  flooding  on  the  opening  days,  it  is  difficult,  if  not  impos- 
sible, for  the  Chair  to  review  the  provisions  of  these  bills  to  ensure  that  they 
conform  to  the  practices  and  usages  of  this  House.  Indeed,  copies  of  most  of 
them  will  be  coming  before  me  for  the  first  time  later  on  in  the  sitting  during  the 
course  of  subsequent  proceedings. 

I  have  two  suggestions  which  I  would  like  to  submit  to  the  consideration 
of  the  House  in  order  to  provide  the  maximum  of  time  for  speeches  from  the 
several  leaders  which,  by  tradition,  are  made  at  this  stage  of  the  Address 
debate. 

Firstly,  the  House  might  wish  to  consider  the  advisability  of  proceeding 
with  the  first  reading  of  these  bills  with  the  understanding  that  each  will  be 
scrutinized  between  now  and  the  time  appointed  for  its  second  reading  when 
any  defects  therein  will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  House.  As  honour- 
able Members  know,  the  order  for  first  reading  of  a  bill  merely  authorizes  its 
printing  and,  after  it  has  been  printed  and  distributed,  they  too  will  be  in  a 
position  to  discuss  any  irregularity  that  may  be  found  in  the  bill. 

I  should  say  that  a  similar  suggestion  was  submitted  to,  and  accepted  by, 
the  House  by  my  predecessor  which  is  to  be  found  at  page  30  of  Hansard, 
October  1,  1962,  and  also  by  Mr.  Speaker  Michener  at  page  2382  of  Hansard, 
April  2,  1962. 

Secondly,  the  House  will  appreciate  that  almost  two  hours  or  more  may  be 
required  in  order  to  introduce  and  give  first  reading  separately  to  each  of  the 
bills  listed  for  introduction  in  this  sitting. 

If  the  House  is  agreeable,  I  would  suggest  that,  by  "unanimous  consent", 
the  sixty-four  bills  listed  for  introduction  be  deemed  to  have  been  introduced, 
given  a  first  reading  and  ordered  for  a  second  reading  at  the  next  sitting  of 
the  House,  subject,  of  course,  to  my  prior  remarks  as  to  the  examination  and 
regularity  of  each  bill.

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  At  the  opening  of  yesterday's  sitting  the  honourable  Member 
for  Peace  River  (Mr.  Baldwin)  raised  a  question  of  privilege  based  upon  the 
report  of  Wednesday's  proceedings  recorded  at  page  73  of  Votes  and  Proceedings 
with  regard  to  the  motion  for  the  production  of  papers  in  the  name  of  the 
honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr.  Knowles).  Honourable 
members  will  recall  that  I  reserved  my  decision  at  that  time. 

As  was  suggested  by  the  Minister  of  Labour  (Mr.  MacEachen)  and  by  the 
honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  during  the  discussion  which 
followed,  it  would  seem  there  are  two  points  involved  in  the  question  raised  by 
the  honourable  Member  for  Peace  River.  In  the  first  instance  there  is  a  point 
of  order  in  regard  to  the  regularity  of  the  proceedings  on  Wednesday  last,  and 
in  the  second  place  an  alleged  question  of  privilege. 

Allow  me  to  deal  first  with  the  reference  made  to  the  purported  irregularity 
in  procedure  in  the  case  under  review.  Paragraph  (1),  citation  70,  of  Beau- 
chesne's  fourth  edition,  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Points  of  order  are  questions 
raised  with  the  view  of  calling  attention  to  any  departure  from  the  Standing 
Orders  or  the  customary  modes  of  proceeding  in  debate  or  in  the  conduct  of 
legislative  business, ..." 

Paragraph  4  of  the  same  citation  reads  as  follows:  "A  point  of  order  against 
procedure  must  be  raised  promptly  and  before  the  question  has  passed  to  a 
stage  at  which  the  objection  would  be  out  of  place." 

It  is  my  view  that  it  would  be  inappropriate  for  me  to  discuss  at  this  time 
the  regularity  or  otherwise  of  the  procedure  followed  in  this  case  last  Wednesday 
since,  as  was  stated  by  the  honourable  member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre, 
"What  happened  yesterday,  happened;  we  cannot  turn  the  clock  back.".

Perhaps  I  might  make  a  further  comment  with  regard  to  this  point  before 
leaving  it.  Standing  Order  35  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "No  member  may  reflect 
upon  any  vote  of  the  house,  except  for  the  purpose  of  moving  that  such  vote 
be  rescinded." 

Now,  a  vote  was  taken  and  duly  recorded  in  Votes  and  Proceedings  of  Wed- 
nesday last  on  this  question.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  last  part  of  the  discussion 
which  took  place  yesterday  was  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  this  Stand- 
ing Order  35. 

We  come  now  to  the  second  point  which  the  honourable  Member  for  Peace 
River  designated  as  a  question  of  privilege  based  upon  the  report  of  Wednesday's 
proceedings  as  recorded  at  page  73  of  Votes  and  Proceedings  for  Wednesday  last. 
The  honourable  gentleman  referred  to  a  ruling  or  a  statement  by  one  of  my  very 
worthy  predecessors  in  1961  concerning  the  practice  of  this  House  in  regard  to 
the  acceptance  of  motions  for  papers  under  certain  reservations.  The  honourable 
Member  referred  also  to  a  motion  which  had  been  proposed  on  Wednesday  last 
by  the  honourable  Member  for  Burnaby-Coquitlam  (Mr.  Douglas)  and  which 
was  accepted  by  the  Minister  Without  Portfolio  (Mr.  Tremblay)  subject  to 
certain  reservations,  but  which  was  recorded  in  Votes  and  Proceedings  as  adopted 
by  the  House  without  conditions  or  reservations  attached  thereto. 

The  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  also  drew  attention 
to  three  other  motions  which  also  were  adopted  on  Wednesday  last  under  certain 
reservations,  but  which  also  were  not  so  recorded  in  Votes  and  Proceedings  for 
that  day.  There  is,  I  suggest,  a  notable  distinction  to  be  made  between  the  ques- 
tion under  review  and  the  other  precedents  referred  to. 

1.  In  the  four  cases  referred  to,  the  Member  proposing  the  motion  accepted 
the  reservation  expressed  in  each  case  by  a  Minister. 

2.  I  think  this  is  the  significant  point,  that  the  House  concurred  in  the  ar- 
rangement or  agreement  without  dissenting  voice. 

3.  In  effect  one  must  presume  that  arrangements  were  made,  by  unanimous 
consent,  in  all  four  cases. 

4.  In  these  procedures  there  was  no  division  of  opinion  in  the  House  and, 
consequently,  no  division  of  opinion  should  or  could  have  been  recorded  in  Votes 
and  Proceedings. 

Let  us  now  return  to  the  proceedings  under  review,  and  I  must  say  at  this 
stage  that  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  determine  in  the  time  at  my  disposal, 
we  had  an  unprecedented  procedure  on  Wednesday.  In  this  case  we  had  a  division 
of  opinion.  The  procedure  was  challenged  and  put  to  a  vote.  May  I  briefly  review 
the  procedure  followed  on  that  occasion. 

1.  When  the  motion  standing  in  the  name  of  the  honourable  Member  for 
Winnipeg  North  Centre  was  called,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs 
(Mr.  Martin)  intervened  and  expressed  the  government's  reservations  with 
regard  to  the  production  of  certain  papers. 

2.  After  a  number  of  interventions  by  several  honourable  members,  the 
proposer  of  the  motion,  the  honourable  gentleman  from  Winnipeg  North  Centre, 
concluded  as  reported  at  page  689  of  Hansard  by  saying: 

"I  understood  that  the  Minister  was  prepared  to  let  the  motion  pass  subject 
to  his  reservation.  Those  are  the  words  the  Minister  used,  and  I  am  prepared  to 
accept  the  reservations  he  has  now  made.  Obviously,  if  the  return  that  is  brought 
down  is  not  satisfactory,  I  can  ask  further  questions,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  as 
the  mover  of  the  motion  I  have  the  right  to  suggest  that  I  am  prepared  to  accept 
the  passing  of  it  subject  to  the  reservations  the  Minister  has  now  made." 

3.  Thereupon  the  Chair  put  the  motion  in  the  following  words:  "Is  it  the 
pleasure  of  the  House  to  adopt  the  said  motion  subject  to  the  reservations  or 
remarks  of  the  Minister?" 
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Hansard  reports  what  immediately  followed,  as  follows: 
"Some  hon.  Members:  No. 

"Mr.  Diefenbaker:  Not  expurgated  editions.  Produce  the  record  and  that 
is  fine. 

"Mr.  Speaker:   All  those  in  favour  of  the  motion  will  please  say  'Yea\ 

"Some  hon.  Members:  Yea. 

"Mr.  Speaker:  All  those  opposed  will  please  say  'Nay'. 

"Some  hon.  Members:  Nay. 

"Mr.  Speaker:  In  my  opinion  the  'Yeas'  have  it." 

And  more  than  five  Members  having  risen,  a  vote  was  taken. 

4.  After  honourable  Members  were  called  in,  Hansard  records  the  procedure 
as  follows: 

"Mr.  Speaker:  Order.  The  question  is  as  follows:  Mr.  Knowles,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Douglas,  moves, — That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excel- 
lency praying  that  he  will  cause  to  be  laid  before  this  House  a  copy  of  any 
documents,  communications,  correspondence  or  other  papers,  dated  since  June 
10,  1957,  containing  any  commitments  by  the  Government  of  Canada  to  accept 
or  acquire  nuclear  weapons  for  Canadian  forces. 

— subject  to  the  reservations  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs. 
Those  in  favour  of  the  motion,  please  rise. 

"Mr.  Diefenbaker:  Mr.  Speaker,  if  I  might  rise,  I  suggest  that  the  reserva- 
tions be  included  in  the  motion.  It  is  very  important  those  reservations  be  there 
because  we  are  asking  for  the  complete  record  not  the  expurgated  record. 

"Mr.  Speaker:  The  suggestion  of  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition  is  interesting, 
but  I  do  think  the  record  speaks  for  itself  and  I  think  the  minister  should  take 
his  own  responsibilities  and  not  the  Speaker.  Therefore  unless  there  is  serious 
objection  I  propose  to  put  the  motion  as  I  have  read  it.  Those  in  favour  of  the 
motion  will  please  rise." 

To  decide  whether  there  is  before  the  House  a  bona  fide  point  of  privilege, 
and  this  is  the  only  question  which  is  before  me  at  this  time,  we  must  ask  our- 
selves if  the  entry  in  Votes  and  Proceedings  reflects  the  proceeding  which  took 
place  in  the  House  at  that  time.  The  entry  at  page  73  of  Votes  and  Proceedings 
for  Wednesday,  June  5,  1963  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"And  the  question  being  put,  the  said  motion,  subject  to  the  reservations 
expressed  by  the  Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs,  was 
agreed  to  on  the  following  division:" 

I  submit  after  a  careful  scrutiny  of  the  record,  as  reported  in  Hansard,  it  is 
my  humble  opinion  that  the  entry  in  Votes  and  Proceedings  accurately  reflects 
the  procedure  on  the  motion  proposed  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg 
North  Centre.  That  being  so,  I  am  regretfully  unable  to  accept  the  submission 
of  the  honourable  Member  for  Peace  River  as  a  bona  fide  question  of  privilege. 

In  terminating  my  remarks,  may  I  offer  a  suggestion  to  honourable  Mem- 
bers of  this  House.  As  several  honourable  Members  pointed  out  during  yester- 
day's discussion,  it  has  been  a  practice  for  some  years  past  not  to  record  in  Votes 
and  Proceedings  any  reservations  expressed  by  Ministers  in  regard  to  such 
motions.  However,  in  the  light  of  the  altered  circumstances  that  developed  on 
Wednesday  and  again  yesterday,  the  House  may  now  be  of  the  opinion  that 
reservations  by  Ministers  should  be  recorded  in  Votes  and  Proceedings  in  every 
case.  It  may  be  that  the  proposed  Committee  on  Procedure  would  like  to  review 
the  question  and  recommend  a  course  of  procedure  for  the  consideration  of  the 
House.

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Before  putting  the  motion  for  second  reading  of  this  bill,  I 
desire  to  recall  the  statement  I  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  session  when  I 
issued  a  caveat  respecting  Public  Bills  introduced  by  Private  Members.  I  said 
at  that  time  that  it  was  difficult  if  not  impossible  for  the  Chair  to  review  the 
provisions  of  these  bills  to  ensure  that  they  conform  to  the  practices  and  usages 
of  this  House  and  that  the  bills  would  be  introduced  with  the  understanding 
that  each  would  be  scrutinized  before  the  time  appointed  for  second  readings 
and  that  any  defects  therein  would  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  House.

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The  present  measure,  as  stated  in  the  explanatory  notes,  proposes  that  a 
public  grain  elevator  be  constructed  at  Tisdale,  Saskatchewan,  as  a  grain  ter- 
minus for  the  national  port  facilities  at  Churchill,  Manitoba. 

According  to  subsection  (2)  of  section  3  of  the  National  Harbours  Board 
Act,  the  board  is  "for  all  purposes  of  this  Act,  the  agent  of  Her  Majesty  in  right 
of  Canada." 

And  further,  according  to  subsection  (2)  of  section  10  of  the  same  Act, 
"all  property  acquired  or  held  by  the  board  is  vested  in  Her  Majesty  in  right 
of  Canada." 

The  purpose  of  the  bill  is  either  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  the  board  or  to 
leave  them  as  they  are.  In  both  cases,  it  is  out  of  order. 

I  will  deal  first  with  the  second  alternative  for,  if  the  bill  is  useless,  as  I 
believe  it  to  be,  it  should  not  be  proceeded  with. 

The  definition  of  a  bill  given  at  page  297  of  May's  sixteenth  edition  is 
as  follows:  "A  bill  is  a  draft  of  a  legislative  proposal." 

In  my  view,  according  to  our  practice,  a  bill,  to  be  acknowledged  as  such, 
or,  rather,  as  a  draft  of  a  legislative  proposal,  must  or  may  do  one  or  more  of 
four  things,  namely: 

(1)  Alter  or  amend  an  existing  law  or  laws; 

(2)  Repeal,  in  whole  or  in  part,  an  existing  law  or  laws; 

(3)  Enact  a  new  provision  or  provisions  of  law; 

(4)  Consolidate,  in  whole  or  in  part,  an  existing  law  or  laws. 

Bill  C-8  is  intituled:  "An  Act  to  amend  the  National  Harbours  Board  Act 
(Tisdale  Grain  Terminal)",  and  if  it  is  to  be  considered  as  a  legislative  proposal 
it  should  alter  the  law  which  it  purports  to  amend. 

Does  it  do  so? 

In  my  opinion,  it  does  not.  This  bill  appears  to  be  merely  a  statement  that 
the  National  Harbours  Board  may  deem  necessary  the  construction,  etc.,  of  a 
public  terminal  elevator,  and  it  accomplishes  nothing  whatsoever  in  a  legisla- 
tive way.  It  seems  to  me  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  matter  should  be  the 
subject  of  a  notice  of  motion  and  not  of  a  bill. 

In  the  explanatory  notes  accompanying  the  bill,  it  is  said  that  "this  bill 
proposes  that  a  public  grain  elevator  be  constructed  at  Tisdale,  Saskatchewan,", 
etc.  In  my  view,  this  bill  does  not  propose  that  a  public  grain  elevator  be  con- 
structed at  Tisdale  but  it  states  that  the  board  may  deem  it  necessary  to  con- 
struct such  a  grain  elevator,  and  the  word  "proposes"  in  the  explanatory  notes 
cannot,  in  my  opinion,  be  considered  as  a  legislative  proposal. 

Now  for  the  second  point.  If  this  bill  really  proposes  to  instruct  the  board 
to  construct  a  grain  elevator  at  Tisdale — which  I  do  not  believe  it  does — it  is 
also  clearly  out  of  order,  as  would  be  a  bill  ordering  the  construction  of  branch 
lines  by  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  a  bill  instructing  the  Federal  District 
Commission  to  acquire  real  estate,  or  a  bill  directing  expenditures  by  the 
National  Centennial  Administration  or  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation, 
to  refer  but  to  a  few  of  agency  or  Crown  corporations. 

In  a  decision  rendered  by  Mr.  Speaker  Edgar  on  March  10  and  11,  1898, 
he  stated  inter  alia:  "While  it  is  competent  for  a  private  individual,  without 
the  recommendation  of  the  Crown,  to  propose  an  abstract  resolution  with  ref- 
erence to  grants  of  money,  I  think  this  is  not  an  abstract  but  a  very  concrete 
resolution  providing  and  authorising  the  government  to  incur  a  specific  expen- 
diture." 

If  this  were  an  authorization  to  an  agent  of  Her  Majesty  to  construct  a 
certain  public  grain  elevator,  which,  however,  as  I  have  stated,  I  do  not  believe 
it  is,  such  an  expenditure  of  money  would  have  to  be  initiated  by  the  govern- 
ment under  the  constitutional  checks  required  by  section  54  of  the  B.N.A.  Act 
and  the  rules  of  the  House. 
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On  May  9,  1933,  Mr.  Speaker  Black  ruled  that  an  amendment  involving 
an  expenditure  which  would  be  incurred  by  the  Canadian  National  Railway, 
was  out  of  order  because  the  railway  is  owned  by  the  government. 

On  March  9  and  13,  1871,  Mr.  Speaker  Cockburn  ruled  a  subamendment 
out  of  order  when  it  asked  the  House  to  commit  itself  in  advance  to  an  expendi- 
ture of  money  as  such  a  proposition  should  have  originated  in  committee  of  the 
House  and  should  have  been  preceded  by  a  message. 

To  summarize,  I  believe  this  bill  simply  refers  to  powers  that  the  board 
already  possesses  and  to  my  mind  the  matter  under  consideration  would  be 
more  properly  the  subject  of  a  notice  of  motion  rather  than  that  of  a  bill.  This 
measure  enacts  a  pious  wish  and  it  is  useless  to  instruct  the  board  to  build 
an  elevator  as  the  board  already  has  the  right  to  either  build  or  not  to  built  it. 

I  regret  that  in  the  circumstances  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  probably 
justification  for  ruling  this  bill  out  of  order.

Mr.  Speaker  decided  that  in  his  opinion  the  proposal  was  not  a  matter  of 
urgency  of  debate  as  understood  under  the  terms  of  Standing  Order  26  as  the 
said  proposal  could  be  discussed  and  voted  upon  when  the  Budget  debate  will 
be  under  way  on  Wednesday  next. 

And  the  honourable  Member  for  Burnaby-Coquitlam  (Mr.  Douglas)  having 
stated  that  he  wished  to  appeal  the  decision  of  the  Chair; 

Mr.  Speaker  stated  that  his  predecessors  had  on  many  occasions  decided 
that  there  could  not  be  an  appeal  to  the  House  under  such  circumstances  and 
referred  to  a  precedent  to  be  found  in  Hansard  for  January  31,  1963,  at  page 
3297. 

Whereupon  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr. 
Knowles)  raised  a  point  of  order  to  the  effect  that  the  Speaker's  decision  of 
January  31,  1963,  had  been  appealed  and  reversed.

loans  are  made;  and  to  provide  further  for  other  related  and  incidental  mat- 
ters.

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  In  reply  to  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  South 
Centre  (Mr.  Churchill),  may  I  say  at  the  outset,  especially  with  regard  to  his 
final  point,  that  the  Journals  reflect  what  took  place  in  the  House  yesterday. 
However,  I  realize  the  general  interest  in  this  matter  and  I  should  like  to  make 
a  short  statement  which,  I  hope,  will  be  of  interest  and  of  use  to  the  House. 

It  has  come  to  my  attention,  especially  through  the  honourable  Member 
who  has  just  spoken,  that  some  doubt  has  arisen  with  respect  to  the  terms  of 
the  question  upon  which  the  House  divided  yesterday.  Obviously,  we  cannot 
turn  back  and  alter  any  proceedings  that  took  place  yesterday,  nor  should  any 
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discussion  in  relation  thereto  be  permitted  at  this  time.  As  mentioned  in  para- 
graph 4,  citation  70  of  Beauchesne's  Fourth  Edition:  "A  point  of  order  against 
procedure  must  be  raised  before  the  question  has  passed  to  a  stage  at  which 
the  objection  would  be  out  of  place." 

And,  further  on,  Standing  Order  35  states:  "No  Member  may  reflect  upon 
any  vote  of  the  House,  except  for  the  purpose  of  moving  that  such  vote  be 
rescinded." 

However,  by  consent  of  the  House,  I  could  say  a  few  words  in  an  effort  to 
dissolve  any  confusion  with  regard  to  yesterday's  proceedings  which  may  now 
exist  in  the  minds  of  some  honourable  Members,  that  is,  if  the  House  so  desires. 

Yesterday,  as  honourable  Members  will  recall,  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Leader  of  the  Opposition  (Mr.  Diefenbaker),  asked  leave  to  move  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  House  under  Standing  Order  26  and  stated  the  matter  which  he 
proposed  for  discussion. 

A  discussion  then  arose  with  regard  to  the  urgency  of  the  matter  to  be 
discussed.  After  contributions  from  several  honourable  Members,  the  Chair 
decided,  in  effect,  that,  as  the  matter  could  be  discussed  and  voted  upon  in  the 
course  of  the  Budget  Debate  which  would  begin  on  Wednesday  next,  the  pro- 
posal was  not  a  matter  of  urgency  of  debate  under  the  terms  of  Standing  Order 
26  as  understood  and  accepted  by  the  practice  of  this  House. 

At  this  point  in  the  proceedings,  the  following  is  recorded  at  page  1240  of 
yesterday's  Hansard: 

"Mr.  Douglas:  I  must  regretfully  appeal  from  your  ruling. 

"Mr.  Speaker:  Before  the  ruling  is  appealed,  may  I  make  one  further  short 
comment?  My  predecessors  have  many  times  in  the  past  expressed  the  view  that 
there  is  no  appeal  of  a  decision  taken  by  the  Speaker  under  Standing  Order  26. 

"In  this  regard,  I  refer  honourable  Members  to  a  ruling  made  by  my  im- 
mediate predecessor  on  January  31,  1963,  which  appears  at  page  3297  of 
Hansard.  Therefore,  I  am  making  a  similar  ruling." 

It  is  at  this  stage  in  the  proceedings  that  the  difficulty  arises. 

It  was  my  opinion  that  I  had  given  a  second  ruling,  namely,  that  there  was 
no  appeal  of  a  decision  taken  by  the  Speaker  under  Standing  Order  26.  The 
honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr.  Knowles),  as  recorded 
at  page  1240  of  Hansard,  then  used  the  following  words:  "That  ruling  to  which 
you  have  just  referred,  Mr.  Speaker,  was  reversed  by  a  vote  of  the  House,  and 
I  submit  that  a  decision  of  the  House  stands  over  the  decision  which  was  made 
by  Mr.  Speaker  Lambert." 

Since  it  is  a  well  established  rule  that  no  debate  is  permitted  on  any  ruling, 
the  Chair  interpreted  the  interposition  of  the  honourable  Member  for  Winni- 
peg North  Centre  as  an  appeal  to  the  House  from  the  second  ruling. 

It  would  appear  to  me  that,  in  effect,  the  House  yesterday  was  con- 
firming a  ruling  that  there  could  be  no  appeal  of  a  decision  taken  by  Mr. 
Speaker  under  Standing  Order  26  and  that  such  a  decision  of  the  House  would 
be  valid  for  the  duration  of  the  current  session. 

However,  in  putting  the  question  to  the  House,  the  Chair  stated  that  the 
appeal  was  from  the  honourable  Member  for  Burnaby-Coquitlam  (Mr.  Douglas) 
— and  thereby  hangs  our  difficulty. 

Some  honourable  Members  may  feel  that  they  might  have  voted  otherwise 
had  the  question  been  stated  in  other  terms  and,  in  reviewing  the  records, 
there  may  be  justification  for  the  taking  of  that  position. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  is  not  open  to  the  Chair  or  to  any  other 
Member  to  review,  alter,  or  even  to  interpret  any  prior  proceedings,  I  would 
like  however  to  proffer  a  suggestion  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  at  this 
time.  Since  the  question,  as  put  from  the  Chair  may  have  been  interpreted 
differently,  it  is  my  suggestion  that  yesterday's  vote  be  considered  as  not  being 
binding  should  a  similar  situation  arise  later  in  this  session.

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  might  say  immediately  that  when  the  Right  Honourable 
Leader  of  the  Opposition  (Mr.  Diefenbaker)  raises  these  interesting  matters  I 
am  always  impressed  at  first  with  the  experience  of  the  Right  Honourable 
gentleman  and  his  knowledge.  However,  he  referred  to  Bourinot  and  the  cita- 
tion to  which  he  referred  involved  an  incident  many  years  ago.  Sir  Erskine 
May's  Parliamentary  Practice,  16  th  edition,  page  434,  refers  to  the  British  House 
of  Commons  and  says:  "Practice  in  the  House  of  Commons. — A  similar  rule 
formerly  obtained  in  the  House  of  Commons,  but  in  session  1906,  in  connection 
with  the  changes  made  in  taking  divisions  which  have  been  already  mentioned, 
the  House  agreed  to  a  new  Standing  Order — now  S.O.  No.  33 — which  provided 
that  a  Member  might  vote  in  a  division  although  he  had  not  heard  the  question 
put,  and  that  a  Member  was  not  obliged  to  vote  although  he  was  in  the  House 
when  the  question  was  put." 

Then  dealing  with  a  very  similar  situation,  Mr.  Glen,  as  reported  in  the 
Debates  of  the  House  of  Commons  for  September  28,  1945,  page  542,  said:  "Mr. 
Speaker,  this  question  has  always  been  somewhat  confused  in  this  House  of 
Commons.  The  honourable  Member  for  Cariboo  (Mr.  Irvine)  spoke  of  an  incident 
which  occurred  at  a  time  when  he  was  a  Member  of  the  House.  He  has  pointed 
out  that  on  that  occasion  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  House 
and  that  the  honourable  Member  in  question  was  requested  to  record  his  vote." 
This  is  the  important  part:  "A  year  ago  when  we  were  dealing  with  a  revision 
of  the  rules  this  matter  was  considered  carefully  by  honourable  Members 
of  the  committee.  At  that  time  they  did  not  think  they  should  make  a  recom- 
mendation to  the  House  in  this  connection.  The  position  I  always  took  when 
I  occupied  the  Speaker's  Chair  was  that  an  honourable  Member  who  was  in 
the  House  should  record  his  vote;  but  if  he  did  not  do  so  the  Chair  had  no  power 
to  compel  him  to  do  so."  So,  in  accordance  with  previous  precedents,  I  must 
regretfully  reject  the  suggestion.

"  'Urgency'  within  this  rule  does  not  apply  to  the  matter  itself,  but  it  means 
'urgency  of  debate',  when  the  ordinary  opportunities  provided  by  the  rules  of 
the  House  do  not  permit  the  subject  to  be  brought  on  early  enough  and  public 
interest  demands  that  discussion  take  place  immediately." 

That  is  citation  100  (3)  of  Beauchesne's  Fourth  Edition. 

"The  reason  for  allowing  such  a  motion  for  the  adjournment  is  to  afford 
Members  an  opportunity  for  discussing  a  definite  matter  of  urgent  public  im- 
portance which  it  could  do  in  no  other  way ..." 

That  was  a  decision  of  Mr.  Speaker  Black,  as  reported  in  Journals  of  the 
House  for  March  31,  1931,  page  50. 

"The  urgency  of  debate  is  something  that  has  to  be  considered. . .  In  my 
experience  it  has  never  happened  in  the  House  that  while  the  Speech  from  the 
Throne  was  being  currently  debated  a  motion  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a 
definite  matter  of  urgent  public  importance  under  the  new  Standing  Order  26 
was  agreed  to." 

That  is  a  quotation  from  Mr.  Speaker,  taken  from  Hansard  for  January  11, 
1956,  page  20. 

Also,  during  the  debate  on  the  Address  on  January  20,  1956,  there  is  the 
following  statement  by  Mr.  Speaker,  as  reported  at  page  343  of  Hansard: 

".  .  .whenever  there  is  a  debate  like  the  one  currently  going  on,  which  gives 
the  opportunity  to  honourable  Members  to  discuss  a  wide  range  of  subjects, 
motions  such  as  this  one  have  not  been  allowed." 
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Then,  in  Hansard  for  June  27,  1961,  I  read  this  at  page  7105,  Mr.  Speaker 
Michener  having  expressed  a  similar  view  with  regard  to  a  motion  under 
Standing  Order  26  during  the  Budget  Debate.  He  said:  "It  seems  to  me  that  it 
is  a  matter  which  could  very  readily  be  debated  in  the  Budget  Debate ..." 

Later  on  on  the  same  page  he  added:  "I  accept  the  proposition  that  this  is 
an  urgent  and  important  public  matter  to  which  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition 
draws  attention.  It  is  a  definite  matter  of  public  importance.  However,  that  is 
not  the  criterion  in  determining  whether  Standing  Order  26  should  be  applied. 
The  criterion  is  whether  there  is  an  opportunity  to  debate  this  matter  in  an 
effective  way." 

Mr.  Speaker  Michener  concluded  his  remarks  as  follows,  as  reported  at 
page  7106:  "...I  am  not  satisfied  that  there  is  not  ample  opportunity  to  put 
before  the  House  and  the  government  all  the  considerations  that  apply  to  this 
important  matter  in  the  debate  which  will  follow  immediately  after  the  calling 
of  the  Orders  of  the  Day.  Therefore,  with  regret — " 

and  I  should  like  to  use  these  words  myself — "I  cannot  accede  to  the  request  of 
the — "  honourable  Member  for  Three  Rivers  (Mr.  Balcer). 

Whereupon  the  Honourable  Member  for  Three  Rivers  (Mr.  Balcer)  stated 
that  he  desired  to  appeal  to  the  House  from  this  decision. 

Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that,  in  accordance  with  decisions  given  by  previous 
Speakers,  a  decision  in  regard  to  the  question  of  urgency  of  debate  under 
Standing  Order  26  could  not  be  appealed  to  the  House. 

Thereupon  the  Honourable  Member  for  Three  Rivers  (Mr.  Balcer)  appealed 
to  the  House  from  the  ruling  that  there  could  be  no  appeal  from  a  ruling  by  the 
Chair  under  Standing  Order  26. 

And  the  question  being  put  by  Mr.  Speaker:  "Shall  the  ruling  of  the  Chair, 
on  the  appeal  to  the  House  of  the  Honourable  Member  for  Three  Rivers  (Mr. 
Balcer),  be  sustained?" — It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative  on  the  following  divi- 
sion:

A  point  of  order  having  been  raised  by  the  Secretary  of  State  (Mr. 
Picker sgill)  to  the  effect  that  the  amendment  was  out  of  order  in  that  it  sought 
to  introduce  a  motion,  the  purport  of  which  was  similar  to  that  disposed  of 
during  the  debate  on  the  Budget. 

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  have  before  me  the  wording  of  the  motion  which  the 
honourable  Member  for  Digby-Annapolis-Kings  (Mr.  Nowlan)  moved  at  the 
time  of  the  Budget  Debate.  In  particular,  paragraph  two  of  that  motion  reads: 
"That  in  general  his  proposals  will  endanger  and  curtail  the  expansion  of  the 
economy;" 

The  Secretary  of  State  (Mr.  Pickersgill)  raises  a  very  fine  distinction,  and 
Bourinot's  Parliamentary  Procedure,  4th  Edition,  at  page  420,  says  in  part: 
"The  ordinary  rules  of  debate  are  applicable  on  this  occasion;  for  instance,  a 
matter  already  decided  by  the  House,  or  of  which  notice  has  been  given,  or 
which  stands  upon  the  orders  of  the  day,  cannot  be  discussed;" 

The  distinction  is  a  very  fine  distinction  indeed.  The  motion  moved  by  the 
Leader  of  the  Opposition  (Mr.  Diefenbaker)  and  seconded  by  the  honourable 
Member  for  Digby-Annapolis-Kings  (Mr.  Nowlan),  while  being  very  close 
to  the  Budget  motion,  does  contain  a  certain  element  that  has  to  be  considered, 
namely:  "that  the  government,  by  its  failure  to  clarify  many  doubts  and  un- 
certainties in  some  of  its  economic  policies — "  If  we  were  not  about  to  discuss 
the  Budget  at  some  future  time  this  motion  would  stand  on  its  own  feet.  There- 
fore, in  the  present  circumstances  I  feel  that  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  should 
be  given  to  the  opposition  in  this  case  and  that  the  motion  is  in  order.  The 
amendment  as  moved  reads:  "this  House  regrets  that  the  government  by  its 
failure  to  clarify  many  doubts  and  uncertainties  in  some  of  its  economic  policies 
has  created  and  continues  to  create  confusion  and  chaos  in  various  sectors 
of  the  economy  thereby  contributing  to  a  lamentable  slowing  down  of  expected 
expansion  and  growth." 

May  I  say  in  closing  that  I  hope  we  will  be  sticking  to  the  "many  doubts  and 
uncertainties",  rather  than  indulge  at  this  time  in  a  Budget  Debate. 


And  debate  arising  on  the  said  proposed  amendment; 

Mr.  Douglas,  seconded  by  Mr.  Knowles,  moved  in  amendment  to  the  said 
proposed  amendment, — That  the  amendment  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  the 
words  after  the  word  "government"  and  by  substituting  therefor  the  following 
words: 

"has  failed  to  introduce  the  kind  of  economic  planning  that  would 
promote  economic  growth  and  full  employment,  and  more  particularly 
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has  failed  to  institute  a  large-scale  program  of  housing  and  public  works, 
to  create  more  effective  consumer  demand,  and  to  introduce  a  system  of 
parity  prices  for  primary  products." 

The  Deputy  Speaker  (Mr.  Lamoureux)  ruled  the  subamendment  out  of 
order  on  the  ground  that  it  was  irrelevant  to  the  main  amendment  as  it  in- 
troduced a  new  question  not  covered  in  or  related  to  the  amendment. 

Whereupon  the  honourable  Member  for  Burnaby-Coquitlam  (Mr.  Douglas), 
appealed  to  the  House  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

And  the  question  being  put  by  the  Deputy  Speaker:  "Shall  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  be  sustained?"

The  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr.  Knowles)  having 
raised  a  question  of  privilege  at  yesterday's  sitting; 

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

May  I  refer  to  the  question  of  privilege  raised  in  the  House  yesterday  by 
the  honourable  Minister  of  Justice. 

In  the  July  15th  issue  of  Hansard,  at  page  2167,  the  honourable  Minister 
of  Justice  is  reported  as  having  raised  a  question  of  privilege  in  the  follow- 
ing words: 

"Mr.  Speaker,  I  rise  on  a  question  of  privilege.  On  Friday  the  hon- 
ourable Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr.  Knowles)  rose  on  a 
question  of  privilege,  as  reported  at  page  2121  of  Hansard,  which  I  think 
I  can  summarize.  I  quote: 

'My  point  of  privilege  is  that  what  we  now  have  is  precisely  what 
we  had  last  June.  We  have  the  government  construing  that  the  Financial 
Administration  Act  or  regulations  made  under  it  gives  them  authority 
to  do  something  which  the  act  itself  says  cannot  be  done.  The  Financial 
Administration  Act  says  that  no  appointments  by  the  Treasury  Board 
can  be  made  under  it.' 

The  honourable  Minister  of  Justice  then  went  on  to  say: 

"The  honourable  Member's  statement  in  this  respect  is  not  correct. 
If  honourable  Members  would  look  at  section  5(2)  of  the  Financial 
Administration  Act  they  would  find  it  provides  that  the  Governor  in 
Council  may  authorize  the  Treasury  Board  to  exercise  all  or  any  of 
the  powers,  other  than  powers  of  appointment,  of  the  Governor  in  Coun- 
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cil  under  the  Civil  Service  Act,  the  Civil  Service  Superannuation  Act,  the 
Defence  Services  Pension  Act,  and  Parts  II  to  VI  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mounted  Police  Act. 

"The  action  taken  was  not  under  any  of  the  foregoing  Acts,  nor  was 
it  an  "appointment".  Section  39  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act 
authorizes  the  Governor  in  Council  to  make  regulations  with  respect 
to  the  conditions  under  which  contracts  may  be  entered  into,  and  it  was 
pursuant  to  these  regulations  that  the  contracts  were  made.  Section 
5(2)  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  has  no  application  whatever 
to  the  present  situation." 

Thereupon,  Hansard  reports  that  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg 
North  Centre  stated  the  following: 

"Mr.  Speaker,  on  the  question  of  privilege  may  I  suggest  that  what 
I  indicated  on  Friday  was  that  the  opinion  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Driedger 
tabled  by  the  Prime  Minister  indicated  that  though  it  was  purported 
that  these  arrangements  were  made  under  the  Government  Contracts 
Regulations  in  accordance  with  section  39  of  the  Financial  Administra- 
tion Act,  they  do  not  come  within  the  terms  of  the  Government  Contracts 
Regulations  themselves,  as  Mr.  Driedger  himself  pointed  out. 

"It  seems  to  me  that  since  we  have  had  a  question  of  privilege  and 
a  counter  question  of  privilege  raised  in  connection  with  the  subject,  the 
matter  should  be  gone  into.  I  therefore  move,  seconded  by  the  honour- 
able Member  for  Burnaby-Coquitlam  (Mr.  Douglas) : 

'That  sessional  paper  No.  39B  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections  for  study  and  report'." 

At  this  juncture,  I  suggested  that  the  motion  might  be  allowed  to  stand 
until  today  in  order  to  ensure  that  there  was  a  prima  facie  case  of  privilege 
involved  in  the  assertions  of  the  two  honourable  gentlemen. 

I  do  not  propose  at  this  time  to  review  the  authorities  and  their  comments 
on  the  nature  of  parliamentary  privilege,  but  I  would  refer  the  attention  of 
honourable  Members  to  May's  16th  edition,  pages  42  and  43,  Bourinot's  Parlia- 
mentary Procedure,  4th  edition,  page  37,  and  also  to  Beauchesne's  Parliamen- 
tary Rules  and  Forms,  4th  edition,  beginning  at  page  93. 

The  question  of  privileges  of  this  House  is  a  wide  and  complex  subject 
and  in  trying  to  cover  that  subject  in  a  few  words  can  be  a  hazardous  exercise. 
However,  recognizing  the  risk  that  may  be  incurred  in  doing  so,  I  would  sug- 
gest that,  stated  briefly,  a  question  of  privilege  is  a  question  relating  to  the 
rights,  security,  dignity,  and  freedom  of  the  House  as  a  whole  or  of  its  Members 
individually,  and  to  the  conduct  and  honour  of  such  Members. 

If  my  summary  of  the'  authorities  be  substantially  sound,  I  find  no  support 
in  any  of  them  for  the  contention  of  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg 
North  Centre  that  a  prima  facie  question  of  the  privileges  of  this  House  is 
involved  in  his  assertions  or  in  his  motion. 

It  seems  to  me  that  what  we  have  is,  in  essence,  a  dispute  between  two 
honourable  Members  with  regard  to  the  legality  of  certain  actions.  In  other 
words,  I  suggest  that  the  matter  could  be  raised  as  a  grievance  on  a  motion  to 
go  into  Committee  of  Supply  or  at  some  other  appropriate  occasion. 

In  this  regard  may  I  refer  honourable  Members  to  paragraph  (5)  of  Cita- 
tion 104  of  Beauchesne's  4th  Edition. 

Since  there  is  in  my  opinion  no  question  of  privilege  involved,  I  cannot 
give  the  honourable  Member's  proposed  motion  precedence  over  the  business 
set  down  for  today.

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The  House  resolved  itself  again  into  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  and 
progress  having  been  made  and  reported,  the  Committee  obtained  leave  to  sit 
again  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 


A  Message  was  received  from  the  Senate  informing  this  House  that  the 
Senate  had  passed  Bill  C-86,  An  Act  for  approving  certain  expenditures  author- 
ized for  the  public  service,  and  the  application  of  certain  amounts  in  the  ac- 
counts, for  the  financial  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1963. 


A  Message  was  received  from  the  Honourable  Mr.  Justice  Gerald  Fauteux, 
acting  as  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  desiring  the  immedi- 
ate attendance  of  the  House  in  the  Senate  Chamber. 


Accordingly,  Mr.  Speaker,  with  the  House,  went  to  the  Senate  Chamber. 

And  being  returned;

And  Mr.  Speaker  informed  the  House  that  he  had  addressed  the  Honour- 
able the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  as  follows:

"The  Commons  of  Canada  have  approved  certain  expenditures  for  the 
public  service,  and  the  application  of  certain  amounts  in  the  accounts  for  the 
year  ended  March  31,  1963. 
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"In  the  name  of  the  Commons  I  present  to  Your  Honour  the  following 
Bill: 

'An  Act  for  approving  certain  expenditures  authorized  for  the  public  serv- 
ice, and  the  application  of  certain  amounts  in  the  accounts,  for  the  financial 
year  ended  the  31st  March,  1963.' 

"To  which  Bill  I  humbly  request  Your  Honour's  Assent." 

Whereupon,  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  by  Command  of  the  Deputy  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  General,  did  say: 

"In  Her  Majesty's  name,  the  Honourable  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General  thanks  Her  Loyal  Subjects,  accepts  their  benevolence,  and 
assents  to  this  Bill." 


At  10.20  o'clock  p.m.,  Mr.  Speaker  adjourned  the  House  without  question 
put,  until  tomorrow  at  2.30  o'clock  p.m.,  pursuant  to  Standing  Order  2(1).

And  the  House  continuing  in  Committee; 

Objection  being  taken  in  Committee  to  the  decision  of  the  Chairman  (Mr. 
Lamoureux)  on  a  point  of  order,  and  an  appeal  being  made  to  the  House; 
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Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  made 
the  following  Report:  — 

"When  a  resolution  to  amend  the  Excise  Tax  Act  was  being  considered  in 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  the  honourable  Member  for  Danforth  (Mr. 
Scott)  moved  the  following  amendment:  'That  the  Excise  Tax  Act  Resolution 
be  amended  by  the  deletion  of  paragraph  1.' 

"The  Chair  decided  that  the  amendment  was  in  effect  a  negative  and  was 
out  of  order  as,  in  accordance  with  recent  practices  and  decisions  of  the  House, 
a  vote  could  not  be  called  on  a  particular  section  of  a  budget  resolution. 

"Whereupon  the  honourable  Member  for  Danforth  appealed  to  the  House 
from  the  ruling  of  the  Chair." 

The  question  being  put  by  Mr.  Speaker:  "Shall  the  ruling  of  the  Chairman 
be  confirmed?"

(In  the  Committee) 
The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

INCOME  TAX  ACT 

Resolved, — That  it  is  expedient  to  introduce  a  measure  to  amend  the  Income 
Tax  Act  and  to  provide  among  other  things: 

1.  That  with  respect  to  new  depreciable  property  of  a  prescribed  class 
acquired  in  the  period  of  24  months  commencing  June  14,  1963  capital  cost 
allowances  be  computed  on  a  straight  line  basis  at  a  prescribed  rate  not  exceed- 
ing 50  per  cent  per  annum  if  the  property  has  been  acquired  by  a  taxpayer  in  a 
taxation  year  for  a  manufacturing  or  processing  business  in  Canada  and  the 
taxpayer  is 

(a)  an  individual  who  was  resident  in  Canada  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  183  days  in  the  year;  or 

(b)  a  corporation  that  in  the  year  had  a  degree  of  Canadian  ownership 
and  control; 

and  for  the  purposes  of  this  paragraph, 

(c)  a  corporation  has  a  degree  of  Canadian  ownership  and  control  in  a 
year  if  the  corporation  throughout  the  60  day  period  immediately 
preceding  the  year  (or  if  the  corporation  did  not  have  a  preceding 
year,  throughout  the  60  day  period  commencing  on  the  first  day  of 
the  year)  complied  with  the  following  conditions: 

(i)   the  corporation  was  resident  in  Canada, 

(ii)   either 

(A)  not  less  than  25  per  cent  of  its  voting  shares  were  benefi- 
cially owned  by  one  or  more  individuals  resident  in  Canada, 
one  or  more  corporations  controlled  in  Canada  or  a  combina- 
tion thereof, 

or 

(B)  the  voting  shares  of  the  corporation  were  listed  on  a  recog- 
nized stock  exchange  in  Canada  and  it  is  established,  in 
prescribed  manner,  that  no  one  non-resident  shareholder 
owned  beneficially,  together  with  any  other  person  associated 
with  him  at  any  time  in  the  period,  more  than  75  per  cent 
of  the  voting  shares  of  the  corporation,  and 
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(iii)  where  the  year  commences  after  December  31,  1964,  the  number 
of  directors  of  the  corporation  who  were  resident  in  Canada  was 
not  less  than  25  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  directors  of  the 
corporation; 

or  complied  with  the  conditions  specified  in  clauses  (i)  and  (iii)  and 
was  a  wholly- owned  subsidiary  of  a  corporation  that  throughout  the 
60  day  period  complied  with  the  conditions  specified  in  clauses  (i), 
(ii)  and  (iii);  and 

(d)   a  corporation  is  controlled  in  Canada  at  a  particular  time  if  at  that 
time  it  complies  with  the  following  conditions: 
(i)   the  corporation  is  resident  in  Canada,  and 

(ii)  not  less  than  51  per  cent  of  its  voting  shares  are  beneficially 
owned  by  one  or  more  individuals  resident  in  Canada,  one  or  more 
corporations  controlled  in  Canada  or  a  combination  thereof. 

2.  That  a  taxpayer  whose  business  in  a  prescribed  area  of  Canada  has 
been  certified  to  be  a  new  manufacturing  or  processing  business  that  com- 
menced commercial  operations  in  the  period  of  24  months  commencing  with  the 
date  on  which  any  enactment  based  on  this  paragraph  is  assented  to  be  exempt 
from  tax  on  the  income  from  that  business  for  a  period  of  36  months  from  the 
date  certified  to  be  the  date  of  commencement  of  operations,  and  that  the  rate  of 
capital  cost  allowances  for  new  depreciable  property  of  a  prescribed  class 
acquired  by  the  said  taxpayer  in  the  said  24  months  period  for  such  business  be 
computed  on  a  straight  line  basis  at  a  prescribed  rate  not  exceeding  50  per  cent 
per  annum. 

3.  That  with  effect  for  1964  and  subsequent  taxation  years  section  40 A  of 
the  Act,  which  provides  for  a  deduction  from  the  tax  otherwise  payable  by  a 
manufacturing  and  processing  corporation,  be  repealed. 

4.  That  with  respect  to  expenses  incurred  after  June  13,  1963  a  corporation 
whose  principal  business  is  operating  a  pipeline  for  the  transmission  of  oil 
or  natural  gas  be  allowed  to  deduct  in  computing  income  the  drilling  and 
exploration  expenses,  including  all  general  geological  and  geophysical  expenses, 
incurred  by  it  on  or  in  respect  of  exploring  for  petroleum  or  natural  gas  in 
Canada  and  the  prospecting,  exploration  and  development  expenses  incurred  by 
it  in  searching  for  minerals  in  Canada. 

5.  That  for  the  1963  and  subsequent  taxation  years  a  dividend  received  by 
a  person  resident  in  Canada  from  a  corporation  that  throughout  its  taxation 
year  in  which  the  dividend  is  paid  or  credited 

(a)  is    taxable    as    a    non-resident    corporation   carrying    on    business    in 
Canada, 

(b)  derives  substantially  all  of  its  income  from  sources  in  Canada,  and 

(c)  has  its  shares  listed  on  a  recognized  stock  exchange  in  Canada 

"be  deemed  to  be  a  dividend  from  sources  in  Canada  paid  or  credited  by  a  tax- 
able corporation  within  the  meaning  of  section  38  of  the  Act. 

6.  That  the  15  per  cent  rate  of  tax  payable  by  a  non-resident  person  on 
dividends  paid  or  credited  to  him  by  a  person  resident  in  Canada  be  reduced  to 
10  per  cent  with  respect  to  dividends  paid  or  credited  after  June  13,  1963  by  a 
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corporation  that  in  its  taxation  year  in  which  the  dividend  is  paid  or  credited 
has  a  degree  of  Canadian  ownership  or  control  within  the  meaning  of  para- 
graph 1. 

7.  That  the  15  per  cent  rate  of  tax  payable  by  a  non-resident  person  on 
dividends  paid  or  credited  to  him  by  a  person  resident  in  Canada  be  increased 
to  20  per  cent  with  respect  to  dividends  paid  or  credited  after  December  31, 
1964  by  a  corporation  that  in  its  taxation  year  in  which  the  dividend  is  paid  or 
credited  does  not  have  a  degree  of  Canadian  ownership  or  control  within  the 
meaning  of  paragraph  1. 

8.  That  where  a  corporation  resident  in  Canada  that  in  any  year  before 
1967  was  not  a  corporation  that  had  a  degree  of  Canadian  ownership  and  con- 
trol, within  the  meaning  of  paragraph  1,  becomes  a  corporation  that  in  1967  has 
such  a  degree  of  Canadian  ownership  and  control,  a  non-resident  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  refund  equal  to 

(a)  5  per  cent  of  any  dividends  paid  or  credited  by  the  corporation  to  him 
after  June  13,  1963  and  before  January  1,  1965,  in  respect  of  which  he 
has  paid  a  tax  of  15  per  cent  to  Canada,  and 

(b)  10  per  cent  of  any  dividends  paid  or  credited  by  the  corporation  to  him 
after  December  31,  1964  and  before  January  1,  1967,  in  respect  of  which 
he  has  paid  a  tax  of  20  per  cent  to  Canada. 

9.  That  where  a  corporation  (other  than  a  non-resident-owned  invest- 
ment corporation)  paid  or  credited  dividends  during  the  period  commencing 
on  June  14,  1963  and  ending  on  December  31,  1964  in  taxation  years  in  which 
it  did  not  have  a  degree  of  Canadian  ownership  and  control  within  the  mean- 
ing of  paragraph  1,  the  amount  of  which  dividends  exceeds  five-fourths  of 
the  amount  of  dividends  paid  or  credited  by  the  corporation  during  that 
number  of  days  immediately  preceding  June  14,  1963  that  is  equal  to  the 
number  of  days  in  the  period  commencing  on  June  14,  1963  and  ending  on 
December  31,  1964  that  were  included  in  taxation  years  in  which  the  corpora- 
tion did  not  have  such  a  degree  of  Canadian  ownership  and  control,  the  cor- 
poration shall,  on  or  before  January  31,  1965,  pay  a  special  tax  equal  to  5 
per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  excess. 

10.  That  with  respect  to  income  earned  after  December  31,  1964  the  15  per 
cent  tax  imposed  by  Part  IIIA  of  the  Act  on  a  non-resident  corporation  carrying 
on  business  in  Canada  be  20  per  cent. 

11.  That  with  respect  to  income  of  a  non-resident-owned  investment  cor- 
poration earned  after  December  31,  1964  the  present  15  per  cent  rate  of  tax  be 
20  per  cent. 

12.  That  any  amount  paid  or  credited  after  June  13,  1963,  by  a  person 
resident  in  Canada  to  a  non-resident  person,  as  or  on  account  of  a  management 
or  administration  fee  or  charge,  be  subject  to  the  15  per  cent  tax  on  income 
from  Canada  of  non-resident  persons. 

13.  That  with  respect  to  interest  paid  by  a  person  resident  in  Canada  to  a 
non-resident  person  on  any  obligation  issued  after  June  13,  1963,  if  the  non- 
resident person 

(a)  is  exempt  from  income  tax  in  the  country  in  which  that  person  is 
resident;  and 
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(b)   has  obtained  a  certificate  of  exemption  from  the  Minister, 
the  non-resident  person  be  exempt  from  the  15  per  cent  rate  of  tax  imposed 
in  respect  of  such  payment. 

14.  That  for  the  taxation  years  ending  after  November,  1965  a  corporation 
shall  during  the  12  months  period  ending  4  months  after  the  close  of  each 
taxation  year,  pay  to  the  Receiver  General  of  Canada 

(a)  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  each  of  the  first  10  months  in  that  period, 
an  amount  equal  to  one-twelfth  of  the  tax  as  estimated  by  it  at  the 
rate  for  the  taxation  year 

(i)   on  its  estimated  taxable  income  for  the  year,  or 
(ii)   on  its  taxable  income  for  the  immediately  preceding  year, 

(b)  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  the  eleventh  month  in  the  period,  an 
amount  equal  to  one-half  of  the  remainder  of  the  tax  payable  as 
estimated  by  it  on  its  taxable  income  for  the  year  at  the  rate  for  the 
year,  and 

(c)  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  the  period,  the  remainder  of  the  tax 

and  that  for  the  taxation  years  ending  after  November,  1963  and  before  Decem- 
ber, 1964,  a  corporation  shall,  during  the  11  months  period  ending  5  months 
after  the  close  of  its  taxation  year,  pay  to  the  Receiver  General  of  Canada 

(d)  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  each  of  the  first  9  months  in  that  period,  an 
amount  equal  to  one-twelfth  of  the  tax  as  estimated  by  it  at  the  rate 
for  the  taxation  year 

(i)   on  its  estimated  taxable  income  for  the  year,  or 
(ii)   on  its  taxable  income  for  the  immediately  preceding  year, 

(e)  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  the  tenth  month  in  the  period,  an  amount 
equal  to  one-half  of  the  remainder  of  the  tax  payable  as  estimated 
by  it  on  its  taxable  income  for  the  year  at  the  rate  for  the  year,  and 

(/)   on  or  before  the  last  day  of  the  period,  the  remainder  of  the  tax, 
and  that  for  taxation  years  ending  after  November,  1964  and  before  December, 
1965  a  corporation  shall,  during  the  11  months  period  ending  4  months  after 
the  close  of  its  taxation  year,  pay  to  the  Receiver  General  of  Canada 

(g)  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  each  of  the  first  9  months  in  that  period, 
an  amount  equal  to  one-eleventh  of  the  tax  as  estimated  by  it  at  the 
rate  for  the  taxation  year 

(i)   on  its  estimated  taxable  income  for  the  year,  or 
(ii)   on  its  taxable  income  for  the  immediately  preceding  year, 

(h)  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  the  tenth  month  in  the  period,  an  amount 
equal  to  one-half  of  the  remainder  of  the  tax  payable  as  estimated  by 
it  on  its  taxable  income  for  the  year  at  the  rate  for  the  year,  and 

(i)   on  or  before  the  last  day  of  the  period,  the  remainder  of  the  tax. 

15.  That  the  return  of  income  for  a  taxation  year  that  is  to  be  filed  with 
the  Minister  in  prescribed  form  and  containing  prescribed  information  by  or  on 
behalf  of  a  corporation  be  filed 

(a)  for  taxation  years  ending  after  November,  1963  and  before  December, 
1964  within  5  months  from  the  end  of  the  year,  and 

(b)  for  taxation  years  ending  after  November,  1964,  within  4  months  from 
the  end  of  the  year. 
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16.  That  with  respect  to  amounts  received  after  June  13,  1963,  where  a 
taxpayer  has  received  an  amount  in  a  taxation  year, 

(a)  as  consideration  for  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of  any  shares  of  a 
corporation  or  of  any  interest  in  such  shares, 

(b)  in  consequence  of  a  corporation  having 

(i)   redeemed  or  acquired  any  of  its  shares  or  reduced  its  capital  stock, 

or 
(ii)   converted  any  of  its  shares  into  shares  of  another  class  or  into  an 

obligation  of  the  corporation,  or 

(c)  otherwise,  as  a  payment  that  would,  but  for  this  provision,  be  exempt 
income, 

which  amount,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister,  was  received  by  the  taxpayer  as 
part  of  a  transaction  or  series  of  transactions  whenever  effected  or  to  be  effected, 
one  of  the  purposes  of  which  was  or  is  to  effect  a  substantial  reduction  of,  or 
disappearance  of,  the  assets  of  a  corporation  in  such  a  manner  that  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  any  tax  that  might  otherwise  have  been  or  become  payable  under 
the  Act  in  consequence  of  any  distribution  of  income  of  a  corporation  has  been 
or  will  be  avoided,  the  amount  so  received  by  the  taxpayer  or  such  part  thereof 
as  may  be  specified  by  the  Minister  shall,  if  the  Minister  so  directs, 

(d)  be  included  in  computing  the  income  of  the  taxpayer  for  that  taxation 
year,  and 

(c)  in  the  case  of  a  taxpayer  who  is  an  individual,  be  deemed  to  have  been 
received  by  him  as  a  dividend  from  a  taxable  corporation  within  the 
meaning  of  section  38  of  the  Act. 

17.  That  for  the  1964  and  subsequent  taxation  years  where,  in  the  case  of 
two  or  more  corporations,  the  Minister  is  satisfied 

(a)  that  the  separate  existence  of  those  corporations  is  not  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  business  of  those  corporations  in  the  most 
effective  manner,  and 

(b)  that  one  of  the  main  reasons  for  such  separate  existence  is  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  taxes  that  would  otherwise  be  payable  under  the  Act 

the  two  or  more  corporations  shall,  if  the  Minister  so  directs,  be  deemed  to  be 
associated  with  each  other. 

18.  That  upon  any  appeal  to  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada  from  an  as- 
sessment in  such  case,  the  Court  may  confirm  or  vary  any  direction  given  by  the 
Minister  as  provided  in  paragraph  16  or  17,  or  may  vacate  any  such  direction 
where  it  determines  that 

(a)  none  of  the  purposes  of  the  transaction  or  series  of  transactions  re- 
ferred to  in  paragraph  16  was  or  is  that  specified  in  that  paragraph,  or 

(b)  none  of  the  main  reasons  for  the  separate  existence  of  the  corporations 
referred  to  in  paragraph  17  is  that  specified  in  subparagraph  (b)  of 
that  paragraph. 

19.  That  for  the  1963  and  subsequent  taxation  years 

(a)  a  business  loss  incurred  in  a  previous  year  by  a  corporation  may  not 
be  deducted  in  a  taxation  year  if 

(i)   the  business  in  which  the  loss  was  sustained  by  the  corporation 
was  not  carried  on  by  it  in  the  taxation  year,  and 
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(ii)  in  the  period  between  the  end  of  the  year  in  which  the  loss  was 
sustained  and  the  end  of  the  taxation  year  control  of  the  corpora- 
tion has  changed  hands,  and 

(b)  a  business  loss  incurred  by  a  corporation  in  a  taxation  year  may  not 
be  deducted  in  computing  the  income  of  the  corporation  for  that  taxa- 
tion year  if  the  business  in  which  the  loss  was  sustained  by  the  cor- 
poration was  wound  up  or  discontinued,  and  after  such  winding  up  or 
discontinuance  control  of  the  corporation  passed  to  a  person  or  persons 
who  did  not  control  the  corporation  in  the  year  at  any  time  when  the 
business  in  which  the  loss  was  sustained  was  carried  on; 

but  this  paragraph  is  not  applicable  where  the  change  of  the  control  of  the 
corporation  occurred  prior  to  June  14,  1963. 

20.  That  for  the  1963  and  subsequent  taxation  years  section  18  of  the  Act, 
which  provides  rules  in  the  case  of  any  lease  option  agreement,  hire  purchase 
agreement  or  other  contract  or  arrangement  for  the  leasing  or  hiring  of  prop- 
erty, be  repealed,  and  appropriate  transitional  provisions  be  enacted  in  respect 
of  any  such  contract  or  arrangement. 

21.  That  for  the  1963  and  subsequent  taxation  years  the  benefits  received 
by  an  employee  from  his  employer's  contribution  to  a  group  life  insurance  plan 
that  are  at  present  excluded  from  income  be  excluded  only  if  such  contribution 
is  in  respect  of  group  term  life  insurance. 

22.  That,  with  respect  to  any  annuity  contract  entered  into  after  June  13, 
1963,  that  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  contract  that  consists  of  interest  accumu- 
lated prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  annuity  commences  be  included  in  comput- 
ing income  of  the  recipient  unless  such  proceeds  are  received  as  a  life  annuity 
or  as  a  refund  of  premiums  upon  the  death  of  the  holder  of  the  annuity  contract. 

23.  That  for  the  1962  and  subsequent  taxation  years  the  manner  of  taxing 
a  bankrupt  corporation,  a  bankrupt  individual  and  a  trustee  in  bankruptcy  be 
revised  and  in  particular 

(a)  that  the  trustee  be  deemed  to  be  the  agent  of  the  bankrupt  person  for 
all  purposes  of  the  Act; 

(b)  that  section  63  of  the  Act  not  apply  in  the  case  of  any  income  of  the 
trustee  from  dealing  in  the  property  of  the  bankrupt  person  or  from 
carrying  on  the  business  of  the  bankrupt  person; 

(c)  that  the  income  of  the  bankrupt  person  be  computed  as  if  upon  the 
occurrence  of  the  bankruptcy  the  property  of  the  bankrupt  person 
did  not  pass  to  and  vest  in  the  trustee;  and 

(d)  that  the  trustee  be  liable  for  payment  of  any  tax  payable  by  the 
bankrupt  person  to  the  extent  of  the  property  of  the  bankrupt  person 
in  the  possession  of  the  trustee.

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

EXCISE  TAX  ACT 

Resolved, — That  it  is  expedient  to  introduce  a  measure  to  amend  the  Excise 
Tax  Act  and  to  provide  among  other  things: 

1.  That  the  present  exemption  from  sales  tax  for  certain  building  materials 
be  withdrawn  by  repealing  the  exemption  for  all  goods  mentioned  under  the 
heading  "Building  Materials"  in  Schedule  III  of  the  said  Act  and  by  repealing 
the  exemptions  for 

(a)  "Creosote  oil  and  other  wood  preservatives  when  for  use  exclusively 
in  the  treatment  of  timber,  poles  or  lumber;" 

(b)  "Railway  ties;" 

(c)  "Goods  for  use  as  part  of  sewerage  and  drainage  systems,  and  articles 
and  materials  to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  thereof;". 
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2.  That  any  enactment  based  on  paragraph  1  of  this  resolution  provide  that 

(a)  goods  for  use  as  part  of  sewerage  and  drainage  systems  be  exempt 
from  sales  tax  when  sold  to  or  imported  by  a  municipality  for  its  own 
use  and  not  for  resale; 

(b)  any  transfer  of  a  sewerage  or  drainage  system  to  a  municipality  by 
any  person  within  two  years  after  the  completion  thereof,  pursuant 
to  a  by-law  of  or  agreement  with  that  municipality  under  which  that 
person  is  required  to  install  such  system  and  transfer  it  without  charge 
to  that  municipality  after  the  completion  thereof  be  deemed,  for 
the  purpose  of  section  46  of  the  said  Act,  to  be  a  sale  to  the  munic- 
ipality for  its  own  use  and  not  for  resale  of  goods  for  use  as  part 
of  a  sewerage  or  drainage  system, 

and  that  any  agency  operating  a  sewerage  or  drainage  system  for  or  on  behalf 
of  a  municipality  may  be  declared  by  the  Minister  to  be  a  municipality  for  the 
purpose  of  this  paragraph. 

3.  That  any  enactment  based  on  paragraph  1  of  this  resolution  provide 
that  drain  tile  for  agricultural  purposes  and  materials  to  be  used  exclusively 
in  the  manufacture  thereof  be  exempt  from  sales  tax. 

4.  That  any  enactment  founded  on  paragraph  1  of  this  resolution  provide 
that  where  materials  have  been  purchased  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  school,  university 
or  other  similar  educational  institution  for  use  exclusively  in  the  construction 
of  a  building  for  that  institution  and  the  tax  imposed  by  Part  VI  of  the  said  Act 
has  been  paid  in  respect  of  those  materials,  the  Minister  of  National  Revenue 
may,  upon  application  by  the  institution  in  such  form  as  the  Minister  prescribes 
made  to  the  Minister  within  two  years  from  the  time  the  materials  were  pur- 
chased, pay  to  the  institution  an  amount  equal  to  that  tax. 

5.  That  any  enactment  founded  on  paragraph  1  of  this  resolution  provide 
that  a  person  who 

(a)  manufactures  or  produces  a  building  or  other  structure  otherwise  than 
at  the  site  of  construction  or  erection  thereof,  in  competition  with  per- 
sons who  construct  or  erect  similar  buildings  or  structures  not  so 
manufactured  or  produced, 

(b)  manufactures  or  produces  otherwise  than  at  the  site  of  construction 
or  erection  of  a  building  or  other  structure,  structural  building  sections 
for  incorporation  into  such  building  or  structure,  in  competition  with 
persons  who  construct  or  erect  buildings  or  other  structures  that  in- 
corporate similar  sections  not  so  manufactured  or  produced,  or 

(c)  manufactures  or  produces  concrete  or  cinder  building  blocks, 

be  deemed  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Act  not  to  be,  in  relation  to  any  such 
building,  structure,  building  sections  or  building  blocks  so  manufactured  or 
produced  by  him  the  manufacturer  or  producer  thereof. 

6.  That  the  present  exemption  from  sales  tax  for  "Seventy-five  per  cent  of 
the  sale  price  if  manufactured  in  Canada,  or  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  duty 
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paid  value  if  imported,  of  trailers  for  use  as  homes"  be  changed  to  read 
"Twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  sale  price  if  manufactured  in  Canada,  or  twenty- 
five  per  cent  of  the  duty-paid  value  if  imported,  of  trailers  for  use  as  homes". 

7.  That  the  present  exemption  for  certain  machinery  and  apparatus  to  be 
used  in  manufacture  or  production  be  withdrawn  by  repealing  the  exemption 
for  all  goods  mentioned  under  the  headings  "Machinery  and  Apparatus  to  be 
used  in  Manufacture  or  Production"  and  "Engines"  in  Schedule  III  of  the  said 
Act  and  by  repealing  the  exemptions  for 

(a)  "Seismic   shot-hole   casing   and   materials   used   in   the   manufacture 
thereof;" 

(b)  "Tires  and  tubes  for  use  exclusively  on  the  machinery  enumerated  in 
Customs  Tariff  Item  411a." 

(c)  Goods  enumerated  in  Customs  Tariff  items  399a,  399b,  399c,  411a,  417, 
431h,  439c,  848,  848a  and  848b. 

8.  That  any  enactment  founded  on  paragraph  7  of  this  resolution  provide 
that  traction  engines  for  farm  purposes  and  accessories  therefor  (not  including 
machines  and  tools  for  operation  by  such  engines)  and  complete  parts  of  all  the 
foregoing,  and  materials  to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  of  the  said 
engines,  accessories  or  parts  be  exempt  from  sales  tax. 

9.  That  any  enactment  founded  on  paragraph  7  of  this  resolution  provide 
that  farm  wagons,  including  four-wheeled  farm  wagons  equipped  to  be  tractor 
drawn  and  farm  sleds,  and  materials  to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture 
thereof  be  exempt  from  sales  tax. 

10.  That  the  present  exemption  from  sales  tax  for  "Photographs,  paintings, 
pastels,  drawing  and  other  art  work  and  illustrations  of  all  kinds,  whether 
originals,  copies  or  proofs,  and  printing  plates  made  to  reproduce  the  same,  for 
use  exclusively  as  non-advertising  news  pictures  or  for  illustrating  non-adver- 
tising articles  or  stories  in  periodical  publications  enjoying  second-class  mailing 
privileges,  the  pages  of  which  are  regularly  bound,  wired,  stitched  or  otherwise 
fastened  together;"  be  changed  to  read  "Typesetting  and  composition,  metal 
plates,  cylinders,  matrices,  film,  art  work,  designs,  photographs,  rubber  material, 
plastic  material  and  paper  material,  when  impressed  with  or  displaying  or  car- 
rying an  image  for  reproduction  by  printing,  made  or  imported  by  or  sold  to  a 
manufacturer  or  producer  for  use  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  or  production 
of  printed  matter." 

11.  That  feeds  for  fish,  supplements  for  addition  to  such  feeds,  and  mate- 
rials to  be  used  exclusively  in  the  manufacture  of  such  feeds  or  supplements  be 
exempt  from  sales  tax. 

12.  That  the  exemption  from  sales  tax  for  materials  for  use  in  the  equip- 
ment and  repair  of  ships  over  ten  tons  net  register  tonnage  be  restricted  to 
materials  for  use  in  the  equipment  and  repair  of  ships  to  be  used  exclusively  for 
commercial  purposes. 

13.  That  the  present  exemption  from  sales  tax  for  "Bakers'  cakes  and  pies 
including   biscuits,    cookies    or    other    similar    articles;"    be    changed    to    read 
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"Bakers'   cakes  and  pies  including  biscuits,   cookies  and  similar  articles  but 
not  including  simulated  chocolate  bars  or  candy  bars;". 

14.  That  the  export  duty  of  three  one-hundredths  of  one  cent  per  kilowatt 
hour  on  electrical  power  exported  from  Canada  be  repealed. 

15.  That  any  enactment  founded  on  paragraphs  1  to  13  of  this  resolution 
be  deemed  to  have  come  into  force  on  June  14,  1963,  and  any  enactment 
founded  on  paragraph  14  of  this  resolution  be  applicable  in  respect  of  electrical 
power  exported  after  June,  1963. 

16.  That  with  respect  to  the  period  commencing  June  14,  1963  and  ending 
March  31,  1964,  the  rate  of  tax  payable  under  Part  VI  of  the  said  Act  in 
respect  of  any  goods  for  which  exemption  from  tax  was  withdrawn  by  any 
enactment  founded  on  paragraphs  1  and  7  of  this  resolution  be  four  per  cent 
instead  of  eight  per  cent,  and  that  with  respect  to  the  period  commencing 
June  14,  1963  and  ending  December  31,  1964  the  rate  of  tax  payable  under 
subsection  (1)  of  section  10  of  the  Old  Age  Security  Act  in  respect  of  any  such 
goods  be  nil. 

17.  That  the  said  measure  further  provide  that 

(a)  where  any  tax  under  Part  VI  of  the  said  Act  has  become  payable 
by  any  person  in  respect  of  any  goods  for  which  exemption  for  tax 
under  that  Part  was  withdrawn  by  any  enactment  founded  on  para- 
graphs 1  and  7  of  this  resolution,  which  goods  were,  not  later  than 
December  31,  1964,  sold  and  delivered  by  that  person,  or  applied  by 
that  person  to  a  use  resulting  in  the  property  in  the  goods  passing 
from    that    person,    pursuant    to    a    bona    fide    contract    in    writing 

(i)  that  provided  for  the  sale  of  those  goods  or  their  application  to 
that  use  for  a  fixed  amount  stated  in  the  contract  and  that  did 
not  permit  the  adding  of  the  tax  to  the  amount  payable  to  that 
person  under  the  contract,  and 

(ii)   that  was  signed  by  the  parties  thereto 

(A)  on  or  before  June  13,  1963,  or 

(B)  after  June  13,  1963,  if  the  contract  was  entered  into  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  a  tender  in  writing  submitted 
by  that  person  on  or  before  that  day  whereby  that  person 
undertook  to  enter  into  such  a  contract  and  in  default  of 
so  doing  to  incur  or  cause  to  be  incurred  a  pecuniary  penalty 
whether  by  forfeiture  of  a  security  deposit  or  otherwise, 

a  refund,  or  deduction  from  any  of  the  taxes  imposed  by  the  said 
Act,  of  the  tax  or  such  part  thereof  as  could  not  under  the  contract 
be  added  to  the  amount  payable  to  that  person  thereunder  may  be 
granted  to  that  person;  and 

(b)  where  any  goods  for  which  exemption  from  tax  under  Part  VI  of 
the  said  Act  was  withdrawn  by  any  enactment  founded  on  paragraphs 
1  and  7  of  this  resolution  were,  after  June  13,  1963  and  not  later  than 
December  31,  1964,  sold  and  delivered  by  any  person,  or  applied  by 
any  person  to  a  use  resulting  in  the  property  in  the  goods  passing 
from  that  person,  pursuant  to  a  bona  fide  contract  in  writing 

(i)  that  provided  for  the  sale  of  those  goods  or  their  application  to 
that  use  for  a  fixed  amount  stated  in  the  contract  and  that  did 
not  permit  the  adding  of  any  tax  under  that  Part  that  became 
payable  after  June  13,  1963  in  respect  of  those  goods  to  the 
amount  payable  to  that  person  under  the  contract,  and 
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(ii)   that  was  signed  by  the  parties  thereto 

(A)  on  or  before  June  13,  1963,  or 

(B)  after  June  13,  1963,  if  the  contract  was  entered  into  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  a  tender  in  writing  submitted 
by  that  person  on  or  before  that  day  whereby  that  person 
undertook  to  enter  into  such  a  contract  and  in  default  of 
so  doing  to  incur  or  cause  to  be  incurred  a  pecuniary  penalty 
whether  by  forfeiture  of  a  security  deposit  or  otherwise, 

an  amount  equal  to  the  tax  or  such  part  thereof  as  could  not  under 
the  contract  be  added  to  the  amount  payable  to  that  person  there- 
under may,  where  application  therefor  is  made  to  the  Minister  of 
National  Revenue  by  that  person  in  such  form  as  the  Minister  pre- 
scribes within  two  years  from  the  time  the  goods  were  delivered  by 
that  person  or  applied  by  him  to  that  use,  and  the  Minister  is  satisfied 
that  the  tax  has  been  paid,  be  paid  by  the  Minister  to  that  person. 

18.  That  the  said  measure  further  provide  that  where  a  person  has  im- 
ported into  Canada  for  sale  or  for  his  own  use  gasoline,  aviation  fuel  or  diesel 
oil  and  the  aggregate  duty  paid  value  of  the  goods  so  imported  by  him  in  any 
period  of  twelve  consecutive  months  commencing  on  or  after  August  1,  1963, 
exceeds  three  thousand  dollars,  he  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  Part  VI  of  the  said 
Act,  be  deemed  to  be  the  manufacturer  or  producer  in  Canada  of  the  goods  so 
imported  by  him  in  that  period,  and  not  the  importer  thereof. 

Resolution  to  be  reported. 


The  said  resolution  was  reported  and  concurred  in,  and  the  Committee  of 
Ways  and  Means  obtained  leave  to  sit  again  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 


Mr.  Gordon,  seconded  by  Mr.  Garland,  by  leave  of  the  House,  presented 
Bill  C-90,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Excise  Tax  Act,  which  was  read  the  first  time. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  said  bill  was  read  the  second  time,  on  division, 
considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  progress  having  been  made  and 
reported,  the  Committee  obtained  leave  to  consider  it  again  at  the  next  sitting 
of  the  House.

(b)  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  an  additional  allowance  to  each  leader 
of  a  party  in  the  House  of  Commons,  other  than  the  Prime  Minister 
and  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition,  that  has  a  recognized  membership 
of  twelve  or  more  persons  in  the  House  of  Commons; 

(c)  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  an  additional  allowance  to  the  members 
occupying  the  recognized  positions  of  Chief  Government  Whip  and 
Chief  Opposition  Whip  in  the  House  of  Commons; 

(d)  to  provide  for  the  payment  to  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Commons  of  such  actual  transportation  and  travelling  expenses  and 
telecommunication  expenses  as  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  may 
order; 

(e)  to  provide  for  the  payment  to  each  Minister  of  the  Crown,  the  Leader 
of  the  Opposition  and  the  Speakers  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of 
Commons  of  a  motor  vehicle  allowance; 

(/)  to  increase  the  allowances  paid  to  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  the 
House  of  Commons  for  expenses  incidental  to  the  discharge  of  their 
duties; 
and  to  amend  the  Members  of  Parliament  Retiring  Allowances  Act 

(g)  to  increase  the  amount  of  contributions  to  be  paid  by  members  into 
the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  an 
allowance   to   the    widows   of  members    of   Parliament   where   such 
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members  have  made  or  elected  to  make  additional  contributions  under 
the  Act  and  to  make  changes  in  the  amount  of  the  retirement  allow- 
ances payable  to  members; 

(h)  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  an  annual  allowance  out  of  the  Con- 
solidated Revenue  Fund  to  persons  who  have  held  the  office  of  Prime 
Minister  for  four  years  and  to  the  widows  of  any  such  persons; 

and  to  provide  further  for  other  related  and  incidental  matters. 
Resolution  to  be  reported.

Parliament,  such  resolution  shall  come  into  force  on  the  expiration  of  such 
thirty  days.  If  such  petition  and  draft  bill  are  so  filed  within  such  thirty  days, 
the  operation  of  such  resolution  shall  be  suspended  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions    of    subsection    (2)." 

4.  Page  2,  lines  11  to  21  inclusive.  Strike  out  clause  3  and  substitute  the

"3.  The  Senate  shall,  before  adopting  a  resolution  for  the  dissolution  or 
annulment  of  a  marriage,  refer  the  petition  therefor  to  an  officer  of  the  Senate 
to  be  designated  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  to  hear  evidence  and  make  his 
report  thereon  to  the  Senate  Standing  Committee  on  Divorce,  but  such  officer 
shall  not  recommend  that  a  marriage  be  dissolved  or  annulled  except  on  a 
ground  on  which  a  marriage  could  be  dissolved  or  annulled,  as  the  case  may 
be,  under  the  laws  of  England  as  they  existed  on  the  15th  day  of  July,  1870, 
or  under  the  Marriage  and  Divorce  Act,  Chap.  176  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Canada,  1952."

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 


Before  calling  the  Orders  of  the  Day,  I  would  crave  the  indulgence  of 
honourable  Members  in  order  to  permit  me  to  make  a  statement  on  a  situation 
which  has  developed  since  the  adjournment  of  the  House  on  August  the  2nd. 

The  problem  with  which  the  House  is  faced  is  a  new  one.  May  I  be  allowed 
to  refer,  in  a  chronological  order,  to  certain  correspondence  by  which  I  was 
apprised  of  the  facts. 

On  the  9th  of  September  1963,  the  honourable  Member  for  Lapointe 
wrote  me  a  letter  to  the  effect  that  his  party  had  chosen  a  new  leader  and 
claiming  certain  rights  and  privileges. 

On  the  13th  of  September,  the  honourable  Member  for  Red  Deer  wrote 
me  a  letter  to  the  effect  "that  the  separation  of  Mr.  Real  Caouette  and  his 
followers  from  the  party  poses  several  problems." 

On  the  16th  of  September,  the  honourable  Member  for  Villeneuve  wrote 
me  a  letter  reading  in  part  as  follows: 

«Depuis  le  ler  septembre,  notre  mouvement  est  devenu  un  groupe 
national  sous  le  vocable  Ralliement  des  Creditistes.» 

On  the  18th  of  September,  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North 
Centre  wrote  me  a  letter  reading  in  part  "in  view  of  recent  developments  it 
seems  quite  clear  that  the  New  Democratic  party,  with  its  seventeen  Mem- 
bers, is  now  the  third  largest  group  in  the  House  of  Commons".  Later  on  in 
the  letter,  he  adds  "since  we  are  now  the  largest  of  the  smaller  parties  we 
will  expect  to  be  seated  immediately  next  to  the  Official  Opposition". 
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The  events  which  have  taken  place  and  the  correspondence  in  relation 
thereto  (which  I  am  prepared  to  lay  on  the  Table  if  the  House  so  desires) 
have  given  rise  to  a  number  of  questions,  among  them  is  first  the  recognition 
of  a  new  party  and  of  its  leader;  secondly,  the  seating  arrangements  in  the 
Chamber;  then  the  question  of  the  allowance  to  "the  leader  of  a  party  that 
has  a  recognized  membership  of  twelve  or  more  persons  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons"; and  following  that  the  allocation  of  rooms,  personnel,  and  other  matters. 
I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  deal  with  those  problems  at  the  moment,  it 
is  sufficient  to  mention  them. 

"Party"  as  defined  by  Burke  in  the  classical  passage  on  the  subject 
(Thoughts  on  the  Causes  of  the  Present  Discontents.)  is  a  body  of  men 
united  for  promoting  the  national  interest  on  some  particular  principle  in 
which  they  are  all  agreed. 

Have  we  a  new  party  according  to  this  definition  and,  if  so,  has  this 
party  been  recognized  by  the  House?  To  my  mind  this  is  a  question  for  the 
House  to  decide. 

The  question  of  third  parties  in  itself  is  not  a  new  one.  After  the  last 
election,  apart  from  the  Liberal  and  Conservative  parties,  as  all  honourable 
Members  know,  there  were  recognized  the  Social  Credit  party  and  the  New 
Democratic  party. 

Third  parties  have  existed  continually  in  the  House  practically  since 
1921.  In  1921,  there  were  117  Liberals,  50  Conservatives,  66  Progressives  and 
two  other  Members,  independent  and  labour.  This  third  party  situation  has 
continued  throughout  the  years,  that  is  after  the  elections  of  1925,  1926,  1930, 
1935,  1940,  1945,  1949,  1953,  1957,  1958,  1962  and  1963. 

If  the  House  is  used  to  third  parties,  that  is  having  a  third  and  fourth 
party  in  the  House,  it  will  be  admitted  that  it  creates  quite  a  new  situation  to 
have  a  third  party  divide  into  two  sections  or  blocks  a  few  months  after  a 
general  election  and  during  an  adjournment  of  the  House. 

I  have  already  indicated  some  of  the  problems  which  are  created  by 
this  unprecedented  situation.  There  now  remains  to  consider  my  position  as 
Speaker  of  the  House  in  connection  with  these  recent  events. 

The  legal  rights  and  duties  of  the  Speaker  are  to  be  found  in  the  Statutes 
of  Canada,  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  House,  in  the  constitutional  and  parlia- 
mentary authors  and  finally  in  the  customs  and  precedents  which  have  become 
constitutional  conventions. 

According  to  Campion,  the  Speaker  is  the  representative  of  the  House 
itself,  in  its  powers,  proceedings  and  dignity  and  the  chief  characteristics 
attaching  to  the  office  of  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons  are  authority  and 
impartiality.  Campion  states  also  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to  see  that 
the  House  is  properly  constituted  before  it  proceeds  to  business  (page  249, 
Duties  of  the  Speaker,  Campion  in  May's  16th  Edition.) 

It  is  in  consequence  among  the  duties  of  the  Speaker  to  see  that  the 
Standing  Orders  of  the  House  are  followed  in  the  course  of  its  procedures 
and  that  the  privileges  of  the  House,  once  they  have  been  denned  and  rec- 
ognized, are  protected.  It  is  also  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to  be  impartial  and 
removed  from  politics,  which  has  already  been  my  aim  since,  honourable  Mem- 
bers, you  did  me  the  honour  to  elect  me  as  your  Speaker. 

Sir  Erskine  May  (16th  Edition,  p.  42)  has  stated  "that  Parliamentary 
privilege  is  the  sum  of  peculiar  rights  enjoyed  by  each  House  collectively  as  a 
constituent  part  of  the  High  Court  of  Parliament,  and  by  members  of  each 
House  individually,  without  which  they  could  not  discharge  their  functions, 
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and  which  exceed  those  possessed  by  other  bodies  or  individuals.  Thus  privi- 
lege, though  part  of  the  law  of  the  land,  is  to  a  certain  extent  an  exception 
from  the  ordinary  law." 

Dawson,  in  his  book  on  "The  Government  of  Canada",  writes:  "The 
privileges,  immunities  and  powers  of  the  Houses  of  Parliament  of  Canada  are 
thus  potentially  those  of  the  British  House  of  Commons,  although  their  primary 
basis  is  statutory  and  not  established  custom  and  inherent  right." 

In  the  Canadian  House,  questions  of  privilege  take  a  wide  range,  but  it 
may  be  stated  in  general  terms  that  they  refer  to  all  matters  affecting  the 
rights  and  immunities  of  the  House  collectively,  the  rights  of  recognized  parties, 
or  to  the  position  and  conduct  of  members  in  their  representative  character. 
In  this  category  may  be  placed  questions  affecting  the  recognition  of  a  party, 
touching  the  seat  or  election  of  members,  questions  affecting  the  internal 
economy  or  proceedings  of  the  House. 

If  the  Speaker  is  to  take  any  notice  of  these  privileges  and  at  the  same 
time  to  exercise  the  high  degree  of  independence  and  impartiality  which  is 
justly  expected  of  him,  it  is  well  that  those  privileges  be  first  defined  and 
decided  by  the  House  itself.  Anson,  in  the  "Law  and  Custom  of  the  Constitu- 
tion", at  page  130,  as  quoted  by  Beauchesne  (4th  Edition,  page  94)  says: 

"The  House  has  always  asserted  the  right  to  provide  for  the  con- 
stitution of  its  own  body,  the  right  to  regulate  its  own  proceedings  and 
the  right  to  enforce  its  privileges." 

Allow  me  to  refer  once  more  to  the  special  traditions  that  surround  the 
Office  of  Speaker.  While  he  is  the  servant  of  the  House  he  is,  at  the  same  time, 
its  spokesman  and  its  symbol.  His  value  to  the  House  and  its  members  con- 
tinues effectively  only  when  the  House  assists  him  in  every  way  to  maintain 
his  dignity  and  his  impartiality  and  during  my  short  term  I  have  had  the 
confidence  of  the  House  to  the  point  where  I  know  I  can  place  myself  and 
my  problems  in  its  hands. 

It  seems  to  me  that  having  in  mind  the  authorities  from  Sir  Erskine  May 
to  Lord  Campion,  from  Bourinot  to  Beauchesne  and  from  Anson  to  McGregor 
Dawson  and  many  others,  a  situation  such  as  that  now  facing  the  House  must 
be  resolved  by  the  House  itself.  It  is  not  one  where  the  Speaker  ought  by 
himself  to  take  a  position  where  any  group  of  members  might  feel  that  their 
interests  as  a  group  or  a  party  have  been  prejudiced.  Nor  should  the  Speaker 
be  put  in  the  position  where  he  must  decide,  to  the  advantage  or  to  the  dis- 
advantage of  any  group  or  party,  matters  affecting  the  character  or  existences 
of  a  party,  for  this  surely  would  signify  that  the  Speaker  has  taken  what  is 
almost  a  political  decision,  a  decision  where  the  question  involves  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  House  itself. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  statement  without  some  reference  to  the  significance 
of  these  events  for  the  future  of  the  definition  and  status  of  parties  in  this 
House.  It  is  not  my  place  to  evaluate  the  significance  of  these  matters  for  the 
future  of  the  ever-changing  structure  and  character  of  political  parties,  yet  it 
is  my  duty,  I  believe,  to  bring  to  the  House's  attention  the  novel  character 
of  the  situation  now  before  it,  and  more  particularly,  the  payment  of  allow- 
ances and  the  effect  on  the  organization  of  Parliament  and  parties  and  of  the 
work  of  this  House  that  naturally  must  be  reflected  by  the  emergence  from 
time  to  time  of  new  groups  that  invite  the  House  to  accord  them  the  status 
of  parties.  Profound  constitutional  questions  arise — for  example — can  a  group 
of  Members  which  did  not  exist  as  a  party  at  the  time  of  the  election  of  a 
Parliament  be  recognized  as  a  party  before  it  has  submitted  itself  to  the 
electorate? 
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Having  indicated  this  new  development  to  the  House  with  its  suggestive 
consequences,  may  I  end  my  statement  by  relying  upon  the  House  to  give  me 
the  necessary  guidance  required  for  the  due  administration  of  my  duties  in 
view  of  the  issues  presented  to  me  by  the  letters  from  the  honourable  Members 
concerned  and  which  have  required  me  to  make  this  statement  today. 

For  these  reasons,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  interests  of  the  House,  of 
members  and  of  all  parties  will  best  be  served  if  the  questions  raised  by  the 
honourable  Members  for  Lapointe,  Red  Deer,  Villeneuve  and  Winnipeg  North 
Centre  in  the  various  letters  addressed  to  me  were  referred  at  this  time  to 
the  proper  Committee  for  consideration  and  report  so  as  to  bring  about  a 
solution  thereto. 

As  Speaker,  I  shall  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  House  and  apply  such  inter- 
pretations to  the  Rules  of  the  House  as  the  House  itself  may  require  of  me.

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

The  general  principle  concerning  the  character  of  papers  which  may  be 
asked  for  is  set  out  in  May's  16th  edition,  page  270,  where  it  is  stated:  "Par- 
liament is  invested  with  the  power  of  ordering  all  documents  to  be  laid  before 
it,  which  are  necessary  for  its  information." 

Bourinot's  4th  edition,  at  page  246,  states  in  part,  as  follows:  "On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  the  constitutional  right  of  either  House  to  ask  for  such  information 
as  it  can  directly  obtain  by  its  own  order  from  any  department  or  officer  of 
the  government." 

Obviously  it  is  impossible  for  the  Chair  to  scan  every  Notice  of  Motion 
for  Papers  in  an  effort  to  determine  whether  or  not  such  papers  actually  exist 
or  whether  the  papers  are  in  the  nature  of  a  confidential  document.  Indeed 
there  is  no  rule  which  states  that  confidential  documents  may  not  be  asked 
for,  and  in  some  instances  what  are  ordinarily  considered  to  be  confidential 
documents  are  tabled.  At  page  273  of  May's  16th  edition  it  is  stated:  "However 
ample  the  power  of  each  House  to  enforce  the  production  of  papers  may  be,  a 
sufficient  cause  must  be  shown  for  the  exercise  of  that  power;  and  if  considera- 
tions of  public  policy  can  be  urged  against  a  motion  for  papers,  it  is  either 
withdrawn,  or  otherwise  dealt  with  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  House." 

Therefore  it  seems  that  the  duty  of  the  Chair  in  regard  to  motions  for 
papers  is  to  decide  whether  or  not  a  motion  is  in  order  from  a  procedural 
point  of  view,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  motion  is  in  order  from  this 
point  of  view.  In  this  regard  I  would  like  to  quote  from  a  statement  by  Mr. 
Speaker  Beaudoin  which  is  found  at  page  3014  of  Hansard,  April  3,  1957.  It 
reads  as  follows:  "The  motion  that  has  been  placed  on  the  Order  Paper  is  in 
order,  and  that  is  why  I  have  put  it  to  the  House.  It  is  opposed  and  when  it 
is  opposed,  according  to  Standing  Order  47,  it  must  be  transferred  for  debate 
if  desired.  This  has  not  been  asked  for,  but  it  has  been  asked  that  the  Minis- 
ter should  say  briefly  why  he  is  opposed  to  the  motion.  At  this  moment,  there- 
fore, the  only  duty  I  have  is  to  put  the  question  to  the  House  and  let  the  House 
pass  judgment  on  it." 

In  the  same  regard,  at  page  1036  of  Hansard,  July  11,  1958,  Mr.  Speaker 
Michener  is  reported  as  having  used  the  following  words,  namely:  "This  motion 
is  not  debatable.  It  is  a  motion  for  an  Order  of  the  House  to  issue  in  respect  of 
certain  papers.  It  is  not  debatable,  and  the  only  course  is  to  accept  or  reject 
the  motion.  I  am  advised  by  the  Clerk  that  that  is  the  method  of  disposing  of 
such  a  motion  as  this.  I  ask,  then,  whether  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  House  to 
adopt  the  same  motion." 

As  will  be  seen  in  Hansard  of  February  15,  1960,  page  1055,  Mr.  Speaker 
Michener  held  the  view  that  his  responsibility  was  to  see  that  the  motion  was 
before  the  House  in  the  proper  form,  but  that  the  House  had  to  decide  by  its 
vote  whether  or  not  the  document  was  to  be  produced,  and  that  it  would  be 
improper  for  the  Speaker  to  substitute  his  decision  for  that  of  the  House. 
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On  February  27,  1961,  as  will  be  found  at  page  2442  of  Hansard,  Mr. 
Speaker  Michener  also  stated  that  it  was  for  the  House  to  determine  whether 
such  a  Motion  for  the  Production  of  Papers  should  be  withdrawn  or  whether  it 
should  be  passed.  Basing  my  action  on  those  precedents,  I  propose  to  put  the  mo- 
tion and  allow  the  House  to  make  a  decision  in  regard  to  the  production  of  the 
paper  unless  such  a  motion  is  either  withdrawn,  allowed  to  stand  or  transferred 
for  debate. 

And  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion,  it  was  ordered, — That  there 
be  laid  before  this  House  a  list  of  'consultants'  prepared  in  the  office  of  the  Post- 
master General  for  the  guidance  of  Cabinet  Ministers  and  copies  of  all  corres- 
pondence between  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown  and  the  'consultants'  in  each 
riding. —  (Notice  of  Motion  for  the  Production  of  Papers  No.  99). 


On  motion  of  Mr.  Howard,  seconded  by  Mr.  Herridge,  it  was  ordered, 
— That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  praying  that  he 
will  cause  to  be  laid  before  this  House  a  copy  of  all  correspondence,  telegrams 
or  other  documents  exchanged  between  the  government  and  any  agency  or 
branch  thereof  and  any  other  government,  organization  or  person  since  Janu- 
ary 1,  1962,  dealing  with  the  proposal  that  another  or  second  Trans-Canada 
Highway  be  built. —  (Notice  of  Motion  for  the  Production  of  Papers  No.  100).

STATEMENT  BY  MR.   SPEAKER 


On  October  17th,  in  the  course  of  proceedings,  the  honourable  Member 
for  Grey-Bruce  (Mr.  Winkler)  rising  on  a  question  of  privilege,  stated,  in 
part,  as  follows:  "Yesterday,  (that  is  Wednesday,  October  16th),  a  motion  for 
the  production  of  papers  was  on  the  Order  Paper — motion  No.  99 — and  there 
was  an  extended  discussion  with  regard  to  the  existence  of  a  certain  document. 
In  the  course  of  that  discussion  it  was  stated  by  the  Postmaster  General  that 
this  document  did  not  exist.  These  words  are  to  be  found  in  Hansard  at  page 
3626.  A  little  earlier,  the  Secretary  of  State  also  stated  that  the  document  did 
not  exist.  This  was  in  accord  with  discussions  which  took  place  during  consul- 
tation between  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Post  Office  Department. 

"For  the  benefit  of  the  House  and  the  country,  I  have  such  a  document 
before  me  now.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  a  copy  of  the  document  in  question 
whose  production  was  requested  under  the  terms  of  motion  No.  99.  If  the 
House  so  desires,  I  am  prepared  to  table  it  and  that  would  end  the  discussion." 

Later,  the  honourable  gentleman  went  on  to  say:  "If  I  may  say  a  further 
word,  the  main  point  at  this  juncture  is  not  whether  the  list  which  I  have  is 
authentic — though  I  believe  it  to  be  so.  It  is  that  the  Secretary  of  State  misled 
the  House  yesterday  when  he  said  this  particular  document  did  not  exist.  Also, 
if  the  words  of  the  Secretary  of  State  were  clear,  and  I  believe  they  were,  then, 
of  course,  the  Postmaster  General  has  misled  the  Secretary  of  State  as  he  mis- 
led the  entire  House." 

As  the  honourable  gentleman  implied,  there  were  two  points  involved  in 
this  question. 

If  the  House  will  permit,  I  would  like  to  deal  first  with  the  question  of 
whether  a  private  Member  may  table  a  document. 

28904-1—31 
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Citation  209,  Beauchesne's  4th  Edition,  states,  in  part:  "Papers  are  laid 
before  the  House  in  pursuance  of 

(1)  Provisions  of  an  Act  of  Parliament; 

(2)  An  Order  of  the  House; 

(3)  An  Address  to  the  Crown; 

(4)  The  Command  of  the  Crown; 

(5)  Standing  Orders  of  the  House." 

According  to  this  citation,  no  Member  can  table  a  document  as  in  the 
present  circumstances,  unless  there  is  some  authority  for  such  action. 

I  think  the  honourable  gentleman  from  Grey-Bruce  tacitly  admitted  this 
fact  when  he  asked  for  unanimous  consent  to  table  the  document. 

The  second  point  raised  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Grey-Bruce  is 
that  the  Honourable  the  Postmaster  General,  as  well  as  the  Secretary  of  State, 
have  misled  the  House  when  they  stated  that  such  document  did  not  exist. 

I  must  say  that,  after  looking  over  the  record,  the  difficulty  would  appear 
to  be  a  difference  of  opinion. 

On  the  one  hand,  it  is  asserted  that  no  such  document  had  been  prepared 
and  does  not  exist  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Member  for  Grey-Bruce  has 
a  document  which  he  contends  is  a  copy  thereof. 

In  other  words,  there  is  a  dispute  as  to  facts. 

In  this  regard,  I  would  like  to  refer  to  Citation  113,  Beauchesne's  4th  Edi- 
tion, where  it  is  stated,  in  part,  as  follows:  "...  a  dispute  arising  between  two 
Members,  as  to  allegations  of  facts,  does  not  fulfill  the  conditions  of  parliamen- 
tary privilege." 

Therefore,  in  my  opinion,  a  prima  facie  breach  of  privilege  does  not  arise 
in  this  instance. 


On  motion  of  Mr.  Walker,  seconded  by  Mr.  Rinfret,  it  was  ordered, —

RULING  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  matter  is  not  without  a  certain  amount  of  difficulty 
and  heat.  It  would  appear  in  the  first  instance  that  this  is  a  continuation  of  the 
debate  last  night.  However,  a  question  of  privilege  has  been  raised.  I  have 
given  some  thought  to  the  questions  raised  last  night  and  to  the  question  of 
privilege  raised  today.  It  is,  of  course,  my  duty  to  say  whether  there  is  a 
prima  facie  case  before  I  consider  the  motion  moved  by  the  Honourable  Member 
for  Yukon  (Mr.  Nielsen).  If  I  may  clear  up  some  points  of  confusion  I  think 
it  might  be  useful  at  this  time  to  make  a  reasonably  short  statement  to  the 
House  on  how  the  Chair  sees  the  matter. 

At  the  opening  of  yesterday's  sitting,  I  presented  to  the  House  my  views 
concerning  a  question  of  privilege  raised  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Grey- 
Bruce  (Mr.  Winkler)  in  relation  to  the  existence  of  a  document  in  the  office 
of  the  Honourable  the  Postmaster  General. 

I  may  briefly  summarize  my  views  in  regard  to  that  question  of  privilege 
by  saying  that  in  my  opinion  the  matter  was,  in  effect,  a  dispute  between  two 
Members  as  to  allegations  of  facts,  and,  therefore,  a  prima  facie  breach  of 
privilege  did  not  arise  in  regard  thereto.

Last  evening  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr. 
Knowles)  rose  on  a  question  of  privilege  in  relation  to  the  same  matter,  and, 
as  reported  at  pages  3884-5  of  Hansard,  stated  in  part  as  follows:  "I  realize 
that  you,  Mr.  Deputy  Speaker,  are  in  the  Chair  at  the  moment,  but  my  point 
of  privilege  is  that  in  all  fairness  to  all  the  Members  of  this  House  His  Honour 
the  Speaker  must  now  reconsider  this  matter  and  report  again  to  the  House 
upon  it.  We  have  been  told  by  him  we  have  to  take  the  Minister's  word  and 
that  the  honourable  Member  for  Grey-Bruce  has  no  point  of  privilege  so  far 
as  the  existence  of  this  document  is  concerned.  Tonight,  the  Postmaster  Gen- 
eral has  admitted  the  existence  of  the  document.  He  declares  it  has  some  dif- 
ferent purpose  than  we  might  have  thought,  but  he  admits  the  existence  of  the 
document.  He  states,  in  his  own  words,  what  the  purpose  of  it  has  been.  I  say 
that  Mr.  Speaker  should  reconsider  this  matter.  If  this  document  is  now  admit- 
ted by  all  concerned  to  exist,  reconsideration  should  be  given  to  the  matter  of 
whether  or  not  it  should  be  tabled,  either  by  the  Member  for  Grey-Bruce,  who 
has  a  copy  of  it,  or  preferably  by  the  Postmaster  General  himself  who  has 
now  admitted  its  existence. 

"The  Postmaster  General  now  comes  under  the  citation  in  the  book  which 
says  that  a  Minister  of  the  Crown,  having  made  a  reference  to  a  document,  must 
produce  it.  The  Postmaster  General  made  a  reference  to  the  document.  He  has 
admitted  its  existence.  He  has  made  certain  statements  as  to  the  use  of  that 
document,  and  therefore  the  rules  of  the  House  now  require  him  to  produce 
that  document.  I  ask  that  Mr.  Speaker  reconsider  this  very  serious  matter  that 
has  arisen  in  the  midst  of  this  debate  tonight." 

At  this  juncture,  I  must  say  that  I  am  not  aware  of  having  used  certain 
words  which  were  attributed  to  me  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg 
North  Centre,  namely,  and  I  quote  "We  have  been  told  by  him  we  have 
to  take  the  Minister's  word  and  that  the  honourable  Member  for  Grey-Bruce 
has  no  point  of  privilege  so  far  as  the  existence  of  this  document  is  concerned." 

What  I  endeavoured  to  say  was  that  the  question  was,  in  effect,  a  dispute 
between  two  Members  as  to  allegations  of  facts. 

While  I  do  not  wish  to  enter  into  a  debate  on  this  question  it  might  be 
helpful  if  I  were  to  review  a  few  of  the  proceedings  leading  up  to  the  incident 
of  last  evening. 

On  Wednesday,  October  16,  1963,  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg 
North  (Mr.  Orlikow)  proposed  a  motion  in  the  following  terms,  namely:  "That 
an  Order  of  the  House  do  issue  for  a  list  of  "consultants"  prepared  in  the  office 
of  the  Postmaster  General  for  the  guidance  of  Cabinet  Ministers  and  copies  of 
all  correspondence  between  Ministers  of  the  Crown  and  the  "consultants"  in 
each  riding." 

Whereupon  the  Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  recorded  on  page 
3626  of  Hansard,  stated:  "Mr.  Speaker,  I  wonder  could  I  raise  a  question  of 
privilege  with  respect  to  this  motion.  I  think  Your  Honour  on  reading  it  will 
see  that  the  language  of  the  motion  is  so  obscure  that  it  would  not  be  possible 
for  anyone  reading  the  motion  by  itself — which  is  all  that  is  before  the  House — 
to  discern  what  the  honourable  gentleman  was  driving  at.  I  have  consulted 
the  Postmaster  General,  who  tells  me  that  in  his  office  no  document  of  any 
description  was  prepared  for  the  guidance  of  his  colleagues,  and  therefore 
there  could  be  no  such  document  even  if  the  motion  were  put." 

Later  on  in  the  discussion  the  Honourable  Postmaster  General  is  recorded 
at  page  3626  as  having  stated:  "Mr.  Speaker,  the  Secretary  of  State  should 
know  whether  he  has  received  such  a  list  for  his  guidance,  but  I  never  sent 
out  any  list  for  the  guidance  of  the  Secretary  of  State  or  any  other  Minister.  It 
does  not  exist.  Therefore  I  do  not  think  we  should  answer  in  regard  to  some- 
thing that  does  not  exist." 
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The  following  day,  Thursday,  October  17,  1963,  the  honourable  Member  for 
Grey-Bruce,  rising  on  a  question  of  privilege,  held  in  his  hand  a  document 
which  he  alleged  to  be  the  document  that  the  honourable  Member  for  Winni- 
peg North  sought  to  obtain  by  virtue  of  his  motion. 

It  is  a  fact,  of  course,  that  the  Honourable  the  Postmaster  General  acknowl- 
edges the  existence  of  a  document  that  is  kept  in  his  office,  but  he  contends 
that  the  document  is  for  his  own  personal  use.  See  page  3884  of  yesterday's 
Hansard. 

I  need  not  refer  again  at  this  time  to  the  discussion  which  arose  last  eve- 
ning, but  it  seems  to  me  that  the  debate  which  occurred  last  night  brings  us 
back  to  our  original  point  of  departure. 

The  problem,  as  I  see  it,  is  a  matter  of  debate.  On  the  one  hand,  it  is 
claimed  that  there  is  no  such  document  as  described  in  the  terms  of  the  motion 
made  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North,  while,  on  the  other,  it  is 
contended  that  such  document  does  exist  and  the  honourable  Member  for 
Grey-Bruce  exhibited  a  document  in  the  House  which  he  contends  fits  the  terms 
of  the  motion  made  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North. 

It  is  not  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  nor  is  he  in  a  position  to  decide  whether 
or  not  there  is  such  a  document.  If  the  matter  is  debated,  the  Chair  cannot 
and  must  not  participate  therein.  I  need  only  remind  honourable  Members  that 
in  this  regard  Standing  Order  10  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "Mr.  Speaker  shall 
not  take  part  in  any  debate  before  the  House." 

Before  terminating  my  remarks,  I  might  refer  to  part  of  the  remarks  made 
by  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  wherein  he  states:  "The 
Postmaster  General  now  comes  under  the  citation  in  the  book  which  says  that 
a  Minister  of  the  Crown,  having  made  a  reference  to  a  document,  must  produce 
it." 

At  page  460,  May's  16th  edition,  it  is  stated:  "Another  rule,  or  principle  of 
debate,  may  be  here  added.  A  Minister  of  the  Crown  is  not  at  liberty  to  read  or 
quote,  from  a  dispatch  or  other  state  paper  not  before  the  House,  unless  he  be 
prepared  to  lay  it  on  the  Table." 

In  Bourinot's  4th  edition  at  page  337  it  is  stated:  "It  is  a  parliamentary  rule 
that  when  a  Minister  of  the  Crown  quotes  a  public  document  in  the  House,  and 
founds  upon  it  an  argument  or  assertion,  that  document,  if  called  for,  ought  to 
be  produced." 

At  page  338  of  the  same  publication  it  is  stated  in  part  as  follows:  "A  Min- 
ister who  summarizes  a  correspondence  but  does  not  actually  quote  from  it  is 
not  bound  to  lay  it  on  the  Table." 

The  effect  of  the  same  rule  is  to  be  found  in  section  2  of  citation  159,  Beau- 
chesne's  4th  edition,  wherein  in  part  it  is  stated  as  follows:  "2.  A  Minister  of 
the  Crown  is  not  at  liberty  to  read  or  quote  from  a  dispatch  or  other  state 
paper  not  before  the  House,  unless  he  be  prepared  to  lay  it  upon  the  Table." 

There  is,  I  suggest,  a  difference  between  referring  to  a  document  and  the 
citing  or  reading  from  the  same.  Using  these  citations  as  my  authority,  it  seems 
to  me  that  the  rule  referred  to  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North 
Centre  does  not  apply  in  this  instance. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  say  that  it  is  not  within  the  competence  of 
the  Chair  to  order  any  Minister  to  produce  a  document  that  may  or  may  not 
be  in  his  office.  In  this  regard  I  refer  honourable  Members  to  a  ruling  of  the 
Chair  and  a  decision  of  the  House  thereon,  which  is  to  be  found  at  page  237  of 
the  Journals,  April  28,  1952. 

In  my  opinion,  there  not  being  a  prima  facie  case  of  privilege  I  do  not  feel 
that  the  motion  as  moved  by  the  honourable  Member  for  Yukon  is  in  order. 
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Whereupon  the  honourable  Member  for  Yukon  (Mr.  Nielsen)  appealed  to 
the  House  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

And  the  question  being  put  by  Mr.  Speaker:    "Shall  the  decision  of  the 
Chair  be  sustained?"  It  was  decided  in  the  affirmative  on  the  following  division:

RULING  BY  MR.  DEPUTY  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Deputy  Speaker:  I  have  listened  with  much  interest  to  the  argument 
made  by  the  honourable  and  learned  member  for  Rosedale  (Mr.  Macdonald).  I 
gather  the  essence  of  the  argument  he  submits  now  is  that  the  bill  should  not 
be  considered,  that  it  is  out  of  order  because  it  is  ultra  vires  the  Parliament 
of  Canada.  My  submission  at  this  time  is  that  it  should  not  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Chair  to  rule  whether  a  particular  bill  or  particular  piece  of  legislation 
submitted  to  Parliament  is  or  is  not  within  the  competence  of  this  House. 
Firstly,  I  should  like  to  refer  honourable  Members  to  Standing  Order  12(1) 
which  limits  and  defines  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Speaker:  "Mr. 
Speaker  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  without  debate  .  .  ." 
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In  other  words,  this  limits  the  powers  and  responsibilities  of  the  Speaker  to 
deciding  on  questions  of  order,  not  questions  of  law.  This  is  further  confirmed 
in  citation  69(3)  of  Beauchesne's  Fourth  Edition,  at  page  59:  "Standing  Order 
12  being  restrictive  should  be  given  the  strictest  literal  interpretation .  . ." 

I  should  also  like  to  quote  Beauchesne's  Third  Edition  at  page  825,  which 
refers  to  a  ruling  of  the  Honourable  Lewis  Wallbridge,  Speaker,  made  on  June 
25,  1864: 

"The  Honourable  Mr.  Howland  having  moved,  that  an  humble  Address  be 
presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  praying  him  to  recommend 
to  Parliament  the  payment  of  the  balance  due  by  the  Government  for  certain 
expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  Treaty  of  Reciprocal  Free  Trade  be- 
tween this  Province  and  the  United  States  of  America,  in  accordance  with  an 
Order  in  Council  passed  on  the  14th  day  of  March,  1863,  it  was  objected  that 
it  was  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  14th  chapter  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  of  Canada. 

"The  Speaker  said:  That  according  to  the  usages  of  the  British  Parliament, 
he  was  not  bound  to  decide  on  a  question  of  Law." 

To  bring  this  ruling  a  little  more  up  to  date,  I  should  like  to  refer  at  this 
time  to  citation  71(5)  of  Beauchesne's  Fourth  Edition,  at  page  61:  "The 
Speaker  will  not  give  a  decision  upon  a  constitutional  question  nor  decide  a 
question  of  law,  though  the  same  may  be  raised  on  a  point  of  order  or  priv- 
ilege," which  is  what  the  honourable  Member  did  at  the  moment  he  raised 
it  as  a  question  of  order.  But  it  shall  not  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Chair  or 
the  Speaker  to  make  a  decision. 

Lastly,  I  should  like  to  refer  to  a  more  recent  ruling  made  by  Mr.  Speaker 
Lemieux,  reported  in  Hansard  for  June  4,  1925,  page  3875:  "The  Parliament 
of  Canada  is  supreme,  and  if  it  should  pass  any  Act  which  is  ultra  vires,  the 
Courts  would  decide  the  validity  of  such  Act.  It  is  not  for  the  Speaker  to  de- 
clare— although  he  presides  over  the  highest  Court  in  the  land — as  to  whether 
any  proposed  legislation  is  ultra  vires  . . .". 

For  these  reasons,  and  in  view  of  the  citations  to  which  I  have  just 
referred  my  honourable  friend  and  which  I  have  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  House,  I  cannot  agree  with  the  validity  of  the  point  of  order  raised  by  my 
honourable  friend.  I  now  recognize  the  honourable  Member  for  Middlesex 
West  (Mr.  Thomas).

STATEMENT  BY  MR.  SPEAKER 

It  is  now  slightly  more  than  five  months  since  I  was  given  the  great  honour 
by  all  honourable  Members  of  assuming  the  position  of  presiding  officer  in  the 
Canadian  House  of  Commons. 

When  I  undertook  to  be  your  servant,  I  said  that  "it  will  be  my  duty  to 
preserve  the  precious  heritage  of  this  historic  Chamber,  to  maintain  decorum 
and  order  in  debate,  and  above  all  to  exercise  fairness  and  impartiality  in  pro- 
tecting the  rights  of  every  individual  Member." 

As  might  have  been  foreseen,  the  Chair  has  had  its  difficulties  in  attempt- 
ing to  carry  out  this  effort,  not  because  of  any  undue  lack  of  co-operation  from 
honourable  Members,  but  because  of  the  very  nature  of  those  self-assigned 
functions  in  the  circumstances  in  which  we  find  ourselves. 

There  is  one  area  of  the  work  of  the  House  which  has  caused  me  grave 
concern.  It  is  that  of  oral  questions  on  the  Orders  of  the  Day.  For  that  reason, 
as  well  as  others,  I  listened  with  satisfaction  to  the  debate  last  week  leading  to 
the  establishment  of  a  Committee  on  procedure  and  reform  with  the  whole- 
hearted support  of  all  groups  in  this  House. 

That  Committee  will  meet  shortly  and  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  conduct  its 
deliberations  with  the  single  purpose  in  mind  of  improving  the  techniques  and 
rules  of  our  internal  administration,  so  as  to  render  the  best  possible  service 
to  Parliament  and  to  the  country. 

It  goes  without  saying,  however,  that  while  deliberations  may  be  conducted 
and  representations  may  be  received,  some  time  will  elapse  before  any  pro- 
posals can  be  made  to  the  House  from  the  Committee. 

The  problem  of  the  question  period  before  the  Orders  of  the  Day  is  not 
a  new  one,  and  it  has  disturbed  previous  occupants  of  the  Chair  as  well  as 
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many  Members  of  the  House,  not  only  in  the  present  Parliament,  but  in  those 
which  have  gone  before. 

As  long  ago  as  1956,  the  then  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons  was  suffi- 
ciently concerned  to  give  a  learned  and  valuable  discourse  on  the  rules  to  be 
followed  on  asking  questions  before  the  Orders  of  the  Day.  For  those  honourable 
Members  who  are  interested,  as  I  think  we  should  all  be,  I  can  do  no  better 
than  to  refer  to  Mr.  Speaker  Beaudoin's  observations  as  they  are  cited  at  page 
2206  in  the  Debates  of  the  House  of  Commons  of  1956.  I  wish  to  state  that, 
having  read  Mr.  Speaker  Beaudoin's  remarks  on  that  occasion,  I  am  in  com- 
plete agreement  with  them  both  in  substance  and  in  form  and,  during  the 
course  of  my  own  treatment  of  the  problem,  I  intend  to  incorporate  some  of 
the  basic  suggestions  made  by  Mr.  Speaker  Beaudoin  into  my  own  remarks. 

Mr.  Beaudoin  was  followed  in  the  Chair  by  the  Honourable  Roland  Mich- 
ener  who  left  behind  him  a  reputation  of  impartiality  and  wisdom  which  has 
been  a  source  of  strength  not  only  to  me,  but  I  am  sure  to  my  honourable 
friend  from  Edmonton  West  (Mr.  Lambert)  and,  I  am  equally  sure,  to  Speakers 
who  will  follow  us  both.  For  further  study  of  the  subject,  I  can  do  no  better 
than  to  refer  honourable  Members  to  Mr.  Speaker  Michener's  suggestions  as 
found  on  page  1393  of  the  Debates  of  the  House  of  Commons  of  February  26, 
1959. 

Finally,  as  the  most  recent  authority,  if  any  were  needed,  I  would  direct 
the  attention  of  honourable  Members  to  the  very  comprehensive  statement 
on  the  matter  by  my  predecessor  Mr.  Speaker  Lambert,  the  present  Member 
of  this  House  for  Edmonton  West. 

May  I  take  the  liberty  of  offering  a  synopsis  of  the  principles  stated  on 
these  occasions  by  these  three  most  learned  and  distinguished  Speakers.  They 
are  as  follows: 

1.  The  form  of  questions  is  governed  by  the  terms  of  Standing  Order  39, 
Section  ( 1 ) ,  providing  in  part  that  in  putting  a  question  no  argument  or  opinion 
is  to  be  offered  nor  any  facts  stated,  except  so  far  as  might  be  necessary  to 
explain  the  question. —  (Mr.  Speaker  Lambert,  page  565,  Hansard,  October  16, 
1962.) 

2.  Questions  should  be  offered  only  in  connection  with  urgent  and  impor- 
tant matters  of  public  concern  when,  because  of  immediacy,  the  regular  pro- 
cedure relating  to  questions  cannot  be  utilized. —  (Mr.  Speaker  Lambert,  page 
565,  Hansard,  October  16,  1962.) 

3.  An  explanation  can  be  sought  regarding  the  intention  of  the  government, 
but  not  an  explanation  of  opinion  upon  matters  of  policy. —  (Mr.  Speaker  Mich- 
ener,  page  1393,  Hansard,  February  26,  1959.) 

4.  Supplementary  questions  are  matters  of  grace. —  (Mr.  Speaker  Michener, 
page  1393,  Hansard,  February  26,  1959.) 

5.  A  Minister  is  entitled  to  notice,  and  answers  cannot  be  insisted  upon 
nor  is  it  regular  to  comment  on  the  refusal  to  answer  oral  questions. —  (Mr. 
Speaker  Michener,  page  1393,  Hansard,  February  16,  1959.) 

It  may  be  opportune  at  this  time  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to 
Citation  171  of  the  Fourth  Edition  of  Beauchesne  from  which  I  have  extracted 
a  number  of  the  rules  set  forth  in  that  citation.  The  citation  may  be  abbreviated 
in  part  as  follows: 

"In  putting  a  question  a  member  must  confine  himself  to  the  narrowest 
limits. 

"In  making  a  question,  observations  which  might  lead  to  debate  cannot 
be  regarded  as  coming  within  the  proper  limits  of  a  question. 
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"The  purpose  of  a  question  is  to  obtain  information  and  not  to  supply  it 
to  the  House. 

"A  question,  oral  or  written,  must  not: 
— be  trivial,  vague,  or  meaningless; 

— multiply  with  slight  variations,  a  similar  question  on  the  same  point; 
— repeat  in  substance  a  question  already  answered  or  to  which  an 

answer  has  been  refused; 
— inquire  whether  statements  made  in  a  newspaper  are  true; 
— contain  an  expression  of  opinion; 
— be  hypothetical; 

— be  a  speech,  however  short;    . . .  nor  be  of  unreasonable  length; 
— seek   for   purposes   of   argument,   information   on   matters   of   past 

history; 
— ask  a  solution  of  a  legal  proposition,  such  as  the  interpretation  of 

a  Statute  or  of  a  Minister's  own  powers,  etc. .  . .; 
— refer  to  a  debate  or  to   answers  to  questions  during  the  current 

session; 
— embody  a  series  of  questions  which  should  be  moved  as  an  Address 

or  Order; 
— anticipate  an  Order  of  the  Day  or  other  matters; 
— raise  a  matter  of  policy  too  large  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  limits  of 

an  answer  to  a  question; 
— refer  to  speeches  made  outside   the  House;   but  in  the  case  of  a 

Cabinet  Minister,  it  is  permissible  to  ask  the  Prime  Minister  whether 

such  speech  represents  government  policy; 
— ask  the  government's  opinion  on  matters  of  policy; 
— seek  information  set  forth  in  documents  equally  accessible  to  the 

questioner,  as  Statutes,  published  reports,  etc.  . . .; 
— seek  information  about  proceedings  in  a  Committee  which  has  not 

yet  made  its  report  to  the  House; 
— relate  to  matters  which  passed  outside  the  walls  of  the  House  and 

do  not  relate  to  any  Bill  or  Motion  before  the  House." 

We  all  recognize  that  the  Opposition  has  the  right  and,  indeed  the  duty, 
to  question  the  conduct  of  the  government,  and  every  effort  should  be  made 
in  the  enforcement  of  our  rules  and  in  their  implementation  to  safeguard  that 
right.  The  oral  question  period  is,  however,  unknown  to  our  rules  and  that  fact 
greatly  increases  the  difficulties  of  the  Chair. 

My  authority  for  this  statement  is  based  on  Standing  Order  39  which  pro- 
vides only  for  questions  to  be  placed  on  the  Order  Paper  and  Standing  Order 
41  which  requires  48  hours  notice.  Beauchesne's  Fourth  Edition  deals  with  this 
matter  in  Citation  173. 

A  breakdown  of  the  oral  questions,  amongst  parties  and  groups  since 
September  30th  to  date,  shows  the  following  totals: 

Liberals 23 

Progressive  Conservatives    574 

New  Democrats 208 

and  the  combined  Social  Credit  Party  . .  222 

With  the  permission  of  the  House,  a  detailed  breakdown  of  those  totals  is 
herewith  tabled. 
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In  making  these  observations,  I  am  fortified  by  statements  made  by  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Prime  Minister  (Mr.  Pearson)  and  the  Right  Honourable 
the  Leader  of  the  Opposition  (Mr.  Diefenbaker),  of  the  present  House  during 
the  course  of  the  past  year  or  so,  and  these  statements  have  been  very  much 
in  my  mind  since  last  Wednesday,  October  23rd,  when  the  most  interesting 
debate  on  the  setting  up  of  the  Committee  on  procedure  and  reform  took  place. 
As  a  private  Member  I  recall  with  great  interest  hearing  the  statement  by 
that  most  experienced  parliamentarian,  the  present  Leader  of  the  Opposition, 
the  Right  Honourable  gentleman  who,  when  Prime  Minister,  said  (and  it  was 
referred  to  last  week  at  page  2011  of  the  House  of  Commons  Debates,  Novem- 
ber 26,  1962): 

"As  far  as  questions  are  concerned,  it  is  not  for  me  to  suggest,  but  I  think 
that  the  number  of  these  questions  could  be  greatly  reduced;  and  if  we  were 
also  to  have  a  self-denying  ordinance  that,  under  ordinary  circumstances  we 
would  not  go  over  half  an  hour  on  questions  before  Orders  of  the  Day,  we 
would  save  15  full  days  in  an  ordinary  session  without,  as  I  see  it,  losing  any 
ground  that  might  be  gained  through  questions  or  in  any  way  interfering  with 
the  rights  of  the  Opposition." 

That  position  was  restated  by  the  Right  Honourable  gentleman  on  Wednes- 
day, October  23,  last  at  page  3926  of  Hansard  when  he  said: 

"Provided  the  answers  given  by  the  government  are  not  evasive,  provided 
they  place  the  facts  before  us,  provided  they  do  not  hide  and  cover  up,  as  was 
alleged  today  and  last  night,  I  would  be  inclined  to  believe  that  if,  in  addition 
to  the  regular  questions  on  the  Order  Paper,  we  all  agreed  to  the  self-denying 
ordinance  to  which  the  Prime  Minister  made  reference,  oral  questions  could 
very  well  be  limited  considerably.  To  what  extent  would  be  a  matter  for  deter- 
mination and  recommendation  by  the  Committee.  In  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
period  is  an  hour  and  that  covers  written  as  well  as  oral  questions." 

During  the  same  debate,  the  present  Prime  Minister  referred  to  his  own 
remarks  on  the  subject  in  1962  and  I  quote  him  in  that  reference  as  found  once 
again  at  page  3925  of  the  Debates  of  October  23,  1963.  He  said:  "We  have 
agreed  to  a  reduction,  if  it  is  a  reduction,  to  30  minutes  of  the  time  spent  on 
oral  questions  on  Orders  of  the  Day." 

The  leaders  of  the  New  Democratic  Party  and  the  Social  Credit  Party 
also  spoke  in  that  debate  and  referred  to  the  need  for  an  examination  of  the 
practices  governing  our  question  period  and  the  latter  reminded  us  of  the 
practice  in  New  Zealand  where  a  daily  30  minute  limit  on  the  question  period 
is  observed. 

This  leads  me  to  a  suggestion  which  I  respectfully  intend  to  make  now  to 
the  House.  It  is  a  suggestion  upon  which  honourable  Members  may  care  to 
reflect  between  now  and  the  opening  of  the  House  on  Monday  next. 

My  proposal,  which  I  shall  put  as  concisely  as  possible,  is  as  follows: 

1.  In  placing  questions,  honourable  Members  seeking  information  from 
Ministers  will  be  expected  to  adhere  to  the  rules  governing  questions  as  enun- 
ciated by  my  predecessors  and  as  set  forth  in  the  previously  mentioned  extracts 
from  Citation  171  of  the  Fourth  Edition  of  Beauchesne.  If  these  rules  are  not 
observed  by  honourable  Members  posing  their  questions,  I  would  immediately 
and  without  further  discussion  inform  the  honourable  Member  that  the  ques- 
tion is  out  of  order,  and  pass  at  once  to  the  next  question. 

At  the  same  time  it  should  be  remembered  that  Ministers  too  have  a 
responsibility  not  to  abuse  the  question  period.  In  that  regard  may  I  remind 
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Honourable  Ministers  of  paragraph  (1)  of  Citation  181,  Beauchesne's  Fourth 
Edition,  reading  as  follows:  "Questions  must  be  answered  briefly  and  dis- 
tinctly, and  be  limited  to  the  necessary  explanations,  though  a  certain  latitude 
is  permitted  to  Ministers  of  the  Crown  whenever  they  find  it  necessary  to 
extend  their  remarks  with  the  view  of  clearly  explaining  the  matter  in 
question". 

2.  No  more  than  two  supplementary  questions,  which  must  be  genuine 
supplementary  questions  and  which,  I  remind  honourable  Members,  are  matters 
of  grace,  might  be  asked.  These  supplementary  questions  might  only  be  asked 
by  the  Member  who  posed  the  original  question,  as  is  the  case  in  the  House 
of  Commons  at  Westminster. 

3.  I  would  take  it  upon  myself  to  select  questioners  in  rough  ratio  to  the 
number  of  honourable  Members  comprising  any  one  body  in  the  House. 

4.  No  more  than  30  minutes  would  be  allowed  to  elapse  from  the  time 
on  the   clock   when   the   first   question   was   asked. 

5.  Although  points  of  order  and  questions  of  privilege  would  not  be 
allowed  with  respect  to  any  ruling  during  the  question  period,  any  Member 
who  felt  himself  seriously  aggrieved  might  be  permitted  to  raise  a  question 
of  privilege  about  a  decision  of  the  Chair  at  the  close  of  the  question  period. 
Any  such  question  of  privilege  would  have  to  be  concisely  stated  and  disposed 
of  promptly  without  appeal. 

6.  These  proposals  would  be  on  a  trial  basis  only  and  considered  as  experi- 
mental for  the  balance  of  the  present  session. 

I  invite  honourable  Members  now  or  next  Monday,  which  might  be  better; 
after  they  have  had  a  chance  to  consider  these  suggestions,  to  express  their 
views.  If  these  suggestions  meet  with  the  general  approval  of  the  House, 
I  propose  that  they  be  enforced  as  of  next  Monday,  for  the  balance  of  this 
session.

(b)  to  provide  in  respect  of  the  costs  incurred  by  the  province  for  such 
part  of  the  programme  for  training  employed  persons  in  industry  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  agreement,  the  contributions  payable  by  Canada  to  the  prov- 
ince be  increased  from  50  to  75  per  cent  thereof; 

(c)  to  extend,  until  such  date  as  may  be  specified  in  the  agreement  made 
under  the  Act  between  the  Minister  of  Labour  and  the  province,  the  period 
during  which  the  contributions  payable  by  Canada  to  the  province  will  be  75 
per  cent  in  respect  of  costs  incurred  by  the  province  for  capital  expenditures 
on  training  facilities;  and 
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(d)  to  increase  the  number  of  members  of  the  Technical  and  Vocational 
Training  Advisory  Council  from  twenty-three  to  twenty-eight  and  to  provide 
an  honorarium  for  the  Chairman  thereof.

Immediately  on  approval  of  the  draft  Bill  a  petition 
was  forwarded  to  the  House  of  Commons  on  October  1st,  1963. 

As  the  petitioner  is  anxious  to  proceed  with  this  matter  during  the  present 
Session,  Counsel  requested  that  the  petition  be  received. 

2.  Petition  of  The  Executive  Board  of  The  Canada  Conference  of  The 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Augustana  Synod  of  North  America. 

This  petition  was  filed  in  the  House  of  Commons  approximately  one  month 
after  the  time  limit  for  filing  petitions  for  private  bills.  The  delay  is  attributed 
mainly  to  the  fact  that  the  form  of  the  Bill  being  drafted  in  Ottawa  and  the 
petition  had  to  be  considered  and  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  officials  of 
the  church  in  Western  Canada. 

As  the  petitioner  wishes  to  have  legislation  passed  at  this  Session,  the 
Parliamentary  Agent  asked  that  the  petition  be  received. 

The  Committee  having  heard  the  explanations  for  the  late  filings  in  relation 
to  the  above  recommends  that  Standing  Orders  93,  94(3)  (a)  and  (c)  be  sus- 
pended in  each  case  and  that  the  petitions  be  received.

any  flights  of  such  aircraft  within  or  outside  Canada  of  any  facility  or  service 
provided  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Minister;  to  provide  also  for  the  payment  of 
certain  expenses  of  witnesses  attending  before  boards  of  inquiry  established 
by  the  Minister  to  investigate  aircraft  accidents;  and  to  make  certain  other 
amendments  for  the  better  administration  of  the  Act. 

Resolution  to  be  reported. 


The  said  resolution  was  reported  and  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Pickersgill  for  Mr.  Mcllraith,  seconded  by  Mr.  Laing,  by  leave  of  the 
House,  presented  Bill  C-117,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Aeronautics  Act,  which  was 
read  the  first  time  and  ordered  for  a  second  reading  at  the  next  sitting  of  the 
House.

The  honourable  Member  for  Lapointe  (Mr.  Gregoire),  having  risen  on  a 
question  of  privilege,  proposed  to  move,  seconded  by  the  honourable  Member 
for  Villeneuve  (Mr.  Caouette), — That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Mines,  For- 
ests and  Waters  be  instructed  by  this  House  to  undertake  a  study  of  the  bound- 
aries of  the  Northwest  Territories  and  of  the  adjoining  Provinces,  in  connec- 
tion with  Bills  C-83  and  C-84,  with  a  view  to  carrying  out  the  undertakings  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  and  of  the  Minister  of  Northern  Affairs  and  National 
Resources. 

RULING  BY  MR.   SPEAKER 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  have  to  decide  whether  or  not  there  is  a  question  of  priv- 
ilege here.  First  of  all,  if  this  motion  is  in  the  nature  of  a  substantive  motion, 
it  requires  notice,  but  I  do  not  believe  the  question  is  that  difficult.  It  is  more 
in  the  nature  of  a  grievance. 

I  allowed  the  honourable  Member  to  speak  at  very  considerable  length. 
Although  points  of  privilege  should  be  stated  as  concisely  as  possible  in  order 
not  to  waste  the  time  of  the  House,  I  allowed  him  to  continue  at  some  length  in 
order  to  see  whether  or  not  he  would  move  a  motion.  I  really  do  not  have  much 
trouble  in  resolving  the  point  at  issue. 

Only  a  few  days  ago  I  suggested  to  the  House  and  I  now  say  that  a  Com- 
mittee is  bound  by  the  Order  of  Reference  to  it,  that  the  Committee  decides 
within  its  own  confines  questions  of  procedure  and  points  of  order.  If  there  was 
a  point  of  order  which  the  honourable  Member  wanted  to  raise  in  front  of  the 
Committee  he  should  have  done  so  and  if  he  was  not  satisfied  with  the  decision 
of  the  Chair  at  the  time  he  could  have  appealed  to  the  other  Members  of  that 
Committee. 
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But  in  order  to  help  the  House  and  the  honourable  Member  I  have  given 
some  thought  to  this  question,  which  I  was  fortunate  in  anticipating  might 
arise.  May  I  say  that  the  so-called  question  of  privilege  raised  today  is  in 
effect  an  appeal  to  the  House  from  the  ruling  of  the  Chairman  on  a  proceeding 
in  a  Standing  Committee  and  I  must  say  I  question  very  seriously  the  regular- 
ity of  this  procedure  at  this  time. 

The  first  precedent  in  this  regard  arose  in  1956  when  the  Chairman  of 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Banking  and  Commerce  reported  that  his  ruling 
had  been  appealed  in  the  Committee  and  he  submitted  the  question  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  House.  This  is  recorded  at  page  6388  of  Hansard  of  July  24,  1956. 
Mr.  Speaker  Beaudoin  in  part  dealt  with  the  question  as  follows:  "I  have  to 
rule  now  that  the  appeal  from  the  Chairman's  ruling  should  be  settled  in  the 
Committee  on  Banking  and  Commerce  and  not  reported  to  this  House." 

This  matter  is  referred  to  in  Beauchesne,  4th  edition,  page  241,  citation  295, 
which  reads  in  part  as  follows:  "On  July  24,  1956,  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the 
House  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Banking  and  Commerce,  and  the 
Speaker  ruled  that  the  Chairman's  ruling  should  be  settled  in  the  Committee 
and  not  reported  to  the  House." 

The  second  precedent  in  this  regard  is  found  on  Wednesday,  the  6th  of 
August,  1958,  page  3141  of  Hansard.  Following  the  first  precedent  Mr.  Speaker 
Michener  stated  among  other  things:  ".  .  .  it  must  be  stated  that  there  is  no 
known  precedent  wherein  the  Speaker  of  the  House  has  acted  either  as  arbi- 
trator or  as  judge  in  connection  with  the  regularity  of  any  proceedings  in  any 
Committee  of  the  House  ...  I  find,  therefore,  that  it  would  not  be  practicable 
for  the  Speaker,  nor  would  it  be  competent  for  him,  to  review  a  ruling  upon  a 
regularity  of  a  proceeding  in  a  Standing  Committee.  This  decision,  of  course, 
does  not  interfere  with  or  deprive  the  House  of  its  jurisdiction  over  its  Stand- 
ing Committees  and  their  reports." 

On  the  matter  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee,  I  could  follow  this  up 
with  the  following  quotation  from  May's  Parliamentary  Practice,  16th  edition, 
page  655,  under  the  heading,  ''Reporting  of  Bills  to  the  House  Before  Their  Con- 
sideration Has  Been  Concluded".  I  am  giving  this  detail  because  I  think  it  might 
be  useful  to  all  honourable  Members.  "It  is  the  duty  of  Standing  Committees, 
as  of  all  Committees,  to  give  the  matters  referred  to  them  due  and  sufficient 
consideration.  Accordingly,  the  Chairman  of  a  Standing  Committee  will  not 
accept  a  motion  that  the  Committee  do  not  proceed  further  with  the  considera- 
tion of  a  bill  from  a  Member  who  is  not  in  charge  of  the  bill,  nor  will  he  accept 
a  motion  for  reporting  a  bill  to  the  House  before  its  consideration  has  been 
completed  by  the  Committee,  or  any  other  motion  which  conflicts  with  the 
obligations  imposed  on  the  Committee  by  the  House." 

Bourinot's  Parliamentary  Procedure,  4th  edition,  page  520,  also  says: 
"Every  Committee  on  a  public  bill  is  bound  to  report  thereon.  The  House  alone 
has  power  to  prevent  its  passage  or  to  order  its  withdrawal." 

Beauchesne,  4th  edition,  citation  506,  says:  "Every  bill  referred  to  the 
Committee  must  be  reported." 

And  later:  "It  is  the  duty  of  every  Committee  to  report  to  the  House  the 
bill  that  has  been  committed  to  them . . ." 

In  this  connection  I  might  refer  honourable  Members  to  Standing  Order 
109. 
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On  the  subject  of  an  Order  of  Reference,  an  indication  by  a  Minister  of  the 
Crown  that  something  may  be  done  in  the  Committee  is  not  a  part  of  the  Order 
of  Reference. 

On  June  19,  1924,  Mr.  Speaker  Lemieux  stated,  as  found  in  Hansard,  page 
3389:  "Under  the  rules  and  customs  of  British  Parliaments,  Standing  Com- 
mittees are  not  administrative  bodies  and  their  power  is  limited  by  such  orders 
or  instructions  as  may  be  given  the  House." 

For  the  reasons  I  have  given,  I  am  of  the  opinion  there  is  no  question  of 
privilege  involved  nor  is  there  any  point  of  order  which  would  justify  my  inter- 
ference with  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  in  question. 


Whereupon  the  honourable  Member  for  Lapointe  appealed  to  the  House 
from  the  Ruling  of  the  Chair. 

The  question  being  put  by  Mr.  Speaker:  "Shall  the  ruling  of  the  Chair 
be  sustained?"

RULING  BY  MR.  DEPUTY  SPEAKER 

Mr.  Deputy  Speaker:  Last  evening,  when  the  motion  for  second  reading 
of  this  bill  was  proposed,  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre 
(Mr.  Knowles)  raised  a  point  of  order  to  the  effect  that,  since  this  bill  contained 
money  provisions,  it  should  have  been  initiated  by  means  of  a  resolution  based 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Governor  General. 

During  the  course  of  the  discussion,  reference  was  made  to  a  number  of 
citations  in  Beauchesne's  4th  Edition  and  also  to  section  54  of  the  British 
North  America  Act.  I  do  not  intend  to  discuss  the  merits  of  these  citations 
except  to  say  that  meanwhile  I  have  had  an  opportunity  not  only  to  review 
these  citations  but  also  to  examine  the  provisions  of  the  bill. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  at  least  one  money  provision  in  this  bill.  Clause 
three  of  the  bill  seeks  to  increase  the  number  of  directors  from  12  to  14.  Section 
5(2)  of  the  original  statute  provides  for  the  payment  by  the  Corporation  to  the 
Directors  of  reasonable  travelling  and  living  expenses.  The  financial  provisions 
of  the  original  bill  were  as  follows: 

"11.  The  Minister  of  Finance,  at  the  request  of  the  Corporation,  may,  out 
of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  pay  to  the  Corporation  by  way  of  grant 
such  amounts  as  are  required  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  Corpora- 
tion but  the  aggregate  of  all  amounts  paid  to  the  Corporation  under  this  section 
shall  not  exceed  twenty  million  dollars." 

It  is  obvious  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  directors,  requiring  addi- 
tional expenditures  out  of  public  funds  for  the  payment  of  the  additional  direc- 
tors' travelling  and  living  expenses,  will  not  affect  the  total  sum  of  $20  million 
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authorized  by  existing  legislation.  However,  the  new  Act  will  change  the  condi- 
tions attached  to  the  spending  of  these  moneys  by  the  original  Act  and,  to  this 
extent,  the  bill  now  before  the  House  would  appear  to  be  a  money  bill. 

I  have,  of  course,  given  serious  thought  to  the  arguments  advanced  briefly 
by  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  (Mr.  Deschatelets)  to  the  effect 
that  the  proposed  legislation  does  not  require  to  be  preceded  by  a  resolution 
because  there  is  existing  legislation  authorizing  the  total  capital  fund  out  of 
which  will  be  paid  the  additional  expenditures  contemplated  by  the  amending 
bill.  May's  16th  Edition,  at  page  754,  has  the  following  comments  which  would 
perhaps  fortify  the  Honourable  the  Minister  in  his  views: 

"The  question  often  arises  whether  a  proposal  for  expenditure  or  for  in- 
creased expenditure  is  not  already  covered  by  some  general  authorization.  The 
test  for  determining  this  question  in  the  case  of  a  substantive  proposal,  i.e. 
a  provision  in  a  bill,  as  introduced,  is  a  comparison  with  existing  law.  .  .  .  The 
comparison  of  provisions  in  a  bill  with  the  law  on  the  subject,  as  it  exists,  may 
show  that,  while  such  provisions  undoubtedly  involve  expenditure,  the  power 
to  incur  such  expenditure  is  covered  by  general  powers  conferred  by  statute." 

Many  examples  of  expenditure  which,  as  being  covered  by  pre-existing 
legal  powers,  is  not  treated  as  a  charge  are  given  on  p.  761.  This  standard  of 
reference  is  readily  applicable  in  the  case  of  the  large  and  increasing  number 
of  bills  which  are,  in  terms,  amendments  of  previous  statutes  on  the  same 
subject.  But  in  other  cases  considerable  research  is  necessary  to  determine 
whether  a  provision  which  obviously  involves  expenditure  is  a  "new  and  dis- 
tinct" charge.  The  application  of  this  test  has  given  a  somewhat  uncertain 
answer  to  one  difficult  question — whether  a  provision  for  expenditure  which 
proposes  to  finance  that  expenditure  out  of  funds  provided  by  statute  for  an- 
other purpose  is  or  is  not  a  "new  and  distinct"  charge. 

Undoubtedly,  there  are  a  number  of  precedents  cited  in  May's  which  might 
be  considered  to  support  the  view  that  the  proposed  increased  expenditure  in 
the  bill  before  us  is  covered  by  the  general  authorization  in  the  existing  law 
to  the  extent  that  a  resolution  is  not  required  at  this  stage. 

However,  these  precedents  which  come  from  the  House  of  Commons  of 
the  United  Kingdom  are  at  variance  with  our  own  parliamentary  practice.  This 
may  stem  from  the  fact  that  the  British  usage  in  this  regard  is  based  on  prece- 
dent, while  we  are  bound  in  Canada  by  the  constitutional  provision  of  section 
54  of  the  British  North  America  Act,  which  is  re-stated  in  Standing  Order 
61  of  the  Standing  Orders  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

It  must  also  be  pointed  out  that  the  precedents  referred  to  in  May's 
are  not  recent  decisions  and  at  page  763  of  the  same  edition  it  is  stated  in 
part  as  follows: 

"Recent  practice  makes  it  doubtful  whether  certain  older  decisions, 
exempting  on  technical  grounds  charges  from  the  requirements  of  financial 
procedure,  would  now  be  upheld." 

Later,  on  pages  763-4,  it  is  stated,  in  part,  as  follows,  and  I  quote: 

"The  examples  given  below  are  precedents  which  require  due  considera- 
tion. It  is  doubtful  if  they  would  be  now  followed.  Indeed  in  1928  a  bill  which 
proposed  to  substitute  a  new  purpose  for  an  existing  statutory  grant  was  ruled 
out  of  order  because  it  had  not  been  introduced  on  a  resolution  recommended 
by  the  Crown. 

"The  exemption  of  these  cases  from  the  provisions  of  the  Standing  Order 
was  made   on   technical  grounds   and  seems  hardly  within  the  spirit   of  the 
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rules.  It  is  true  that  in  the  cases  given  below  the  proposals  emanated  from 
Ministers  of  the  Crown,  and  consequently  the  principle  of  the  financial  initia- 
tive of  the  Government  was  not  in  substance  abrogated.  But  from  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  machinery  for  enforcing  the  principle  it  would  follow  that  the 
proposal  of  such  methods  of  financing  expenditure  would  be  equally  open  to 
private  Members,  and  even  in  the  cases  referred  to  there  would  have  been  no 
ground  for  refusing  amendments  offered  by  private  Members  for  increasing  the 
proposed  expenditure." 

May  I  now  refer  to  section  (1)  of  citation  260,  Beauchesne's  4th  Edition, 
which  is  as  follows: 

"The  tendency  has  been  in  the  Canadian  House  of  Commons,  for  the  past 
twenty-five  years,  to  rule  out  all  motions  purporting  to  give  the  Government 
a  direct  order  to  do  a  thing  which  cannot  be  done  without  the  expenditure  of 
money.  Our  Journals  are  full  of  precedents  to  this  effect." 

The  principle  enounced  in  Section  54  of  the  British  North  America  Act  and 
in  Standing  Order  61  is  expressed  in  Beauchesne's  4th  Edition,  Citation  355, 
in  the  following  terms: 

"Bills  involving  expenditure  of  public  money  or  taxation,  and  all  measures 
involving  a  charge  upon  the  people  must  be  preceded  by  a  resolution." 

It  should  be  noted  however  that  a  resolution  is  required  not  only  when  an 
amendment  seeks  to  increase  the  amount  previously  approved  by  Parliament, 
but  also  if  it  changes  the  modality  and  conditions  of  the  grant  authorized  by  the 
original   legislation. 

Citation  246(3)  of  Beauchesne's  Fourth  edition  reads  as  follows:  "The 
guiding  principle  in  determining  the  effect  of  an  amendment  upon  the  financial 
initiative  of  the  Crown  is  that  the  Communication,  to  which  the  Royal  demand 
of  recommendation  is  attached,  must  be  treated  as  laying  down  once  for 
all  (unless  withdrawn  and  replaced)  not  only  the  amount  of  a  charge,  but  also 
its  objects,  purposes,  conditions  and  qualifications." 

In  my  opinion,  the  bill  before  the  House  seeks  to  alter  the  conditions  relat- 
ing to  the  expenditure  of  the  funds  previously  authorized  by  Parliament,  and 
should  thus  be  considered  as  a  money  bill,  which  can  only  be  introduced  by  a 
Minister  of  the  Crown  after  a  proper  resolution. 


Thereupon  the  Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State  (Mr.  Pickersgill)  stated 
that  the  bill  would  be  proceeded  with  only  after  a  resolution  to  be  recommended 
by  His  Excellency  had  been  adopted  by  this  House; 

And  the  honourable  Member  for  Winnipeg  North  Centre  (Mr.  Knowles) 
having  raised  a  question  as  to  whether  the  bill  should  stand  on  the  Order  Paper 
or  be  re-introduced  after  the  House  had  passed  the  resolution  referred  to; 

Mr.  Deputy  Speaker:  I  am  informed  that  there  is  a  precedent  dating  back 
to  the  session  of  1912-13  where  the  procedure  which  is  now  proposed  by  the 
Honourable  the  Secretary  of  State   (Mr.  Pickersgill)   was  followed. 


Whereupon  the  said  Order  was,  by  leave,  allowed  to  stand. 

Bill  C-121,  An  Act  respecting  the  appointment  of  Auditors  for  National 
Railways,  was  read  the  second  time,  considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
reported  without  amendment,  and  ordered  for  a  third  reading  at  the  next  sit- 
ting of  the  House.

Mr.  Pickersgill  for  Mr.  Gordon,  seconded  by  Mr.  Garland,  moved, — That 
the  said  bill  be  now  read  a  second  time. 

After  debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion,  it  was 
agreed  to. 

Accordingly,  the  said  bill  was  read  the  second  time,  considered  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  and  reported  without  amendment,  on  division. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  said  bill  was  read  the  third  time,  on  division, 
and  passed.

Mr.  Forgie,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Veterans  Affairs,  presented 
the  Third  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

1.  Your  committee  has  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  Estimates 
of  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  and  has  agreed  to  recommend  same 
to  the  House  for  adoption. 

2.  Your  committee  has  considered  the  subject  matter  of  Bill  C-7  and  C-13 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  reference  authorized  by  the  House. 

3.  Your  committee  was  most  pleased  with  the  extreme  efficiency  and  the 
high  degree  of  human  sympathy  and  understanding  which  mark  the  adminis- 
tration of  all  branches  of  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs. 

4.  Your  committee  received  briefs  and  heard  witnesses  from  the  following 
organizations: 

Canadian  Corps  Association 

National  Council  of  War  Veterans  Associations  in  Canada 

Royal  Canadian  Legion 

War  Amputations  of  Canada 

Hong  Kong  Veterans  Association 

Canadian  Council  of  War  Veteran  Associations 

Canadian  Non-Pensioned  Veterans'  Widows  Association 

5.  From  these  briefs  and  the  questions  asked  of  witnesses,  your  committee 
received  much  evidence  and  many  valuable  opinions  and  suggestions  relative 
to  the  subject  matter  of  Bills  C-7  and  C-13,  as  well  as  many  other  matters  of 
general  concern  to  veterans  which  also  impinge  on  departmental  administra- 
tion. 
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6.  With  respect  to  the  subject  matter  of  Bill  C-13,  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  that  more  effective  steps  should  be  taken  to  observe  November  11th  as 
a  National  Holiday  and  a  solemn  Day  of  Remembrance  in  all  parts  of  Canada. 

7.  In  this  connection  your  committee  recommends  that  this  matter  be 
made  the  subject  of  Federal  Provincial  discussions  with  a  view  to  attaining 
the  desired  objective. 

8.  Your  committee  was  impressed  with  the  amount  of  evidence  that  seemed 
to  indicate  that  the  original  and  obvious  intention  of  Parliament  as  set  forth 
in  Section  70  of  the  Pension  Act  (benefit  of  doubt  clause)  is  not  uniformly 
applied  in  that  case  where  the  circumstances  appear  to  be  identical  or  extremely 
similar  received  quite  different  rulings. 

There  was  general  agreement  in  committee  that  this  situation  should  be 
corrected.  There  was  unanimous  support  for  the  purpose  of  Bill  C-7  and  sub- 
stantial support  for  the  principle  involved. 

9.  Your  committee  feels  that  the  time  has  come  when  major  pieces  of 
pensions  legislation  should  be  reviewed  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  much  of  the 
difficulty  can  be  overcome  by  reviewing  the  sections  in  question  so  as  to  clarify 
the  following  points: 

(a)  'Benefit  of  doubt'.  At  the  moment  there  is  some  evidence  to  show 
that  the  interpretation  now  being  given  by  the  Commissioners  is  not  sufficiently 
broad  to  be  entirely  in  keeping  with  what  we  believe  to  be  the  spirit  of  the 
Act. 

We  suggest  that  the  word  'doubt'  in  the  phrase  'benefit  of  doubt'  be  in- 
terpreted to  mean  'a  reasonable  doubt'  as  might  be  expected  to  arise  in  the 
mind  of  a  reasonable  man  in  the  street. 

(b)  That  the  burden  of  proof  rests  with  the  commission  and  not  with  the 
veteran  applicant.  Vide — Extract  from  Lord  Denning's  report. 

10.  Your  committee  further  feels  that  instead  of  a  "one-shot"  appeal  which 
is  both  final  and  binding,  there  should  be  two  appeals  as  follows: 

(a)  a  preliminary  appeal  in  which  all  the  evidence  is  transcribed  and 
then  ruling  is  given  in  the  form  of  a  written  judgment  in  which  all  points  of 
evidence,  both  medical,  and  legal  on  which  the  ruling  is  based  is  set  forth  in 
writing  and  signed. 

(b)  a  second  ruling  as  at  present.  Your  committee  recommends  that  this 
procedure  would  correct  the  disadvantage  the  veteran  now  suffers  as  he  would 
know  what  arguments  must  be  rebutted  instead  of  having  to  prepare  his  appeal 
blindly  as  at  present. 

11.  Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
excellent  prosthetic  service  developed  by  the  D.V.A.  should  become  a  national 
service  available  for  all  Canadians. 

12.  Your  committee  is  aware  that  a  point  has  been  reached  where  a  deci- 
sion must  be  made  regarding  treatment  services  in  both  areas  of  responsibility 
and  administration.  Your  committee  recommends  that  fullest  consultation  be 
carried  out  with  veterans  organizations  before  any  changes  are  made. 

13.  Your  committee  was  impressed  with  the  arguments  that  adjustments 
in  payments  to  veterans  either  by  way  of  pensions  or  War  Veterans  Allowances 
should  be  favourably  considered  whenever  similar  adjustments  are  made  to 
the  salaries  of  Civil  Servants  and  members  of  the  Armed  Services,  and  recom- 
mends that  consideration  be  given  to  legislation  that  would  bring  this  about. 
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14.  In  view  of  the  special  problems  that  time  and  experience  have  re- 
vealed concerning  the  Hong  Kong  Veterans  this  committee  urges  that  a  special 
study  and  survey  be  made  of  their  problems  and  particular  disabilities.

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Pennell,  seconded  by  Mr.  McNulty, 
the  said  Report  was  concurred  in.

Your  Committee  has  heard  evidence  on  Bill  C-5  from  farm  organizations 
and  other  interests  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  evidence  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee has  underlined  the  necessity  of  legislative  action  to  achieve  the  purposes 
of  the  Bill,  and  has  demonstrated  that  primary  producers — especially  primary 
producers  of  agricultural  products — suffer  genuine  hardship,  have  a  legitimate 
grievance,  and  need  protection  beyond  that  now  available  in  the  event  of  bank- 
ruptcy of  the  processors  of  their  products. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommends  to  the  Government  that  the  griev- 
ances disclosed  by  its  study  of  this  bill  be  dealt  with  in  appropriate  amend- 
ments to  the  Bankruptcy  Act  and  other  relevant  legislation  at  the  next  session 
of  the  House. 

A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  respecting  the  Bill 
(Issues  No.  1  and  2,  and  4  to  9  inclusive)  is  appended.

Prayers. 

A  Message  was  received  from  the  Senate  informing  this  House  that  the 
Senate  had  passed  the  following  bills,  without  amendment: 

Bill  C-107,  An  Act  to  amend  the  National  Centennial  Act. 

Bill  C-126,  An  Act  respecting  the  office  of  Representation  Commissioner 
and  to  effect  certain  consequential  amendments  to  the  Canada  Elections  Act. 

Bill  C-129,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Customs  Tariff. 


Mr.  Speaker  presented  the  First  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Pro- 
cedure and  Organization  of  the  House,  which  is  as  follows: 

1.  Your  Committee  first  examined  the  nature  of  its  task.  By  resolution  of 
the  House,  it  has  been  charged  with  the  dual  responsibility  of  considering  the 
procedures  and  organization  of  the  House  and  of  suggesting  any  changes  that 
would  not  only  assure  the  more  expeditious  dispatch  of  public  business  but 
would  also  strengthen  Parliament  and  make  it  more  effective.  Its  terms  of  ref- 
erence being  very  broad,  your  Committee  concluded  that  the  proper  discharge 
of  its  responsibility  would  entail  much  more  than  a  mere  examination  of  the 
rules  of  procedure.  It  would  involve  the  consideration  of  such  important  mat- 
ters as  the  organization  of  the  business  of  the  House,  the  adequacy  of  research 
facilities  for  Members,  the  organizational  structure  of  the  Speaker's  establish- 
ment and  other  supporting  services,  questions  of  physical  accommodation  and 
numerous  other  matters  having  to  do  with  the  general  effectiveness  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

2.  Notwithstanding  the  broad  scope  of  its  task,  your  Committee  decided  to 
give  first  priority  of  consideration  to  questions  of  procedure.  To  this  end,  a 
sub- committee,  comprising  Mr.  Knowles,  Mr.  Lambert  and  Mr.  Lamoureux, 
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was  established  to  delineate  the  problem.  The  sub -committee  has  identified  a 
number  of  areas  requiring  consideration  as  follows: 

Routine  Proceedings; 

Public  Bills; 

Motions  for  the  Production  of  Papers; 

Question  Period; 

Questions  of  Privilege; 

Duration  of  Debate; 

Committees  of  the  House; 

Voting  Procedure; 

Financial  Control; 

Hours  of  Sitting  and  Attendance; 

Length  of  Sessions  and  Organization  of  Business; 

The  Chair. 

3.  On  the  larger  question  of  organization,  your  Committee  has  authorized 
studies  which  are  already  underway.  For  example,  with  your  Committee's 
endorsation,  Mr.  Speaker  has  requested  the  Organization  Division  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  to  undertake  a  complete  survey  of  the  Speaker's  estab- 
lishment. This  survey,  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Internal  Economy,  is  now  in  progress.  Your  Committee  wishes  to  emphasize 
that  the  study  is  not  in  the  nature  of  an  investigation  of  the  efficiency  of  indi- 
vidual employees.  It  is  rather  a  study  of  the  structural  organization  of  the 
House  of  Commons  staff  to  be  followed  by  an  examination  of  work  methods 
and  procedures. 

4.  Under  the  general  heading  of  strengthening  Parliament  and  making  it 
more  effective,  Mr.  Speaker  has,  on  behalf  of  your  Committee,  established 
contact  with  the  Speaker  of  the  British  House,  Sir  Harry  Hylton-Foster,  who 
has  offered  the  very  fullest  co-operation  in  making  information  available  on 
practices  and  procedures  at  Westminster.  One  possibility  that  is  being  actively 
explored  is  an  exchange  program  under  which  one  of  the  Clerks  at  the  Table 
from  London  would  spend  a  period  of  time  in  the  Canadian  House  while  one 
of  the  Canadian  Clerks  would  go  to  Westminster.  Mr.  Speaker  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  your  Committee  also  met  with  the  Secretary-General  of  the  Common- 
wealth Parliamentary  Association,  Mr.  Robin  Vanderfelt,  during  the  latter's 
recent  visit  to  Ottawa.  The  Secretary-General  has  undertaken  to  furnish  infor- 
mation on  current  practices  in  other  Commonwealth  Parliaments  and  to  assist 
your  Committee  in  every  possible  way. 

5.  Your  Committee  considers  that  there  is  great  value  in  exchanging  infor- 
mation with  parliamentarians  from  other  countries  through  the  meetings  of 
such  organizations  as  the  Interparliamentary  Union,  the  Commonwealth  Par- 
liamentary Association  and  others,  but  that  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  Canadian 
participation  in  these  meetings  has  not  always  been  as  effective  as  it  might  be. 
It  is  our  view  that  greater  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  selection  and  briefing 
of  delegates  to  these  meetings  so  that  Canada's  Parliament  will  achieve  the 
maximum  benefit  from  these  useful  exchanges.  In  this  connection,  your  Com- 
mittee notes  with  approval  that  the  Canada-United  States  Interparliamentary 
Group  will  meet  at  Washington  and  Cape  Kennedy  during  the  week  of  Janu- 
ary 13,  1964. 

6.  Bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  meetings  of  Committees  on  Procedure 
have  traditionally  been  held  in  camera,  your  Committee  considered  the  desir- 
ability of  holding  some  public  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  witnesses.  It 
was  suggested  to  us  that  there  would  be  value  in  having  a  public  presentation 
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of  the  views  of  well-known  authorities  on  Parliamentary  practice,  including 
former  parliamentarians,  senior  officials,  professors  of  political  science  and 
legislators  from  other  jurisdictions.  It  was  also  suggested  to  us  that  useful 
presentations  might  be  made  by  private  Members  of  Parliament,  businessmen, 
representatives  of  the  press  and  the  general  public.  Your  Committee  has 
reserved  this  matter  for  later  decision. 

7.  One  of  the  important  areas  of  concern  that  is  expected  to  engage  much 
of  the  attention  of  your  Committee  is  the  general  committee  structure  of  the 
House  and  the  use  made  of  the  various  committees.  In  this  connection,  your 
Committee  found  itself  seriously  handicapped  in  its  work  by  the  competing 
demands  of  other  committees.  It  is  noted  that  during  the  early  stages  of  a 
session  much  valuable  time  is  lost  pending  the  appointment  and  organization 
of  committees  while,  in  the  latter  stages,  numerous  committees  are  meeting 
simultaneously  in  a  frantic  effort  to  complete  their  work  before  automatically 
ceasing  to  exist  with  the  end  of  the  session. 

8.  Your  Committee  may  therefore  wish,  after  further  consideration,  to 
recommend  that  the  rules  of  the  House  be  amended  to  permit  the  appointment 
of  committees  for  the  duration  of  an  entire  Parliament  rather  than  a  single 
session.  Meanwhile,  pending  a  decision  on  this  suggestion,  we  recommend  that 
the  Committee  on  Procedure  and  Organization  be  reconstituted  without  further 
debate  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  during  the  next  session  so  that  there 
will  be  no  undue  delay  in  the  pursuit  of  its  important  objectives. 


Mr.  Baldwin,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Accounts,  presented 
the  Third  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

During  its  consideration  of  the  Public  Accounts  Volumes  I,  II  and  III  and 
the  Report  of  the  Auditor  General  of  Canada  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March 
31,  1962,  your  Committee  studied  the  form  of  the  Estimates  and  has  unani- 
mously agreed  to  report  as  follows: 

1.  Your  Committee  considered  the  several  purposes  which  the  annual 
Estimates  are  designed  to  serve  including  their  most  important  purpose  of 
enabling  Parliament  to  meet  its  constitutional  responsibilities  in  connection 
with  the  appropriation  of  the  funds  required  for  the  conduct  of  federal  gov- 
ernment services.  For  this  purpose,  annual  Estimates  should  be  prepared  in 
a  form  which  will  clearly  identify  for  every  Member  and  for  the  public  the 
spending  programs  being  proposed  by  the  Government  and  the  essential  ele- 
ments of  cost  involved  in  them.  Your  Committee  believes  that  this  objective 
can  be  more  effectively  achieved  by  rearrangement  of  the  detail  presently 
provided  therein  and  by  the  inclusion  of  certain  additional  information  as 
set  out  herein. 

2.  Recognition  was  given  by  the  Committee  to  the  announcement  made  in 
the  House  by  the  President  of  the  Privy  Council  on  November  5,  1963,  that  the 
Government  proposes  in  due  course  to  cause  departmental  Estimates  to  be 
prepared  (increasingly  wherever  practicable)  as  recommended  by  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Government  Organization,  on  the  basis  of  programs  of  activity 
rather  than  by  standard  objects  of  expenditure,  and  that  this  will  be  reflected 
to  some  extent  in  the  form  in  which  departmental  Estimates  are  presented  an- 
nually for  the  approval  of  Parliament.  The  Committee  noted  that  the  Treasury 
Board,  in  working  toward  this  objective,  now  has  under  way  an  examination  of 
the  functions,  operations  and  organizations  of  four  selected  departments,  de- 
signed to  achieve  the  objective  of  program  budgeting  in  the  preparation  and 
submission  of  departmental  Estimates. 
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On  the  basis  of  the  evidence  presented  to  the  Committee,  it  believes  that 
presentation  of  the  Estimates  along  these  lines  will  provide  Members  and  the 
public  with  important  information  on  the  spending  programs  proposed  by  the 
Government  and  the  essential  elements  of  cost  involved  in  those  programs.  It 
should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  introduction  of  program  budgeting  along 
these  lines  cannot  take  place  until  the  detailed  pilot  studies  in  the  four  depart- 
ments, currently  being  undertaken  by  the  Treasury  Board  Staff,  are  completed. 

3.  In  the  meantime,  your  Committee  believes  that  the  following  changes  in 
the  form  of  the  annual  Estimates  would  contribute  to  a  better  understanding  of 
the  Estimates: 

(a)  Adoption  of  the  revised  vote  pattern  proposed  by  the  Treasury  Board  for 
introduction  into  the  Main  Estimates  1964-65  subject  to  certain  improve- 
ments suggested  by  the  Auditor  General  to  the  Committee. 

(b)  Inclusion  of  supporting  financial  information  of  Crown  corporations  and 
other  public  instrumentalities  in  the  Details  of  Services  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  better  information  to  the  Members  and  to  the  public  with 
respect  to  the  nature  of  the  fiscal  requirements  of  the  Crown  corporations 
and  other  agencies  requiring  financing  by  parliamentary  appropriations. 

(c)  Presentation  of  additional  information  in  the  Estimates  concerning  the 
staff  of  all  government  departments  and  the  Crown  corporations  and  other 
public  instrumentalities  referred  to  under  clause   (b)   above: 

(i)   the  number  of  employees  actually  on  the  payrolls  at  the  latest  date 

available  during  the  course  of  the  Estimates  preparation;  and 
(ii)   brief  notes  explaining  proposed  major  increases  in  the  size  of  estab- 
lishments. 

Your  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  as  many  of  the  foregoing 
improvements  as  is  practicable  in  the  Main  Estimates  for  1964-65. 

4.  Your  Committee  considered  and  approved  the  following  additional 
improvements  in  the  form  of  the  Estimates  but,  for  the  reasons  stated  here- 
under, believes  that  their  implementation  should  be  delayed  until  the  govern- 
ment is  in  a  position  to  introduce  the  program  budgeting  referred  to  in  para- 
graph 2: 

(1)  Introduction  of  interdepartmental  billing  for  services  rendered. 

This  contemplates  provision  for  all  significant  cost  factors  in  the  in- 
dividual departmental  appropriations  and  thus  the  inclusion  of  the  actual 
costs  in  the  accounts  of  the  responsible  departments.  At  the  present  time 
these  cost  factors  are  shown  in  memorandum  form  in  the  Estimates 
of  each  department  and  described  as  the  "approximate  value  of  major 
services  not  included  in  these  Estimates".  It  is  understood  that  these  figures 
will  continue  to  be  shown  in  memorandum  form  in  the  Estimates  until  it 
is  possible  to  inaugurate  interdepartmental  billing  for  the  services.  This 
recommendation  should  not  be  implemented  until  the  numbers  of  extra 
personnel  required  have  been  determined  and  a  decison  should  be  made 
at  that  time  as  to  whether  the  benefits  envisaged  justify  the  increased  costs. 

(2)  Preparation  of  the  Estimates  both  on  a  "net"  and  "gross"  basis. 

The  President  of  the  Privy  Council  announced  on  November  5,  1963, 
that  the  government  proposes,  where  appropriate,  that  revenues  will  be 
offset  against  related  expenditures  in  individual  votes  with  the  votes  being 
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shown  in  the  Estimates  and  controlled  on  a  net  basis.  Your  Committee 
understands  that  implementation  of  this  proposal  will  be  effected  with  the 
introduction  of  the  program  budgeting  referred  to  in  paragraph  2. 

(3)  Inclusion  of  appropriate  explanations  in  the  Estimates  in  all  cases  where 
expenditures  proposed  for  the  year  involve  substantial  commitments  for 
future  years. 

The  President  of  the  Privy  Council  announced  on  November  5th  that 
all  departments  and  agencies  will  be  required  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
Executive  long-term  plans  of  expenditures  by  programs,  and  that  on  this 
basis  an  overall  forecast  of  government  expenditures  and  prospective  re- 
sources for  a  period  of  five  years  ahead  would  be  prepared  annually.  Your 
Committee  noted  that  preparation  and  submission  of  this  material  is  to 
form  an  integral  part  of  the  implementation  of  program  budgeting  referred 
to  in  paragraph  2. 

5.  A  Subcommittee  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Accounts  was 
appointed  on  Friday,  November  15th,  1963,  to  study  the  form  and  content  of 
the  Estimates.  The  said  Subcommittee  consisted  of  the  following  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Mr.  Ian  Wahn;  Messrs.  Berger,  Tucker,  Harkness,  Stefanson, 
Olson,  and  Cameron  (Nanaimo-Cowichan-The  Islands).  In  the  course  of  its 
study  the  Subcommittee  consulted  with  Mr.  A.  M.  Henderson,  the  Auditor 
General,  Mr.  G.  R.  Long,  Audit  Director  of  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  General, 
and  with  Mr.  G.  G.  E.  Steele,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Board,  and  Mr.  J.  C. 
Allen,  Director,  Estimates  and  Administrative  Procedures,  Treasury  Board. 

A  copy  of  the  relevant  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  (Issues  No. 
1  and  9)  is  appended. 

(The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  accompanying  the  said  Report 
recorded  as  Appendix  No.  5  to  the  Journals). 


Mr.  Baldwin,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Accounts,  presented 
the  Fourth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

1.  On  June  27,  1963,  your  Committee  was  constituted  by  an  Order  of  the 
House  of  Commons  and  on  October  29,  1963,  the  House  passed  the  following 
resolution: 

Ordered, — That  the  Public  Accounts,  Volumes  I,  II,  and  III,  and  the  Report 
of  the  Auditor  General  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1962,  laid  before  the 
House  on  January  21,  1963,  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Public 
Accounts. 

2.  Your  Committee  held  its  organization  meeting  on  October  17,  1963  and 
unanimously  elected  as  Chairman,  Mr.  G.  W.  Baldwin,  a  member  of  Her 
Majesty's  Loyal  Opposition.  Mr.  W.  H.  McMillan  was  elected  Vice-Chairman. 
At  the  next  meeting  on  November  8,  1963  the  Chairman  announced  the  com- 
position of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Agenda  and  Procedure  as  follows:  Mr.  G.  W. 
Baldwin,  Mr.  R.  Gendron,  Mr.  A.  D.  Hales,  Mr.  W.  H.  McMillan,  Mr  H.  A. 
Olson,  Mr.  G.  A.  Regan  and  Mr.  H.  E.  Winch.

4.  In  the  course  of  its  meetings  your  Committee  gave  consideration  to: 

(a)  the  action  that  had  been  taken  by  departments  and  other  agencies  as  a 
result  of  recommendations  made  by  the  Committee  in  its  Fifth  Report  1961 
and  in  its  Second  Report  1963; 

(b)  the  Report  of  the  Auditor  General  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1962, 
in  respect  of  paragraphs  1  to  74,  inclusive,  and  paragraphs  84,  114  and  140. 

ACTION  TAKEN  BY  DEPARTMENTS  AND  OTHER  AGENCIES 
AS  A  RESULT  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS  MADE  BY  THE  COMMITTEE 
IN  ITS  FIFTH  REPORT  1961   AND  IN  ITS  SECOND  REPORT  1963 

5.  A  memorandum  dated  October  30,  1963,  was  filed  with  the  Committee 
by  the  Auditor  General  (Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  No.  1,  pages 
32  to  56)  reporting  upon  the  action  that  had  been  taken  by  departments  and 
other  agencies  in  this  regard,  and  various  administrative  officers  were  examined 
by  the  Committee. 
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6.  The  Committee  was  pleased  to  note  that  action  had  been  taken  by- 
departments  and  other  agencies  concerned  in  respect  of  25  of  the  35  cases 
where  recommendations  had  been  made  by  the  Committee  in  its  Fifth  Report 
to  the  House,  1961. 

Office  of  the  Auditor  General 

7.  The  Committee  noted  in  its  Second  Report  1963  made  to  the  House  on 
February  5,  1963  that  it  had  on  two  previous  occasions  in  its  reports  recom- 
mended that  immediate  attention  be  given  to  the  problem  of  recruitment  of 
staff  by  the  Auditor  General,  and  stated  that  it  saw  no  reason  to  alter  its  recom- 
mendations made  in  two  previous  years  (see  Third  Report  1960  and  Fifth  Report 
1961). 

8.  The  Committee  gave  consideration  to  section  65  of  the  Financial  Admin- 
istration Act  and  section  74  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  and  the  opinion  expressed 
by  previous  Committees  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  amending  section 
65  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  so  as  to  authorize  that  the  Auditor 
General  recruit  and  manage  his  own  staff  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury 
Board,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the  Civil  Service  Commission  should  im- 
mediately reconsider  its  position  with  respect  to  section  74  of  the  Civil  Service 
Act  since  the  Committees  were  convinced  that  the  special  character  of  the 
Auditor  General's  work  requires  that  this  be  done. 

9.  As  the  Committee  was  advised  that  no  action  had  been  taken  by  the 
Executive  to  implement  this  recommendation  in  whole  or  in  part  since  it  was 
last  made  on  February  5,  1963,  the  Auditor  General  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  were  asked  to  explore  the  problem  further  and  to 
report  back  to  the  Committee  on  November  22,  1963.  On  that  date  they  jointly 
advised  the  Committee  as  follows: 

(1)  The  Auditor  General  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission  have  reached 
agreement  on  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  achieve  the  objectives  of  the  Auditor 
General  in  the  area  of  recruitment,  selection  and  negotiation  with  candi- 
dates for  positions  in  his  Office.  While  giving  the  Auditor  General  freedom 
to  recruit  staff,  these  steps  contemplate  adherence  to  the  basic  personnel 
policies  and  standards  sought  for  the  Canadian  public  service  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  the  Auditor  General  has  accepted  the  responsi- 
bility to  see  that  this  is  maintained  through  the  medium  of  effective  liaison. 

(2)  In  order  to  facilitate  the  achievement  of  these  objectives,  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  is  seconding  a  senior  employee  from  its  staff  to  the  staff  of  the 
Auditor  General  to  handle  his  staff  and  administrative  matters. 

10.  The  Committee  expressed  its  satisfaction  at  this  arrangement  whereby 
the  Auditor  General  will  in  future  be  permitted  to  recruit  and  manage  the  staff 
of  his  Office,  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury  Board,  and  asked  him  to  advise 
the  Committee  whether  or  not  this  arrangement  is  functioning  to  his  satisfac- 
tion and  enabling  him  to  recruit  such  officers  and  employees  as  are  necessary 
for  him  to  perform  his  duties. 

The  Form  of  the  Public  Accounts 

11.  The  Committee  expressed  satisfaction  that  the  Public  Accounts  volumes 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1961,  had  been  arranged  in  the  manner 
recommended  by  the  Committee  in  its  Fifth  Report  1961  and  that  these  improve- 
ments had  been  continued  in  the  Public  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  March 
31,  1962. 

12.  The  Committee  noted  that  further  consideration  might  be  given  to 
summarizing  or  reducing  a  number  of  the  detailed  listings  in  the  Public  Ac- 
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counts  so  as  to  present  more  significant  and  relevant  information  to  Parliament. 
It  also  felt  that  consideration  might  usefully  be  given  to  the  inclusion  of  addi- 
tional important  information  along  lines  suggested  by  the  Auditor  General. 

13.  As  time  has  not  permitted  consideration  of  the  foregoing  by  any  sub- 
committee convened  for  the  purpose,  the  Committee  recommends  that  this 
be  undertaken  during  the  next  session  of  Parliament. 

The  Form  and  Content  of  the  Estimates 

14.  A  sub-committee  was  appointed  on  November  15,  1963,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Mr.  Ian  G.  Wahn  to  confer  with  officers  of  the  Treasury  Board 
and  the  Auditor  General  to  review  the  form  and  content  of  the  Estimates, 
including  a  report  addressed  to  the  Chairman  on  September  30,  1963,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Board  outlining  changes  proposed  by  the  Treasury 
Board  in  the  number  and  nature  of  votes  in  the  annual  Estimates.  The  sub- 
committee submitted  its  report  on  December  16,  1963,  and  on  this  basis  the 
Committee  made  its  Third  Report  to  the  House. 

Second  Class  Mail 

15.  The  Committee  was  informed  by  the  Auditor  General  and  the  Deputy 
Postmaster  General  that  the  revisions  of  second-class  postage  rates  which  had 
been  made  or  were  in  prospect  are  confined  to  two  areas  and  that  the  increased 
revenue  to  be  derived  from  these  sources  is  not  expected  to  exceed  $1,000,000 
per  annum.  The  Committee  noted  that  such  a  sum  will  not  be  sufficient  to 
cover  the  further  increase  in  the  cost  of  handling  second-class  mail  because 
the  annual  deficit  is  currently  exceeding  $26,000,000.  The  Committee  further 
noted  that  this  deficit  cannot  be  reduced  without  a  general  upward  revision  of 
rates  of  postage  on  Canadian  publications,  or  by  means  of  an  annual  grant 
from  Parliament  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  loss  of  the  Post  Office 
in  handling  second-class  mail. 

16.  The  Committee  noted  that  the  second  alternative  had  been  the  subject 
of  a  recommendation  to  the  government  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Govern- 
ment Organization.  The  Committee  believes  that  early  consideration  should  be 
given  by  Parliament  to  these  alternatives  and  requests  that  the  Auditor  General 
keep  the  matter  before  Parliament  in  his  annual  Reports  in  order  that  subse- 
quent Committees  may  give  consideration  to  it. 

Interest  on  Temporary  Investment  of  University  Grants  Fund 

17.  The  Committee  noted  that  in  the  discussion  of  Vote  710,  providing  for 
the  deletion  from  the  accounts  of  certain  debts  due  to  the  Crown,  in  Committee 
of  Supply  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  30,  1962,  no  reference  was  made 
to  the  account  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Canadian  Universities  Foundation 
and  that  the  listing  containing  this  was  not  tabled  in  the  House  until  after 
Vote  710  had  been  considered  in  Committee  of  Supply. 

18.  The  Committee  wishes  to  draw  to  the  attention  of  the  Executive  that 
failure  to  disclose  information  of  this  type  in  the  Estimates  detail  laid  before 
Parliament  has  the  effect  of  denying  pertinent  information  to  the  Members. 
The  hope  is  expressed  that  such  an  instance  will  not  be  repeated. 

Prairie  Farm  Emergency  Fund  Deficit 

19.  In  its  Fifth  Report  1961  the  Committee,  having  regard  for  the  fact 
that  the  Agricultural  Stabilization  Act  provides  for  the  inclusion  of  an  item 
in  the  Estimates  to  cover  the  net  operating  loss  of  the  Agricultural  Stabilization 
Board  in  any  year,  recommended  "that  consideration  be  given  to  amending 
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the  Prairie  Farm  Assistance  Act  to  provide  similarly  for  the  inclusion  of  an 
item  in  the  Estimates  to  cover  any  deficit  that  might  be  anticipated  in  the 
operation  of  the  Prairie  Farm  Emergency  Fund". 

20.  The  Committee  is  pleased  to  note  the  statement  of  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  Agriculture  that  provision  for  the  implementation  of  this  recommendation 
will  be  included  with  other  proposals  when  amendments  to  the  Act  are  pre- 
sented for  ministerial  consideration. 

21.  In  reiterating  its  recommendation,  the  Committee  expresses  the  hope 
that  the  amendment  along  these  lines  will  be  placed  before  Parliament  at  an 
early  date.  In  the  meantime,  the  Committee  requests  that  the  Minister  of 
Finance  seek  parliamentary  approval  by  means  of  an  Estimate  item  to  cover 
any  advances  to  the  Prairie  Farm  Emergency  Fund  (that  is,  the  deficit  resulting 
from  the  Fund's  operations)  that  are  to  be  written  off  to  expenditure  for  the 
year. 

Reimbursement  to  Servicemen  for  Lease  Termination  Payments 

22.  The  Committee  noted  the  recommendation  contained  in  its  Fifth  Report 
1961  that  the  maximum  period  with  respect  to  which  reimbursement  is  made 
to  members  of  the  Forces  for  lease  termination  payments  should  be  reduced 
to  the  equivalent  of  one  month's  rent  in  future. 

23.  It  further  noted  that  an  amendment  had  been  made  by  the  Department 
of  National  Defence  to  its  regulations  during  the  past  year  which  provided  for 
discretionary  powers  to  be  exercised  by  administrative  officers  in  dealing  with 
individual  cases. 

24.  The  Committee  was  informed  that  the  Department,  in  order  to  avoid 
abuses,  was  in  the  process  of  issuing  a  guide  for  unit  commanding  officers, 
in  the  counselling  of  Service  personnel  with  regard  to  the  leasing  of  accom- 
modation. 

25.  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  further  and  more  detailed 
inquiry  should  be  made  at  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  next  session. 

Advances  to  the  Exchange  Fund  Account 

26.  The  Committee  was  informed  by  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Finance  that 
the  report  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  which  had  been  requested  by  the  Com- 
mittee in  its  Fifth  Report  1961  had  been  drafted  and  approved  by  the  then 
Minister.  However,  because  of  subsequent  developments  with  respect  to  the 
valuation  of  the  Canadian  dollar,  the  information  contained  therein  is  now 
out  of  date.  Furthermore,  the  Deputy  Minister  felt  that  he  would  like  to  see 
additional  information  included  in  such  a  report. 

27.  The  Committee  agreed,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Deputy  Minister,  that 
consideration  of  this  item  be  deferred  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee 
at  which  time  an  up  to  date  report  would  be  available  from  the  Minister  of 
Finance. 

Unemployment  Insurance  Fund 

28.  The  Committee  noted  that  in  its  Fifth  Report  1961  the  recommendation 
had  been  made  that  the  preparation  of  annual  financial  statements  for  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  Fund  should  be  made  a  statutory  responsibility  of  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  Commission  and  that  the  statements  should  be  re- 
ported upon  by  the  Auditor  General. 

29.  The  Committee  reiterates  this  recommendation  and  expresses  the  hope 
that  when  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  into  the  Unemployment 
Insurance  Act  (tabled  in  the  House  on  December  20,  1962)  is  considered  by 
Parliament,  action  will  be  taken  to  implement  this  particular  recommendation. 
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The  Committee  noted  that  the  recommendation  is  also  among  the  conclusions 
and  recommendations  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry,  as  set  forth  in  paragraph 
172  of  its  Report. 

Departmental  Operating  Activities 

30.  The  Committee  reiterates  its  belief  that  it  would  be  desirable,  in  order 
that  Members  may  have  a  clear  understanding  of  the  true  financial  results  of 
departmental  trading  or  servicing  activities,  were  financial  statements  reflecting 
these  activities  to  be  included  in  the  Public  Accounts,  providing  this  can  be 
done  without  undue  cost  or  staff  increases. 

31.  The  Committee  requests  the  Auditor  General  to  continue  to  keep  the 
development  of  this  objective  under  close  surveillance  and  to  report  thereon 
to  the  Committee  in  due  course. 

Board  of  Grain  Commissioners 

32.  In  its  Fifth  Report  1961  the  Committee  had  stated  that  it  felt  concerned 
that  in  each  year  since  1953-54  the  expenditures  of  this  activity  had  exceeded 
its  revenues  by  more  than  $1,000,000  and  the  Committee  recommended  "that 
steps  be  taken  to  bring  revenues  and  expenditures  into  balance". 

33.  The  Committee,  noting  that  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Agriculture  had 
stated  that  he  is  exploring  with  the  Board  the  extent  to  which  steps  can  be 
taken  to  reduce  the  present  disparity,  requested  the  Auditor  General  to  keep 
this  matter  under  review  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  Committee  in  due  course. 

Subsidies 

34.  The  Committee  noted  the  recommendation  contained  in  its  Fifth  Report 
1961  that  a  study  be  made  of  the  various  classes  of  subsidies  or  payments  in 
the  nature  of  subsidies  that  are  provided  directly  or  indirectly  out  of  public 
funds  and  requested  that  the  Minister  of  Finance  prepare  such  a  statement  in 
due  course. 

35.  Consideration  was  given  to  a  listing  prepared  annually  by  the  Treasury 
Board  officers  for  the  information  of  the  Board  showing  the  provision  in  the 
Estimates  for  grants,  subsidies  and  special  payments  for  the  period  1959-60  to 
1962-63,  inclusive.  The  Committee  requested  that  the  figures  on  this  listing 
be  brought  up  to  date  by  the  officers  for  consideration  by  the  Committee  at  a 
subsequent  meeting. 

The  Canada  Council 

36.  In  its  Fifth  Report  1961  the  Committee  noted  that  it  had  been  informed 
that  profits  realized  and  interest  earned  on  the  University  Capital  Grants  Fund 
had  not  been  allocated  to  the  provinces  or  to  the  universities  and  recommended 
that  the  Council  seek  to  conclude  this  matter  without  further  delay. 

37.  The  Committee  was  informed  by  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Council  that  the  Council,  following  advice  from  legal  counsel,  proposed  to 
accept  the  1956  census  as  a  basis  for  distribution  of  the  accumulated  profits  and 
interest  earned,  and  also  to  accept  the  'hotch-pot'  or  trust  fund  approach  for 
this  distribution.  Having  been  informed  of  the  doubts  expressed  by  the  Auditor 
General  and  other  legal  counsel  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  foregoing  under  sub- 
section (2)  (b)  of  section  17  of  the  Canada  Council  Act,  the  Committee  has 
postponed  further  consideration  of  this  matter  until  the  next  session. 

38.  At  that  time  consideration  will  also  be  given  by  the  Committee  to  its 
1961  recommendation  concerning  the  Council's  need  for  increased  resources  for 
purposes  of  its  work. 
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AUDITOR  GENERAL'S  REPORT,  1961-62 

39.  Your  Committee  considered,  paragraph  by  paragraph,  the  Auditor 
General's  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1962,  up  to  and  including 
paragraph  74  on  page  28,  as  well  as  paragraphs  84,  114  and  140.  As  a  result 
of  this  consideration,  the  Committee  makes  the  following  comments  and 
recommendations : 

Summary  of  Employees  authorized  for  the  Public  Service  by 
Departments,  Crown  Corporations  and  Other  Instrumentalities 
(Paragraph  5  and  Appendix  6) 

40.  The  Committee  expressed  interest  in  this  summarized  listing  showing 
the  numbers  of  employees  authorized  for  the  public  service,  by  departments, 
Crown  corporations  and  other  instrumentalities  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year 
in  comparison  with  the  numbers  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year  and  com- 
mended the  Auditor  General  for  assembling  and  furnishing  such  an  informative 
listing  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  the  second  largest  object  of  expenditure  in 
federal  spending. 

41.  The  Committee  requested  the  Auditor  General  to  continue  to  prepare 
this  comparative  listing  annually  and,  effective  with  his  Report  for  the  fiscal 
year  1963-64,  to  include  therein  a  more  detailed  breakdown  of  the  various 
departmental  and  Crown  corporation  establishments  by  divisions  and  sub- 
divisions together  with  the  numbers  of  employees  actually  on  strength  at 
March  31st,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  size  of  each  establishment's  organ- 
ization on  a  still  more  informative  comparative  basis. 

Internal  Financial  Control  (Paragraphs  15  to  18) 

42.  The  Committee  expressed  interest  in  the  comments  of  the  Auditor 
General  regarding  the  importance  of  adequate  internal  financial  control  in 
departments  and  Crown  corporations,  particularly  the  need  for  more  effective 
use  being  made  of  staffs  engaged  in  internal  auditing  work. 

43.  The  Committee  requested  the  Auditor  General  to  continue  his  examina- 
tions into  this  important  area  of  internal  financial  control  and  to  report  further 
to  the  House  on  steps  taken  or  which  should  be  taken  to  improve  financial 
management  in  the  various  departments,  Crown  corporations  and  other  instru- 
mentalities. 

Questionable  Charge  to  Vote  611   (Paragraph  56) 

44.  The  Committee  noted  that  although  no  authority  was  contained  in  the 
wording  of  Vote  611  for  the  charge,  administrative  expenses  amounting  to 
$94,157  incurred  by  the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  in  making  payments  to  the 
western  grain  producers  had  been  charged  to  this  appropriation  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

45.  The  Committee  recommends  that  closer  attention  be  paid  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  to  seeing  that  the  wording  of  estimates  items 
provides  for  charges  of  this  nature,  failing  which  such  charges  should  not  be 
made  thereto. 

Government  Contributions  not  made  to  Superannuation 
Accounts  (Paragraph  62) 

46.  The  Committee  was  concerned  to  note  that  no  contributions  had  been 
made  to  the  Public  Service  Superannuation  Account,  the  Canadian  Forces 
Superannuation  Account  or  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  Superannua- 
tion Account  as  required  by  their  respective  Acts  to  provide  for  increases  in 
benefits  payable  as  a  result  of  salary  and  pay  increases  during  the  fiscal  years 
1960-61  and  1961-62.  Evidence  was  given  by  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Finance 
to  the  effect  that  the  Department  felt  that  such  increases  were  not  in  the 
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nature  of  general  pay  increases  as  set  out  in  the  Statutes.  As  a  consequence, 
no  charges  with  respect  to  these  liabilities  were  made  to  expenditure  and  the 
present  considerable  actuarial  deficiencies  in  these  superannuation  accounts 
have  continued  to  mount. 

47.  The  Committee  feels  that  steps  should  be  taken  promptly  by  the 
Executive  to  remedy  this  situation  and  urges  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  give 
the  matter  his  early  attention. 

Errors  in  Public  Service  Superannuation  Account  Pension 
and  Contribution  Calculations  (Paragraph  63) 

48.  The  Committee  noted  with  concern  that  a  high  incidence  of  error 
has  continued  in  the  Superannuation  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Finance 
involving  both  overpayments  and  underpayments  of  pension  on  a  continuing 
basis  and  also  incorrect  charges  for  contributory  service.  The  steps  that  are 
being  taken  by  the  Department  of  Finance  towards  remedying  this  state  of 
affairs  were  noted. 

49.  The  Committee  requests  the  Auditor  General  to  keep  Parliament  in- 
formed as  to  the  progress  being  made. 

Interest  Charges  on  Loans  to  the  National  Capital  Commission  (Paragraph  66) 

50.  The  Committee  noted  that  the  National  Capital  Commission  remains  in 
the  position  where  it  is  required  to  pay  interest  on  loans  obtained  from  the 
Government  of  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  property  in  the  National 
Capital  Region,  and  that  funds  to  meet  the  interest  payments  themselves  must 
be  provided  through  parliamentary  appropriations  because  the  property  held 
does  not  yield  sufficient  revenue.  It  further  noted  that  parliamentary  appropria- 
tions may  be  required  to  provide  funds  through  the  National  Capital  Fund  in 
order  to  pay  off  the  amounts  of  the  loans  made. 

51.  Since  outlays  on  properties  such  as  these  are  expenditures  of  the  Crown 
rather  than  income-producing  investments,  the  Committee  believes  that  it 
would  be  more  realistic  were  Parliament  asked  to  appropriate  the  funds  in  the 
years  in  which  properties,  which  are  not  to  be  specifically  held  for  resale,  are 
to  be  acquired  instead  of  leaving  the  expenditure  involved  in  the  repayment  of 
loans  to  be  absorbed  in  future  years.  Accordingly  it  recommends  that  the 
Executive  review  the  present  practice  with  the  National  Capital  Commission 
with  a  view  to  placing  the  financing  of  the  Commission  on  this  more  realistic 
basis. 

Indirect  Compensation  to  Chartered  Banks  (Paragraph  68) 

52.  In  considering  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  balances  maintained 
by  the  Government  of  Canada  with  the  chartered  banks  interest-free  to  the  level 
of  $100  million  constitute  indirect  remuneration,  the  Committee  was  assisted  in 
its  deliberations  by  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Finance  who  outlined  the  arrange- 
ment which  has  been  in  effect  since  January  1,  1957,  whereby  the  banks  pay 
interest  to  the  Government  of  Canada  on  the  amount  by  which  minimum  weekly 
balances  are  in  excess  of  this  sum. 

53.  The  Committee  is  in  agreement  with  the  view  of  the  Auditor  General 
that  this  arrangement  does  constitute  indirect  compensation  to  the  chartered 
banks  and  that  this  may  be  construed  as  being  contrary  to  the  intent  of  section 
93(1)  of  the  Bank  Act.  The  Committee  believes  that  if  the  banks  are  to  be 
compensated  for  services  provided  to  the  Crown,  consideration  should  be  given 
to  the  most  equitable  manner  in  which  this  may  be  done  with  statutory  sanction 
being  given  by  means  of  an  appropriate  amendment  to  the  Bank  Act,  possibly 
at  the  time  of  the  decennial  revision  in  1964. 
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Living  Allowances  to  Federally -appointed  Judges  (Paragraph  71) 

54.  The  Committee  noted  that  in  cases  where  federally- appointed  judges 
are  appointed  from  time  to  time  as  conciliators  or  arbitrators  on  boards,  they 
are  paid  living  allowances  of  $60  a  day  in  addition  to  actual  out-of-pocket  ex- 
penses for  transportation,  parlour  and  pullman  car  accommodation  and  taxicabs. 

55.  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  daily  rate  at  this  level  could  be 
regarded  as  including  an  element  of  remuneration  which  would  be  contrary  to 
subsection  (1)  of  section  39  of  the  Judges  Act.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that 
if  additional  remuneration  is  to  be  paid  to  judges  appointed  as  conciliators  or 
arbitrators  on  boards  established  to  deal  with  disputes  affecting  employers  and 
their  employees,  then  the  approval  of  Parliament  for  payment  of  the  additional 
remuneration  should  be  sought. 

Unemployment  Assistance  (Paragraph  84) 

56.  In  the  course  of  its  consideration  of  the  problems  arising  from  the 
administration  of  the  Unemployment  Assistance  Act,  the  Committee  was  assisted 
in  its  review  by  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Welfare  who  referred  at  length  to  the 
problems  encountered  in  administering  this  legislation  across  Canada. 

57.  The  Committee  shares  the  opinion  of  the  Deputy  Minister  of 
Welfare  and  the  Auditor  General  that  consideration  should  be  given  by  Parlia- 
ment to  redrafting  the  Unemployment  Assistance  Act  so  as  to  state  more  clearly 
the  objectives  and  methods  of  achieving  them  and  to  remove  ambiguities  in  the 
present  law  which  have  resulted  in  varying  interpretations.  It  believes  that  con- 
sideration should  also  be  given  to  including  with  Unemployment  Assistance 
other  existing  programs  to  assist  the  needy  so  as  to  provide  better  co-ordination 
of  federal-provincial  efforts  in  this  field. 

GENERAL 

58.  The  importance  of  maintaining  parliamentary  control  over  financial 
matters  is  the  paramount  concern  of  this  Committee.  It  is  therefore  expected 
that  its  recommendations  will  be  given  close  attention  by  the  departments, 
Crown  Corporations  and  other  agencies,  and  the  Committee  requests  that  each 
deputy  minister  concerned  advise  the  Auditor  General  within  three  months  from 
this  date  as  to  what  action  has  been  taken  on  matters  on  which  the  Committee 
has  made  recommendations  in  this  report. 

59.  In  accordance  with  the  practice  followed  by  the  Committee  in  its 
reports  to  the  House  for  the  past  three  years,  the  Auditor  General  is  again 
requested  to  report  to  the  Committee  in  due  course  on  the  action  taken  by  the 
various  government  departments,  Crown  corporations  and  other  agencies, 
toward  implementing  recommendations  contained  herein. 

60.  Your  Committee  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  Auditor 
General  and  the  members  of  his  staff  who  were  continuously  present  during 
the  proceedings,  and  also  to  all  the  other  witnesses  including  the  members  of 
the  Canada  Council  who  appeared  before  the  Committee.  Your  Committee 
also  wishes  to  record  its  satisfaction  with  respect  to  the  results  achieved  by 
reason  of  the  diligence  of  the  Auditor  General  in  following  up  the  recommenda- 
tions made  by  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  in  previous  years. 

A  copy  of  the  relevant  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  (Issues  No.  1 
to  9)  is  appended. 

(The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  accompanying  the  said  Report 
recorded  as  Appendix  No.  6  to  the  Journals) 
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Mr.  Matheson,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  External  Affairs,  presented 
the  Second  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

On  November  29,  1963,  the  House  referred  to  your  Committee  for  con- 
sideration Items  numbered  1  to  155  inclusive,  and  items  numbered  L10  and 
L15,  as  listed  in  the  Main  Estimates,  1963-64,  and  Items  numbered  la  to  117a 
inclusive,  and  Items  numbered  LlOa  and  L13a,  as  listed  in  Supplementary- 
Estimates  (A),  1963-64. 

Your  Committee  has  considered  the  above  estimates  and  has  agreed  to 
approve  them  and  report  them  to  the  House  and  recommends  their  adoption. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  Honourable 
Paul  Martin,  Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs,  for  the  informative 
review  which  he  submitted  to  the  Committee  and  for  his  co-operation  in 
answering  questions  and  supplying  supplementary  information  to  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Your  Committee  is  also  grateful  for  the  assistance  rendered  to  it  by  Mr. 
H.  O.  Moran,  Director  General  of  the  External  Aid  Office;  Mr.  Marcel  Cadieux, 
Deputy  Under-Secretary  of  State  and  Legal  Adviser  of  the  Department;  and 
officers  of  the  Department  of  External  Affairs. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  Department  of  External  Affairs  should  be 
commended  for  its  diligent  administration  although  operating  under  difficulties 
due  to  staff  shortages  and  the  problems  involved  in  training  new  personnel,  as 
well  as  retention  of  existing  personnel. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Government  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  making  available  certain  sums  in  future  estimates  to  enable  grants 
to  be  made  to  assist  private  organizations  in  projects  in  the  field  of  external 
aid  which  are  approved  by  the  External  Aid  Office. 

Your  Committee  was  impressed  by  the  unique  nature  of  the  work  per- 
formed by  the  External  Aid  Office.  An  efficiently  operated  external  aid 
program  can  make  an  important  contribution  to  Canada's  image  abroad.  Con- 
sidering the  urgent  requirement  which  now  exists  for  additional  staff  to  operate 
Canada's  program  of  development  assistance,  your  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the  Treasury  Board  give  top  priority 
to  establishing  the  required  positions  in  the  External  Aid  Office  to  enable  the 
immediate  recruitment  of  necessary  staff. 

Your  Committee  further  recommends  that  special  temporary  authority  be 
extended  to  the  Director  General  of  External  Aid  Office  to  carry  out  immediate 
direct  recruitment  of  personnel  in  the  required  number  and  ranks  to  fill  posi- 
tions as  approved  by  the  Treasury  Board. 

Your  Committee  also  recommends  that  Canadians  in  foreign  service  be 
afforded  the  opportunity  to  exercise  their  franchise. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Committee  and  to  all  those  who  contributed  to  the  successful  completion  of 
its  work. 

A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  (Issues  No.  1  to  3)  is 
appended. 

(The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  accompanying  the  said  Report 
recorded  as  Appendix  7  to  the  Journals). 

The  foregoing  Items  of  the  Estimates  stand  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Supply  pursuant  to  Standing  Order  57. 
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Mr.  Harley,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Food  and  Drugs,  presented 
the  Second  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

On  July  26,  1963,  your  Committee  was  constituted  with  the  following 
Order  of  Reference: 

"Resolved, — That  a  Special  Committee  be  appointed  to  consider  and  report 
on  (a)  the  hazards  of  food  contamination  from  insecticides,  pesticides,  and 
other  noxious  substances;  and  (b)  the  safety  and  cost  of  drugs;  that  the  Com- 
mittee consist  of  24  members  to  be  designated  later  by  the  House;  that  the 
Committee  be  empowered  to  send  for  persons,  papers,  records,  and  to  report 
from  time  to  time  and  to  print  such  papers  and  evidence  from  day  to  day 
as  may  be  deemed  advisable;  and  that  the  provisions  of  Standing  Orders  66 
and  67  be  suspended  in  relation  thereto." 

Although  your  Committee  has  held  17  meetings,  heard  statements  and 
recorded  expert  evidence,  it  was  possible  only  to  consider  in  detail  the  first 
part  of  its  order  of  reference  dealing  with  the  hazards  of  food  contamination 
from  insecticides  and  pesticides. 

For  purposes  of  simplicity,  the  word  pesticides  is  used  in  the  report  to 
mean  both  insecticides  and  pesticides. 

1.  GENERAL  REMARKS 

Your  Committee  examined  the  officials  of  various  government  departments 
involved  in  the  use  of  pesticides.  Representatives  of  the  manufacturers,  agri- 
culturalists, academic  experts,  users  of  the  products  and  consumers  were  also 
examined  by  your  Committee. 

The  Committee  feels  generally  that  the  danger  from  the  present  use  of 
pesticides  to  human  health  is  small  if  used  as  directed.  There  will  always  be 
accidental  poisonings  (there  were  a  total  of  3  reported  deaths  from  pesticides 
in  1961  and  1962)  and  accidents  from  misuse.  The  legislation  in  Canada  both 
generally  and  in  relation  to  its  enforcement  appears  to  have  protected  to  date 
the  people  of  Canada  from  major  catastrophes  from  pesticides.  The  dangers  to 
wildlife  are  greater  in  proportion  than  to  human  life  because  of  the  smaller 
size  of  the  wildlife  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  pesticide,  and  because  of 
the  more  intimate  and  unavoidable  contact  from  massive  applications  of 
pesticides  such  as  received  from  air  spraying. 

While  the  Committee  recognizes  the  fortunate  lack  of  serious  poisonings 
in  Canada,  it  must  be  noted  that  long-term  effects  of  continuous  daily  intake 
of  pesticides  could  cause  illness  particularly  in  the  human.  In  the  case  of 
wildlife  with  a  shorter  life  span,  there  is  some  evidence  to  show  that  long-term 
effects  may  occur  such  as  reduction  of  reproduction.  It  would  appear  from  the 
evidence  to  date  that  such  long-term  effects  are  unlikely  in  the  human,  because 
of  the  safety  factors  used  in  determining  the  legal  tolerance  levels. 

2.  GOVERNMENT  CONTROL 

Your  Committee  finds  that  the  two  departments  of  federal  government 
most  concerned  with  pesticides,  mainly  Agriculture  and  National  Health  and 
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Welfare,  are  well  aware  of  the  problems  and  dangers  involved,  and  are  doing 
a  good  job  under  difficult  conditions.  There  are  four  other  government  depart- 
ments concerned  to  a  varying  degree  with  pesticides,  namely,  Forestry, 
Northern  Affairs  and  National  Resources,  Fisheries,  and  National  Defence.  Up 
until  one  year  ago  there  was  little  contact  between  these  six  departments  in 
relation  to  pesticides.  They  have  been  meeting  for  the  past  year,  informally  as 
the  "Interdepartmental  Committee  on  Insecticides  and  Pesticides".  Your  Com- 
mittee feels  that  these  informal  meetings  have  shown  that  a  permanent  Inter- 
departmental Committee  is  desirable. 

3.  RESEARCH 

Your  Committee  has  found  that  apart  from  industrial  development  research 
there  is  almost  no  basic  pesticide  research  in  Canada.  A  great  deal  of  research 
is  required  in  Canada  on  pesticide  problems,  e.g. 

(a)  the   effects    on   humans    and/or   wildlife   relating   to   daily   intake    of 
pesticides  (long-term  effects  of  pesticides) 

(b)  the  interaction  between  pesticides  themselves,  and  between  pesticides 
and  drugs  in  common  use 

(c)  effects  of  pesticides  on  reproduction. 

The  research  area  is  extensive.  The  federal  and  provincial  governments, 
universities,  medical,  veterinary,  pharmaceutical  and  other  teaching  centres 
and  the  manufacturers  of  these  compounds  must  all  play  a  part  in  these  studies, 
but  these  should  be  co-operative  studies  to  make  the  most  of  limited  facilities 
for  research  in  an  ever-enlarging  field.  One  central  agency  should  co-ordinate 
research. 

4.  EDUCATION 

Your  Committee  found  that  generally  speaking  government  and  industry 
are  well  aware  of  the  potential  dangers  from  pesticides,  but  that  the  public 
does  need  education  in  these  fields.  More  should  be  done  in  this  regard. 
Directions  and  precautions  on  containers  are  of  little  use  if  they  are  not  read 
by  the  purchaser. 

5.  RECOMMENDATIONS 

(A)   To  the  Federal  Government 

(1)  The  present  ad  hoc  Committee  on  Pesticides  of  the  previously  listed 
federal  departments  should  be  placed  on  a  permanent  basis  and  strengthened 
with  responsibility  to  report  to  a  specific  Minister  of  the  Crown.  This  permanent 
committee  should  receive  reports  from  the  National  Committee  on  Pesticide 
Use  in  Agriculture  which  is  a  subcommittee  of  the  National  Committee  on  the 
Co-ordination  of  Agricultural  Services.  In  this  way  contact  with  all  interested 
parties  will  be  maintained. 

The  present  Operations  Committee  of  the  federal  departments  which  plan 
mass  sprayings  should  be  a  subcommittee  of  this  permanent  committee. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Committee  on  Pesticides  will  try  to  co-ordinate  re- 
search on  pesticides  at  all  levels — federal,  provincial  and  academic — in  co- 
operation where  applicable  with  the  manufacturers. 
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Your  Committee  therefore  recommends: 

"That  a  Committee  to  deal  generally  with  the  use  and  effects  of  pesticides 
be  established  with  representatives  of  the  following  federal  departments: 
Agriculture,  National  Health  and  Welfare,  Fisheries,  Forestry,  Northern  Affairs 
and  National  Resources,  Defence,  and  National  Research  Council.  This  Com- 
mittee should  meet  on  a  regular  basis,  at  least  every  six  months,  and  report 
to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture." 

(2)  At  the  present  time  pesticides,  not  registered  under  the  Pest  Control 
Act,  may  be  purchased  outside  Canada  and  brought  into  Canada  for  the  per- 
sonal use  of  the  purchaser.  The  Committee  feels  this  is  contrary  to  the  purposes 
of  the  legislation  and  therefore  recommends: 

"That  the  Pest  Control  Act  be  amended  to  prevent  the  importation  of 
pesticides  not  registered  under  the  Act,  from  a  country  outside  of  Canada." 

(3)  Labelling  was  discussed  at  some  length  by  the  Committee.  The  wording 
"Harmless  if  Used  as  Directed"  places  the  wrong  approach  to  the  problem. 
The  problem  of  size  of  packages  and  labelling  was  discussed.  Your  Committee 
recommends  "that  the  Committee  on  Pesticides  study  the  problem  of  labelling 
and  suggests  that — 

(a)  all  labels  for  use  in  Canada  be  at  least  in  French  and  English; 

(b)  for  protection  of  the  public,  contents  should  be  fully  listed,  as  well  as  first 
aid  treatment  and  antidotes,  if  available  for  the  specific  contents; 

(c)  where  a  trade  name  is  used,  the  contents  of  each  container  so  labelled 
should  be  the  same.  One  trade  name  should  not  cover  various  types  of 
pesticides  of  varying  toxicity; 

(d)  Pesticides  where  possibly  harmful  should  be  so  labelled.  The  Committee 
suggests,  for  example, 

Mildly  toxic  pesticides  to  be  labelled 

—"DANGEROUS   UNLESS   USED   AS   DIRECTED" 
(in  black  letters) 

Moderately  toxic  pesticides  to  be  labelled 

—"DANGEROUS  UNLESS  USED  AS  DIRECTED" 
(in  red  letters) 

Severely  toxic  pesticides  to  be  labelled 

—"DANGEROUS   UNLESS   USED   AS   DIRECTED" 

(in  red  letters  plus  a  red  skull  and  X-bones   above  the  warning)" 

(4)  For  previously  given  reasons  your  Committee  recommends: 

"That  pesticide  research  should  be  encouraged  at  all  levels,  and  co-or- 
dinated where  possible  by  the  Committee  on  Pesticides.  To  this  end  your 
Committee  recommends  that  the  federal  government  give  consideration  to 
grants  to  aid  pesticide  research." 

(5)  Enforcement  of  Federal  regulations  should  be  strict  and  followed  by 
prosecutions  where  warranted. 
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(6)  For  purposes  of  encouraging  examinations  in  the  most  recent  analytical 
methods,  your  Committee  recommends: 

"That  the  Committee  on  Pesticides  study  the  requirements  in  adequacy  of 
staff,  equipment  and  facilities  of  the  federal  government  departments  in  relation 
to  their  duties  re  pesticides." 

(7)  As  this  matter  is  under  federal  and  provincial  jurisdiction  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  mutual  problems  pertaining  to  pesticides  be  discussed  at  joint 
meetings  of  interested  departments.  (See  next  para.) 

(B)  Recommendations  to  the  Provincial  Governments 

Your  Committee  recognizes  this  subject  is  under  federal  and  provincial 
jurisdiction  and  that  to  be  effectively  dealt  with  it  is  necessary  that  the  provinces 
give  consideration  to  the  following  matters.  Recognizing  this,  we  suggest  that 
federal  representatives  at  joint  federal-provincial  meetings,  such  as  Health 
Department  and  Agricultural  Department,  place  the  following  on  the  agenda 
for  discussion: 

(1)  Consideration  has  been  given  to  licensing  outlets  for  pesticides  for 
agricultural  use.  Your  Committee  feels  that  the  farmers  of  Canada  are  generally 
well  informed  and  recognize  the  dangers  of  pesticides.  One  of  the  main  dangers 
may  lie  in  the  indiscriminate  use  by  home  growers  and  house-holders. 

Your  Committee  suggests  that  consideration  be  given  to  licensing  of  com- 
mercial sprayers  of  pesticides  based  on  proper  training  and  expert  supervision. 

(2)  It  is  recognized  that  Extension  Services  of  Provincial  Governments' 
Department  of  Agriculture  will  obtain  information  re  treatment  practices  and 
possible  dangers  of  pesticide  contamination  in  certain  areas  which  are  unknown 
to  the  Federal  Food  and  Drug  Directorate  inspectors.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such 
information  will  be  given  freely  to  the  federal  department  based  on  the  mutual 
co-operation  and  respect  for  consumer  safety  by  these  bodies.  Your  Committee 
recommends  "the  study  of  mutual  interest  areas  by  Provincial  and  Federal 
government  authorities,  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  present  relationships,  with 
the  aim  to  providing  consumer  safety  in  foods  and  the  co-operation  and  respect 
of  the  producer." 

(3)  As  discussed  under  recommendations  to  the  federal  government  the 
Committee  hopes  for  close  co-operation  between  federal  and  provincial  author- 
ities in  the  following  fields: 

(a)  research,  as  co-ordinated  in  agreement  with  the  Committee  on  Pesticides  to 
avoid  duplication; 

(b)  setting  standards  and  procedures  for  Poison  Control  Centres; 

(c)  all  poisonings  to  be  made  "NOTIFIABLE"; 

(d)  the  education  of  the  public,  and  to  continue  to  improve  their  excellent 
educational  services  to  the  producer  via  their  extension  branches  of  the 
Provincial  Departments  of  Agriculture. 

(C)  Recommendations  to  Manufacturers 

(1)  The  Committee  commends  the  manufacturers  for  their  co-operation  in 
this  study. 

(2)  The  Committee  encourages  the  development  of  safer  non- toxic  pesti- 
cides, particularly  those  for  use  in  the  home.  It  is  obvious  the  companies  are 
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working   toward   this   goal.   Their   efforts   in   the   direction   of  non-persistent 
pesticides  should  be  encouraged. 

(3)  The  development  where  possible  of  antidotes  and  safety  measures 
regarding  specific  pesticides  should  be  promoted. 

(4)  The  Committee  commends  those  manufacturers  who  support  research 
at  the  academic  institutions  and  encourages  this  support.  Co-operation  in  co- 
ordinating research  through  the  Pesticide  Committee  and  their  continued  par- 
ticipation in  the  National  Committee  on  Pesticide  Use  in  Agriculture  is  solicited. 

(5)  Your  Committee  recommends  the  study  of  spill-proof  containers. 
Household  sprays  in  particular  should  be  as  "child-proof"  as  possible. 

(D)   Recommendations  to  the  Public 

Your  Committee  feels  that  there  is  reasonable  protection  from  adverse 
effects  from  the  general  use  of  pesticides.  The  Committee  strongly  recommends 
that  the  public  carefully  follow  directions  as  outlined  on  the  container,  as  these 
are  valueless  in  protection  as  long  as  they  are  ignored.  Educational  programs 
should  be  encouraged  to  discuss  these  matters. 

***** 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  to  the  officials  of  the 
federal  and  provincial  departments  and  to  the  expert  witnesses  who  appeared 
before  it  and  contributed  to  its  work. 

The  Committee  finds  that  it  will  not  be  able  to  complete  at  the  current 
session  of  this  Parliament  its  inquiries  into  the  matters  referred  to  it  for  report 
and,  accordingly,  recommends  that  this  Committee  be  re-established  and  ap- 
pointed early  in  the  next  session  of  this  Parliament  to  resume  the  studies  and 
continue  the  inquiries  initiated  by  this  Committee.

Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

Your  Committee,  pursuant  to  its  Order  of  Reference  of  June  7,  1963,  sub- 
mits its  findings,  observations  and  recommendations  to  the  House  of  Commons 
as  follows: 

CHAPTER  I— THE   SPECIAL   COMMITTEE   ON  DEFENCE 

1.  On  June  7,  1963,  the  House  of  Commons  appointed  a  Special  Committee 
on  Defence  by  adopting  the  following  resolution: 

"That  a  Special  Committee  be  appointed  to  consider  matters  relating 
to  defence  and  to  report  from  time  to  time  its  observations  and  opinions 
thereon;  that  the  Committee  have  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and 
records  and  to  examine  witnesses;  that  it  be  empowered  to  adjourn 
from  place  to  place;  that  Standing  Order  No.  67  be  suspended  in  relation 
to  the  Committee;  and  that  the  Committee  consist  of  24  members  to  be 
designated  by  the  House  at  a  later  date. 

2.  On  June  10,  the  House  of  Commons  designated  the  24  members  of  the 
Committee:

4.  As  the  Committee  undertook  a  detailed  study  of  matters  relating  to 
defence  in  Canada,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  call  certain  witnesses.  These 
were:

6.  On  Thursday,  November  7,  1963,  the  Committee  visited  NORAD  north- 
ern Region  Headquarters  and  the  BOMARC  Base  at  North  Bay,  Ontario  and  the 
414  Squadron.  There  we  heard:  Air  Vice  Marshall  M.  M.  Hendrick,  Air  Officer 
Commanding,  Air  Defence  Command;  Air  Vice  Marshal  J.  B.  Harvey,  Com-

7.  Because  Canada's  contribution  to  NATO  represents  a  substantial  propor- 
tion of  the  Canadian  Defence  Budget,  the  Committee  concluded  that  it  could 
not  arrive  at  a  true  appreciation  of  the  role  of  Canadian  forces  in  Europe 
without  some  direct  knowledge  of  the  defence  policies  of  some  of  the  leading 
members  and  direct  contact  with  the  heads  of  NATO  and  SHAPE.  Further- 
more, it  was  evident  to  the  Committee  that  military  strategy  had  changed 
considerably  over  the  years  and  that  contacts  with  European  leaders  and 
scholars  would  give  the  Committee  a  better  understanding  of  all  aspects  of 
defence. 

8.  The  Committee  left  Canada  on  November  10,  returning  November  24, 
1963.  Meetings  were  held  in  France,  Germany,  Denmark  and  the  United  King- 
dom.

10.  On  August  1st,  1963,  the  Committee  invited  groups  and  individuals 
to  make  known  their  views  on  matters  relating  to  defence.

The  Committee  will  be  pleased  to  receive  written  papers  or  sub- 
missions with  respect  to  defence  and  defence  matters.  Persons  or  organi- 
zations wishing  to  make  such  written  representations  are  requested  to 
send  forty  copies  in  English,  where  possible,  and  fifteen  copies  in  French 
of  their  statements  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Defence, 
House  of  Commons,  Ottawa.  These  submissions  are  to  be  accompanied 
by  a  brief  outline  of  the  background  and  qualifications  of  the  persons  or 
groups  making  such  presentations.

12.  This  is  the  first  time  that  the  House  of  Commons  has  appointed  a  Special 
Committee  on  Defence  with  specific  powers  to  examine  all  aspects  of  Defence 
Policy.  It  is  true  that,  since  1941,  the  House  appointed  many  Special  Commit- 
tees to  consider  defence  expenditures:

13.  The  Committee  considered  that  it  should  examine  the  future  defence 
policy  rather  than  to  review  in  detail  the  past.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
between  the  time  policy  is  decided  upon  and  it  is  put  into  effect  there  is  neces- 
sarily a  lapse  of  time.  This  is  especially  so  when  a  new  direction  is  given  to 
such  policy,  which  may  involve  the  planning  and  acquisition  of  new  and  com- 
plicated equipment,  as  well  as  the  retraining  of  personnel. 

14.  The  Committee  was  appointed  at  a  time  when  Canada,  in  the  light 
of  new  strategic  concepts,  must  reconsider  the  part  that  its  armed  forces  will 
be  called  upon  to  play  for  the  defence  of  our  country  and  of  the  free  world 
in  the  framework  of  her  alliances  and  her  international  commitments. 

15.  The  Committee  has  been  provided  with  advice  and  assistance  by  per- 
sonnel from  the  Public  Service  on  an  ad  hoc  basis.  This  procedure  is  not  wholly 
satisfactory.  The  wide  scope  of  the  study  and  the  complexities  of  the  problems 
of  Defence  emphasize  the  necessity  of  a  continuing  technical  assistance,  respon- 
sible to  the  Committee. 

16.  This  interim  report  is  submitted  at  this  time  so  that  the  Government 
may  have  the  Committee's  present  recommendations  before  the  Government 
brings  down  its  proposed  White  Paper  on  Defence. 

17.  The  Committee  is  now  in  a  position  to  make  some  recommendations 
and  to  draw  up  a  list  of  the  important  matters  which  it  wishes  still  to  examine, 
reserving  the  right  to  study  other  problems  besides  those  mentioned  in  this 
interim  report. 

18.  The  Committee  therefore  recommends: 

(a)  That  this  Special  Committee  on  Defence,  which  shall  cease  to  exist 
at  the  end  of  the  present  session  be  reconstituted  early  in  the  next 
session  and  that,  as  far  as  possible,  the  present  members  of  this 
Committee  be  reappointed  thereto. 

(b)  That  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  of  this  Committee 
be  referred  by  the  House  to  the  Committee  when  it  is  reconstituted 
in  the  next  session. 

(c)  That  upon  the  completion  of  the  work  by  the  above-mentioned 
Special  Committee,  the  House  of  Commons  set  up  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Defence,  of  similar  composition  to  the  Special  Committee. 

(d)  That  the  proposed  Standing  Committee  on  Defence  be  provided  with 
a  technical  secretariat. 

CHAPTER  II— THE  SERVICES 

19.  At  the  many  meetings  of  the  Committee,  a  number  of  questions  were 
raised  regarding  Canadian  armed  services,  some  of  which  are  referred  to  here 
and  the  others  in  succeeding  chapters  of  this  report. 

20.  The  Minister  and  Associate  Minister  of  National  Defence,  the  Naval, 
Army  and  Air  Force  Chiefs  of  Staff,  and  the  Chairman  of  Defence  Research 
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Board,  provided  detailed  evidence  concerning  their  respective  services'  mili- 
tary and  civilian  establishment  and  distribution.

21.  The  Chiefs  of  Staffs  and  other  witnesses  discussed  varying  degrees  of 
integration  and  co-ordination  of  the  Armed  Forces.  This  ranged  from  the  con- 
cept of  a  single  defence  force  under  one  command  to  the  consolidation  of 
the  three  services — the  Navy,  the  Army  and  the  Air  Force — under  a  single 
general  staff  with  joint  facilities  for  the  three  services  in  several  sectors. 

The  question  of  integration  and  co-ordination  is  influenced,  not  only  by 
the  future  role  of  the  three  services,  but  by  the  degree  of  efficiency,  both 
military  and  economic,  of  the  separate  services  as  well  as  the  potential  morale 
and  esprit  de  corps  of  a  single  defence  force.  One  form  of  combined  services 
frequently  mentioned  was  the  United  States  Marine  Corps,  the  study  of  whose 
organization  would  be  useful. 
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22.  The  Committee  was  advised  that  the  organization  of  the  Army  is  to 
be  examined  by  Maj.  Gen.  Jean  Victor  Allard.  The  Committee  was  also  advised 
that  a  number  of  other  defence  problems  were  being  studied  by  a  temporary 
working  group  under  Dr.  R.  J.  Sutherland,  of  the  Defence  Research  Board. 
Some  doubt  has  arisen  within  the  Committee  as  to  whether  the  numbers 
of  servicemen  and  civilians  in  their  support,  in  each  of  the  services,  are 
properly  apportioned  to  the  tasks  assigned  to  each  service.  The  Committee 
desires  to  study  this  problem  in  greater  detail. 

23.  On  December  5,  1963,  the  Minister  of  National  Defence  announced  sub- 
stantial reductions  in  the  strength  of  the  reserve  forces,  whose  traditional 
function  has  been  to  provide  a  peacetime  cadre  for  mobilization  of  the  armed 
forces  in  time  of  national  emergency.  No  indication  was  given  as  to  any  major 
reduction  in  regular  forces.  The  current  role  of  the  militia  is  primarily  in  the 
field  of  survival  operations.  No  detail  was  furnished  as  to  the  effect  on  survival 
operations  in  Canada  resulting  from  the  reduction  of  the  militia.  Before  the 
Committee,  questions  were  raised  as  to  the  relative  value  of  educating  the 
general  public  on  survival  measures,  as  against  the  organization  of  military 
cadres  for  survival  operations. 

24.  Commodore  James  Plomer  (retired)  appeared  before  the  Committee 
and  was  examined.  He  repeated  charges  that  he  had  made  earlier  in  the 
press  concerning  Naval  administration  and  policy.  Vice  Admiral  H.  S.  Rayner 
again  appeared  before  the  Committee  and  gave  evidence  in  relation  thereto. 

25.  The  question  of  compulsory  military  or  national  service  was  discussed 
briefly,  especially  during  the  testimony  of  Lt.  Gen.  G.  Simonds,  who  expressed 
himself  in  favour  of  such  service. 

26.  This  Committee  recommends: 

(a)  That  since  the  Committee  was  not  in  a  position  to  make  the  detailed 
study  required  by  the  nature  of  Commodore  Plomer's  allegations, 
an  independent  committee  of  inquiry  should  review  the  whole 
matter  in  the  interests  of  all  concerned. 

(b)  That  more  effective  reviews  be  made  of  organization,  manpower 
management  and  utilization  to  achieve  greater  efneciency. 

27.  In  order  to  follow  up  the  second  chapter,  further  time  is  required  to 
study  the  following  matters: 

(a)  Integration  and  co-ordination  of  the  armed  services. 

(b)  Role  of  the  Militia  and  other  reserves. 

(c)  Compulsory  military  service. 

(d)  Manpower  management. 

(e)  Service  Colleges. 
(/)    Civil  defence. 

CHAPTER  III— DEFENCE  BUDGET 

28.  At  a  time  when  the  Federal  government  finds  it  hard  to  meet  con- 
stantly increasing  budget  requirements,  it  is  vital  to  consider  defence  expendi- 
tures in  detail. 

29.  The  Chiefs  of  Staff  of  each  of  the  armed  services  have  supplied  the 
relevant  information  concerning  appropriations  for  their  respective  services 
and  budget  expenditure  allotments.  A  useful  summary  of  that  information 
produced  by  the  Canadian  Tax  Foundation,  in  its  publication  "The  NATIONAL 
FINANCES— 1963-64",  follows:

37.  The  concept  of  the  gross  national  product  was  the  main  basis  for 
comparison  and  in  1962  the  United  States  earmarked  10.7%  of  their  gross 
national  product  to  defence;  France,  7.8%;  the  United  Kingdom,  7.4%;  Ger- 
many 6%;  Italy,  4%;  and  Canada,  5.1%. 

It  might  appear  from  the  above  comparative  figures  that  Canada's  effort 
is  not  as  great  as  that  of  her  main  NATO  allies.  However,  such  a  means  of 
comparison  is  not  satisfactory.  The  Secretariat  of  NATO  will  publish  shortly 
statistics  based  on  per  capita  defence  expenditures  for  each  NATO  member 
country  and  on  other  criteria  such  as  the  total  amount  of  taxes  paid  per 
capita  at  all  levels  of  government.  Such  a  basis  may  permit  a  more  equitable 
appraisal  of  Canada's  effort. 

38.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  from  the  above  table,  that  Canada  spends 
$78.00  per  capita  while  France  spends  $79.00  per  capita;  Italy,  $30.00  and  the 
United  Kingdom,  $96.00.  Canada's  international  responsibilities  should  not  be 
compared,  of  course,  with  those  of  the  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom 
whose  interests  in  all  parts  of  the  world  are  undeniable.  Furthermore,  those 
countries  have  assumed  major  power  responsibilities.  Surely  Canada's  respon- 
sibilities are  not  at  that  level.  France,  for  instance,  located  in  central  Europe, 
is  nevertheless  allocating  only  one  dollar  per  capita  more  to  defence. 

39.  Evidence  presented  to  the  Committee  shows  that  approximately  77% 
of  Canada's  total  defence  budget,  1963-1964,  is  allocated  to  the  payment  of 
salaries  and  to  expenditures  concerning  maintenance  and  operations,  while 
only  23%  of  the  budget  is  for  new  equipment.  In  gross  figures,  this  means 
$1,253,300,000  for  salaries  and  maintenance  costs  and  $337,500,000  for  equip- 
ment. 
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Evidence  further  indicated  that  there  has  been  for  a  number  of  years  a 
progressive  increase  in  the  proportion  of  the  defence  dollar  going  to  salaries, 
maintenance,  etc.,  with  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  amount  available  for  the 
purchase  of  new  equipment.  The  proportion  of  the  defence  dollar  available 
for  new  equipment  is  seriously  affecting  the  fighting  capabilities  of  Canada's 
armed  forces. 

40.  Your  Committee  recommends: 

(a)  That  the  Financial  Reports  of  the  Defence  Department  should  re- 
flect the  cost  of  defence  according  to  functions  and  operations. 

(b)  That  the  division  of  the  Defence  budget  among  the  services  should 
be  determined  according  to  the  changing  overall  military  role  rather 
than  frozen  to  any  traditional  percentages. 

(c)  That  the  Department  of  National  Defence,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Secretariat  of  NATO,  evolve  as  soon  as  possible  a  new  method  of 
assessing  the  contributions  of  each  member  country  of  NATO.  The 
establishment  of  a  weighted  index  would  permit  a  more  accurate 
assessment  of  the  financial  contribution  of  every  member  of  the 
Alliance. 

(d)  That,  in  addition  to  the  annual  review  of  budget  appropriations, 
defence  expenditures  should  be  projected  several  years  ahead  in 
relation  to  a  percentage  of  the  gross  national  product  and  in  respect 
to  the  planned  programs. 

41.  In  order  to  follow  up  the  third  chapter,  further  time  is  required  to 
study: 

(a)  Priorities  in  expenditures 

(b)  The  economic  consequences  of  Defence  budgeting 

(c)  The  possibility  of  decreased  defence  expenditure  in  the  event  of 
continuing  lessening  international  tension,  and  in  conjunction  with 
mutual  reduction  in  armament. 


CHAPTER  IV— NATO 

42.  Canada  was  one  of  the  original  12  (now  15)  nations  signatory  to  the 
North  Atlantic  Treaty  in  April  1949,  and  played  a  leading  role  in  the  formation 
of  the  Alliance,  the  members  of  which  are,  in  the  words  of  the  treaty  "deter- 
mined to  safeguard  the  freedom,  common  heritage  and  civilization  of  their 
peoples .  .  .  (and)  are  resolved  to  unite  their  efforts  for  collective  defence 
and  for  the  preservation  of  peace  and  security."  NATO  continues  to  be  an 
essential  foundation  of  Canada's  foreign  and  defence  policies.  The  treaty  is  to 
be  in  force  until  at  least  1969.  Section  13  reads  as  follows: 

After  the  treaty  has  been  in  force  for  20  years,  any  party  may  cease 
to  be  a  party  one  year  after  its  notice  of  denunciation  has  been  given  to 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which  will  inform  the 
governments  of  other  Parties  of  the  deposit  of  each  notice  of  denuncia- 
tion. 
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43.  The  members  of  NATO  are  Canada,  Britain,  United  States  of  America, 
France,  Belgium,  Italy,  Iceland,  Denmark,  Norway,  Portugal,  Greece,  Turkey, 
West  Germany,  Luxemburg,   The   Netherlands. 

44.  The  military  contribution  of  Canada  to  NATO  is  established  as  follows: 

One  Division  of  the  Canadian  Army  consisting  of  one  Brigade  Group 
stationed  in  Europe  and  two  brigades,  in  reserve  in  Canada,  earmarked 
for  NATO 

One  Air  Division  of  eight  squadrons  of  CF104  aircraft 
One  Aircraft  Carrier  and  29  escort  ships  earmarked  to  SACLANT 
in  case  of  emergency. 

45.  The  Western  world  defence  against  aggression  is  the  common  purpose 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Alliance.  However,  there  is  not  unanimity  among 
NATO  members  in  respect  of  future  policy  and  of  strategic  concepts.  It  can 
be  said  that  among  the  more  important  members  of  NATO,  the  United  States, 
France,  the  United  Kingdom  and  West  Germany  do  not  all  share  the  same 
point  of  view  on  the  defence  strategy  and  policy  of  NATO.  The  Committee's 
trip  in  Europe  has  enabled  it  to  realize  the  range  of  views,  and  how  far  the 
members  of  NATO  felt  free  to  express  them. 

46.  The  Committee  is  satisfied  that  Canada's  forces  in  Europe  when 
properly  equipped  and  armed  will  contribute  more  effectively  to  the  defence 
of  Western  Europe.  By  respecting  its  commitments  to  NATO,  Canada  influences 
the  other  members  of  the  Alliance  to  respect  theirs.  One  should  not  minimize 
the  mutual  influences  which  are  exerted  in  any  alliance. 

47.  Many  times  during  the  Committee's  sittings  a  change  in  the  Canadian 
contribution  to  the  defence  of  Europe  has  been  mentioned.  In  Europe,  our  allies 
have  insisted  on  the  importance  and  value  of  a  Canadian  contribution,  and  its 
strong  psychological  value  in  the  sense  that  it  reassures  our  European  allies. 

48.  The  position  of  NATO  members  in  1963  is  different  from  what  it  was 
when  the  alliance  was  formed.  The  economic  situation  has  improved  in  all  of 
the  European  countries.  The  relative  importance  of  our  contribution  in  1963 
cannot  now  be  compared  with  what  it  was  when  the  alliance  was  formed,  when 
the  military  power  of  some  of  our  European  allies  was  weak.  Furthermore,  dur- 
ing that  period,  the  development  of  nuclear  weapons  has  changed  the  whole 
concept  of  defence. 

49.  In  several  allied  countries  it  is  questioned  whether  war,  conventional 
or  limited  nuclear,  is  credible  in  Europe.  This  opinion  holds  that  the  use  in 
Europe  of  conventional  troops  not  armed  with  nuclear  weapons  or  of  nuclear- 
armed  troops  engaged  in  a  limited  nuclear  war  can  only  lead  to  a  world-wide 
nuclear  conflict. 

SHAPE'S  strategy  is  clear  cut:  should  the  NATO  conventional  forces  fail 
to  contain  the  enemy  conventional  forces,  in  an  attack  on  any  alliance  territory 
tactical  nuclear  weapons  will  be  used  by  NATO  forces.  However  it  appears 
inescapable  that  if  tactical  nuclear  weapons  should  be  used  in  Western  Europe 
the  conflict  will  quickly  escalate  into  a  major  nuclear  war  between  the  East 
and  West. 

50.  The  NATO  partners  are  discussing  at  length  the  best  method  of  de- 
ployment of  nuclear  forces  in  forward  areas.  At  present  some  of  the  ground 
forces  out  front  are  equipped  with  tactical  nuclear  arms.  However,  many  be- 
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lieve  that  it  would  be  better  to  set  up  a  separate  nuclear  force  to  be  placed 
behind  the  conventional  forces  and  under  direct  command  of  SACEUR.  The 
risk  must  not  be  taken  that  a  major  nuclear  conflict  would  be  triggered,  by 
the  unauthorized  use  of  tactical  nuclear  weapons,  by  subordinate  command 
when  threatened  by  annihilation.  It  should  not  be  taken  for  granted  that  nuclear 
weapons  would  be  used  by  NATO  forces  at  the  very  beginning  of  any  aggres- 
sion notwithstanding  the  advocacy  of  such  a  policy  by  West  German  officials. 

51.  In  Europe,  instant  retaliation,  sometimes  referred  to  as  trip-wire 
theory,  as  opposed  to  the  concept  of  flexible  retaliation  or  measured  response  is 
widely  discussed.  The  first  case  envisages  the  massive  and  instantaneous  inter- 
vention of  conventional  and  nuclear  forces,  including  strategic  nuclear  devices, 
if  the  slightest  part  of  the  territory  of  a  NATO  country  has  been  invaded  by 
enemy  forces. 

In  the  second  instance,  nuclear  weapons  are  not  to  be  used  until  it  becomes 
clear  that  the  aggression  cannot  be  contained  in  any  other  way.  In  either  case 
the  position  that  may  be  adopted  by  the  United  States  gives  cause  for  concern 
to  some  Europeans.  They  feel  that  the  United  States  might  hesitate  to  use 
tactical  nuclear  weapons,  with  the  great  risk  of  all-out  nuclear  warfare,  for 
the  sake  of  defending  parts  of  European  territory.  They  pose  the  further  ques- 
tion: What  extent  of  aggression  would  have  to  occur  to  guarantee  nuclear 
intervention  by  the  United  States? 

52.  Furthermore,  it  was  apparent  that  there  is  an  undercurrent  of  skep- 
ticism in  Europe  that  the  United  States  may  at  some  future  date  consider  the 
withdrawal  of  a  substantial  portion  of  its  ground  forces  from  Europe.  The 
coincidence  of  operation  Big  Lift  contributed  to  this  skepticism.  In  some 
quarters  there  was  even  some  doubt  whether  the  United  States  might  restrict 
or  even  withhold  the  use  of  its  ground  forces  in  a  European  conflict  out  of 
fear  of  encouraging  an  all-out  nuclear  war.  This  Committee  was  again  assured 
by  American  defence  authorities,  on  its  visit  to  Washington,  that  these  doubts 
are  not  justified. 

53.  Witnesses  before  the  Committee  discussed  at  length  the  striking  power 
of  France  which  has  decided  to  acquire  an  independent  nuclear  force.  Inter  alia 
the  reasons  for  this  decision  appear  to  the  Committee  to  be  as  follows: 

(a)  national  prestige 

(b)  nuclear   weapons   on    French    soil    shall   be    subject    only    to    French 
authority 

(c)  guaranteed  protection  of  French  territory 

(d)  France  believes  that  it  is  not  realistic  to  depend  indefinitely  on  the 
protection  provided  under  the  present  arrangements 

(e)  concurrent   development    of   atomic    energy   for    industrial    purposes; 
and 

(/)   additional  deterrent. 

54.  The  Committee  concluded  that  the  French  policy  of  "force  de  frappe" 
has  wide  approval  in  France,  not  only  for  the  present  but  for  the  foreseeable 
future.  On  the  political  scene,  this  military  strategy  of  France  has  created 
certain  stresses  within  NATO  and  may  seriously  affect  the  idea  of  political 
unity  in  Europe. 

55.  It  must  be  pointed  out  that  both  Great  Britain  and  France,  possessing 
independent  nuclear  forces,  have  unequivocably  reserved  the  right,  for  each  of 
them  under  certain  circumstances,  of  decision  as  to  when  and  how  each  shall 
use  its  own  independent  nuclear  force,  without  the  necessity  of  an  agreement 
with  its  allies. 
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56.  Although  the  NATO  agreement  may  be  modified  as  of  1959,  West  Ger- 
many has  agreed  by  the  1948  Brussels  treaty  not  to  manufacture  atomic,  bac- 
teriological and  chemical  weapons  for  fifty  years. 

57.  It  was  evident  that  West  Germany  seek  to  have  NATO  increase  its  tac- 
tical nuclear  weapons  capability  to  better  redress  the  apparent  imbalance  in 
conventional  forces  of  which  Germany,  being  on  the  forward  line,  is  most  con- 
scious. 

West  Germany  also  insists  on  the  integrity  of  its  entire  territory,  and  it 
is  for  this  reason  that  West  Germany  wishes  that  tactical  nuclear  weapons  shall 
be  readily  available  to  NATO  ground  forces  for  immediate  use  in  the  event 
of  aggression  against  her  territory. 

58.  West  Germany  has  endorsed  the  principle  of  the  multilateral  force 
within  NATO  because  among  other  reasons  it  will  give  her  as  well  as  other 
NATO  allies  a  greater  voice  in  the  planning  for  and  pre-targeting  of  the  use 
of  nuclear  weapons  by  NATO  forces.  Within  NATO  there  is  a  general  official 
acceptance  of  the  necessity  of  one  person  authorizing  the  use  of  American 
nuclear  weapons  placed  at  the  disposal  of  members  of  NATO,  viz.  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  rather  than  by  the  impractical  structure  of  a  Committee. 

59.  The  balance  of  payments  problem,  which  is  inherent  in  the  stationing 
of  forces  in  another  country,  was  discussed  on  a  number  of  occasions  as  also 
was  the  question  of  production  sharing  of  armaments.  This  is  a  serious  economic 
side  effect  of  our  defence  policy.  Further  study  of  the  problem  occasioned  by 
the  stationing  of  Canadian  forces  on  foreign  soil  is  urgent  and  necessary  to 
determine  (1)  the  full  extent  of  the  problem  and  (2)  what  steps  should  be 
taken  to  minimize  the  drain  on  Canada's  dollar  reserves. 

60.  In  reply  to  various  doubts  and  questions  about  American  intentions, 
it  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  United  States  has  on  numerous  occasions 
repeated  its  intentions  to  maintain  its  forces  in  Europe  and  to  fulfill  its  com- 
mitments to  its  NATO  allies  in  Europe.  The  United  States,  through  Mr.  Robert 
S.  McNamara,  its  Defence  Secretary,  seeks  an  increase  of  conventional  forces 
within  NATO  to  give  NATO  greater  flexibility  in  dealing  with  aggression. 

61.  The  Committee  noted,  while  visiting  No.  3  Wing,  I  Air  Division  at 
Zweibruken,  Germany,  the  enthusiasm  of  R.C.A.F.  personnel  for  the  quality 
of  their  new  equipment,  namely  the  CF-104.  This  Air  Division  has  a  strike 
reconnaissance  (short  range  bomber)  or  interdiction  role  in  which  the  majority 
of  the  targets  are  predetermined.  The  version  of  the  F-104  with  which  the 
R.C.A.F.  Air  Division  is  equipped  is  designed  exclusively  for  the  delivery  of 
nuclear  warheads.  This  Committee  was  advised  that  other  versions  of  the  F-104 
in  NATO  forces,  have  dual  capacities,  and  it  appears  that  with  some  modifica- 
tions the  CF-104  could  serve  in  a  dual  capacity. 

62.  The  importance  and  effectiveness  of  this  strike  reconnaissance  role, 
if  war  were  to  break  out,  was  discussed  at  length.  In  the  event  that  a  strictly 
conventional  conflict  were  to  break  out  in  Europe,  the  First  Canadian  Air  Divi- 
sion would  have  a  very  limited  operational  role  beyond  that  of  being  a  deterrent 
and  being  available  as  a  component  of  a  flexible  response.  Its  exclusive  nuclear 
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role  precludes  its  use  in  conventional  support  of  NATO  ground  forces.  Since  the 
concept  of  a  limited  nuclear  war  in  Western  Europe,  without  escalation,  is  a 
dubious  one,  the  strike  reconnaissance  role  of  the  Air  Division,  in  a  nuclear 
conflict,  is  of  limited  operational  value.  The  nuclear  strike  reconnaissance  role 
remains  basically  as  a  deterrent.  Another  basic  weakness  of  the  strike  re- 
connaissance role  is  its  vulnerability  to  a  first  strike. 

63.  France  does  not  permit  nuclear  warheads,  except  those  under  its 
exclusive  control,  to  be  stored  on  French  soil,  thus  French  squadrons,  armed 
with  American  nuclear  warheads,  are  not  permitted  to  operate  from  French 
bases  and  are  stationed  in  Germany.  The  four  R.C.A.F.  squadrons  of  CF-104's, 
based  in  France,  will  not  be  permitted  to  store  their  American  owned  nuclear 
weapons  at  their  French  bases  and  will  have  to  obtain  their  nuclear  warheads 
outside  of  France.  This  situation  is  not  satisfactory. 

64.  The  Committee  noted  that  Canada's  Air  Division  in  Europe  is  not 
fully  equipped  as  to  CF-104  aircraft  and  has  at  this  time  no  weapons  what- 
soever, either  conventional  or  nuclear,  for  use  with  its  CF-104,s. 

65.  Alternative  roles  for  the  Canadian  Air  Division  were  discussed.  Among 
which  was  that  of  providing  air  transport  for  NATO  mobile  troops  for  use  on 
the  perimeter  of  the  NATO  defence  area. 

66.  The  Committee  visited  the  Fourth  Canadian  Infantry  Brigade  Group 
at  Soest,  Germany  and  concluded  that  there  were  deficiencies  in  the  equipment 
required  to  give  the  brigade  desirable  mobility.  There  exists  some  doubt  in 
the  Committee  as  to  the  military  value  of  having  included  in  the  brigade  the 
four  Honest  John  rocket  launchers. 

67.  As  far  as  the  Committee  could  discern,  the  morale  of  the  service 
personnel  and  their  dependents,  on  the  bases  visited,  was  high. 

68.  Your  Committee  recommends: 

(a)  in  view  of  the  military  contribution  of  our  armed  forces  in  Europe 
as  well  as  the  psychological  effect  of  their  presence,  Canadian  forces 
should  remain  in  Europe. 

(b)  An  immediate  review  to  determine  the  merits  or  otherwise  of 
giving  the  CF-104  a  dual  capacity. 

(c)  Study  should  be  given  to  the  role  of  the  two  brigades  in  Canada, 
that  are  presently  committed  in  case  of  emergency  as  back-up  to 
the  Brigade  in  Europe  and  to  the  transport  and  mobility  of  these 
forces  as  well  as  that  of  Canada's  brigade  in  Europe. 

(d)  A  long  range  force  role  study  be  immediately  initiated  to  deter- 
mine a  most  suitable  future  role  for  the  Air  Division  when  its 
present  equipment  becomes  obsolete. 

(e)  In  view  of  the  need  for  mobility,  special  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  allocation  of  a  military  Air  Transport  role  for  the  Air 
Division. 

(f)  That  NATO  be  requested  to  re-locate  the  CF-104  squadrons  sta- 
tioned in  France. 

(g)  That  the  brigade  group  be  equipped  with  armoured  personnel 
carriers,  and  other  suitable  air  and  surface  high  mobility  combat 
vehicles. 
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(h)   That  NATO   be   requested  to   re-assign  the   Honest  John   battery 
from  the  brigade  group,  to  a  more  suitable  command  formation. 

69.  In  order  to  follow  up  the  fourth  chapter,  further  time  is  required  to 
study  the  role  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  and  its  effectiveness  in  SACLANT. 

CHAPTER  V— NORAD 

70.  The  North  American  Air  Defence  Command  (NORAD)  was  organized 
jointly  by  the  United  States  and  Canada  and  came  into  being  late  in  1957  for 
an  initial  ten  year  period. 

The  main  aim  of  NORAD  is  to  forewarn  the  military  authorities  and 
population  of  an  outcoming  air  attack  and  to  defend  the  North  American 
continent  against  such  an  air  attack. 

The  NORAD  system  is  organized  jointly  with  the  Strategic  Air  Command 
to  enable  the  United  States  to  use  its  maximum  power  to  destroy  the  enemy 
territory  should  he  decide  to  attack  by  air  the  North  American  Continent. 

71.  Canada  provides  14,700  men  to  NORAD.  They  are  employed  on  the 
Dew  Line,  the  Mid-Canada  Line,  the  Pine  Tree  Line  and  on  SAGE  at  North 
Bay.  At  the  bases  of  Comox,  British  Columbia;  North  Bay,  Ontario;  Uplands, 
Ontario;  Bagotville,  Quebec;  and  Chatham,  New  Brunswick,  sixty-four  Voodoo 
aircraft  share  in  the  surveillance  and  the  defence  of  the  territory.  There  are 
also  two  Bomarcs  B  squadrons  at  North  Bay,  Ontario  and  La  Macaza,  Quebec, 
each  having  28  missiles  being  armed  with  nuclear  warheads. 

72.  The  Committee  has  visited  at  Colorado  Springs,  on  July  27,  1963,  the 
headquarters  of  NORAD,  and  the  members  were  impressed  by  the  most 
advanced  detection  organization  which  permits  in  a  brief  time  to  determine 
the  nationality  of  all  unidentified  aircraft,  satellites  or  ships  on  or  about  the 
North  American  continent. 

73.  The  Committee  also  visited  the  Bomarc  B  launching  base  at  North 
Bay,  Ontario,  on  November  7,  1963.  The  Bomarcs  are  designed  to  attack  and 
destroy  enemy  bombers  carrying  nuclear  or  conventional  type  bombs. 

74.  Apart  from  the  Bomarc  B,  Canada  has  five  squadrons  of  Voodoo 
interceptor  aircraft,  designed  to  carry  a  mixed  load  of  air-to-air  (Falcon) 
missiles   (with  high  explosive  warheads)    and  two  nuclear  type  rockets. 

75.  The  advisability  of  providing  the  Bomarcs  and  the  Voodoos  with 
nuclear  warheads  was  discussed  at  length.  It  does  seem  that  such  warheads 
would  add  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  Voodoo  and  would  give  the  Bomarc  a 
capability  as  a  defensive  weapon  against  bombers.  They  are  of  no  use  against 
a  general  range  of  ballistic  missiles. 

At  its  meeting  the  Committee  discussed  at  length  the  question  of  "cooking". 
That  is  the  process  by  which  a  nuclear  bomb,  carried  by  a  bomber,  which  is 
intercepted  by  a  nuclear  armed  BOMARC  or  Voodoo  is  rendered  harmless. 
Defence  scientists  and  United  States  officials  at  NORAD  and  Washington 
testified  that  the  "cooking"  process  has  been  proven.  Some  scientists  from  the 
University  of  Alberta  are  doubtful.  For  the  Europeans,  the  question  is  academic. 

The  Bomarcs,  whose  main  purposes  are  to  provide  partial  protection  for 
SAC  and  I.C.B.M.  bases  in  the  United  States  of  America,  are  located  on  the 
northern  fringes  of  the  heavily  populated  areas  of  Eastern  United  States  and 
Canada  and  will  provide  a  measure  of  protection  for  the  population  of  these 
areas. 
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76.  Concurrently,  with  the  problem  of  arming  the  BOMARC  and  Voodoo 
with  nuclear  arms  there  arises  the  question  of  storing  nuclear  warheads  on 
Canadian  soil  in  peacetime. 

77.  Canada  has  agreed  to  store  nuclear  weapons  under  joint  control  on 
Canadian  soil.  This  Committee  feels  that  such  nuclear  weapons  should  be 
strictly  limited  to  those  which  can  be  used  exclusively  for  the  defence  of 
North  American  air  space,  on  consent  of  the  Canadian  government,  in  the 
event  of  aggression. 

78.  The  detection  role  of  NORAD  is  of  very  great  importance  in  enabling 
Air  Defence  Command  and  Strategic  Air  Command  to  secure  early  warning 
of  any  possible  air  attack  on  North  America  and  in  particular  of  attack  on 
SAC  bases.  To  this  extent  it  makes  a  vital  contribution  to  the  invulnerability  of 
the  strategic  deterrent,  which  is  essential  to  the  defence  of  the  Western  World. 

79.  This  Committee  recommends: 

(a)  That  Canada  remain  a  member  of  NORAD,  since  the  defence  of 
North  America  is  a  joint  responsibility. 

(b)  That,  as  long  as  attack  by  enemy  bombers  remains  a  continuing 
threat,  though  of  a  diminishing  nature,  Canada  must  share  in  the 
defence  against  that  threat. 

CHAPTER  VI— THE  UNITED  NATIONS  ORGANIZATION 

80.  In  1950  the  Canadian  government  responded  to  the  appeal  of  the 
United  Nations  in  the  Korean  war.  Since  that  time  we  have  sent  troops  to 
Gaza,  to  the  Congo,  to  Indo-China,  to  the  Yemen  and  to  the  Indo-Pakistan 
border  among  others.  Over  1,300  Canadians  are  serving  under  the  U.N. 

81.  Since  September  1960,  an  army  battalion  has  been  earmarked  in 
Canada,  for  United  Nations  service.  At  present  this  is  the  First  Battalion  of  the 
Royal  Twenty-Second  Regiment. 

82.  Like  the  United  Nations  Organization  itself,  the  sole  purpose  of  these 
troops  is  to  keep  or  restore  peace  in  those  parts  of  the  world  where  armed 
conflicts  have  broken  out  and/or  threaten  to  occur  at  any  moment.  The  equip- 
ment of  these  Canadian  troops  consists  solely  of  light  conventional  weapons. 
Their  task  is  maintaining  order  but  often  times  they  are  asked  to  set  up  and 
maintain  communications. 

83.  Although  the  matter  of  organizing  a  permanent  police  force  has 
often  been  discussed  at  the  United  Nations,  such  a  force  has  never  been 
formed.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  this  connection  Denmark,  Finland, 
Norway  and  Sweden  have  agreed  in  principle  to  set  up,  in  each  of  the  four 
countries,  a  special  standby  force  which  can  be  made  available  to  the  United 
Nations  at  short  notice. 

However,  to  date  it  has  been  impossible  to  assign  forces  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  serving  the  United  Nations  and  their  international  policing 
activities. 

84.  This  Committee  recommends: 

(a)  That  Canada  continue  to  support  the  peace-keeping  operations  of 
the  United  Nations. 

(b)  That  Canada  continue  to  earmark  forces  for  special  United  Nations 
service,  but  in  addition  should  consult  with  Norway,  Sweden,  Den- 
mark and  Finland  who  have  accepted  the  principle  of  a  special 
stand-by  forces  for  the  United  Nations. 
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85.  In  order  to  follow  up  chapter  six,  further  time  is  required  to  consider 
the  implications  of  the  control  of  any  Canadian  forces  under  United  Nations 
Command. 

CHAPTER  VII— DEFENCE   OF   CANADA 

86.  It  is  alleged  that  in  the  context  of  the  technical  development  of 
nuclear  armaments  that  has  taken  place,  Canda  is  not  defendable.  There  are 
widespread  frontiers  and  a  vast  territory  in  the  Arctic  regions.  Many  cities 
are  open  to  attack.  However,  there  is  need  for  troops  which  can  be  moved 
towards  the  territory  where  an  enemy  invasion  is  staged.  We  need  also  an 
Air  Force  able  to  control  the  territory  and  to  move  troops  where  they  are 
required  for  the  defence  of  the  territory.  In  addition,  there  is  a  need  for  control 
and  surveillance  of  territorial  waters  by  the  Canadian  Navy. 

87.  If  there  were  an  enemy  landing  on  Canadian  territory,  the  prime 
responsibility  for  defence  would  be  on  Canada.  However  by  reason  of  treaty 
obligations  and  by  reason  of  the  joint  responsibility  or  North  American  defence, 
the  United  States  would  join  in  that  defence.  The  inviolability  of  Canadian 
territory  is  a  sine  qua  non  condition  of  the  defence  of  the  United  States. 

88.  In  order  to  follow  up  Chapter  seven,  further  time  is  required  to  study 
the  following  matters: 

Problems  of  defending  Canadian  territory  with  special  reference  to 

(a)  number  and  kind  of  troops  required; 

(b)  degree  of  mobility  of  such  forces; 

(c)  role   of   the   Air   Force; 

(d)  role   of   the  Navy. 

CHAPTER  VIII— DEFENCE  POLICY 

Canadian  defence  policy  is  conditioned  on  certain  essentials  which  we 
have  to  take  into  account: 

89.  It  is  recognized  that  defence  policy  is  a  logical  extension  of  foreign 
policy.  However  it  must  also  be  essential  that  all  decisions  on  defence  should 
be  taken  in  the  interest  of  Canada. 

90.  Canadian  defence  policy  should  be  a  Canadian  policy  in  the  sense 
that  it  should  get  its  inspiration  and  content  from  Canadian  sources  in  contact 
with  the  outside  world.  Canadian  defence  policy  should  not  slavishly  follow 
the  policy  of  any  other  country. 

91.  The  main  concern  is  to  establish  a  policy  with  a  view  of  the  defence  of 
the  Canadian  territory  which  is  geographically  located  between  two  nuclear 
powers:  the  Soviets  and  the  United  States. 

92.  In  order  to  ensure  the  adequate  defence  of  its  land,  Canada  must  not 
rely  only  on  land  forces  but  also  on  the  constant  control  of  its  air  space  and 
the  patrol  of  its  territorial  waters  by  the  Canadian  navy. 

93.  Beyond  its  territorial  boundaries,  Canada  must,  in  conjunction  with  our 
allies,  add  to  the  deterrence  of  war;  this  entails  the  necessity  of  consultation 
with  and  active  participation  in  the  alliances  Canada  supports. 

94.  Canadian  forces,  subject  to  Canada's  capabilities  and  other  commit- 
ments, should  be  available,  under  proper  control  to  answer  a  call  from  the 
United  Nations  for  its  peace-keeping  role  in  the  world. 
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95.  In  view  of  the  present  situation  what  are  the  possible  wars  with  which 
the  world  and  Canada  would  be  faced?  The  worst  would  most  certainly  be  an 
all-out  nuclear  war.  Some  people  maintain  that  a  nuclear  conflict  could  be 
localized.  But  opinions  to  the  contrary  are  many.  Canada  must  face  the  possibil- 
ity of  a  generalized  nuclear  conflict  in  which  the  nations  of  the  Western 
alliance  and  of  the  Eastern  block  would  be  the  two  main  opponents.  The  second 
possibility  would  be  a  conventional  war,  that  is  a  war  without  nuclear  weapons. 
Finally,  since  the  Second  World  War,  there  have  been  in  the  world  what  is 
known  as  brush  fire  wars,  that  is  localized  conflicts. 

96.  How  could  a  nuclear  conflict  come  about?  Most  probably  by  a  con- 
ventional war  escalating  into  a  nuclear  conflict.  Europe  has  been  mentioned 
as  an  area  where  such  a  conflict  could  start,  but  it  may  be  that  the  stalemate 
of  the  "balance  of  terror"  has  made  this  type  of  conflict  most  unlikely. 

98.  The  possibility  of  a  surprise  attack  from  the  Soviet  against  any  NATO 
member  and  of  the  instantaneous  retaliation  with  all  the  nuclear  offensive 
powers  of  the  United  States  and  its  allies  cannot  be  ignored. 

98.  Conventional  war  breaks  out  more  easily.  We  were  witness  to  several 
such  occurrences  since  the  end  of  the  1939-1945  war.  The  most  serious  one  was 
without  any  doubt  the  Korean  war.  Nowadays  war  remains  essentially  conven- 
tional as  long  as  it  does  not  involve  the  direct  participation  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Soviets  in  the  same  war.  If  the  two  great  opponents  were  to  participate 
directly  in  a  war,  the  latter  would  almost  certainly  become  nuclear. 

99.  As  long  as  the  nuclear  weapons  of  the  USSR  are  matched  by  the 
United  States  missile  systems,  Strategic  Air  Command,  Polaris  firing  nuclear 
submarines  and  a  number  of  other  American  nuclear  weapons,  and  until  one 
side  or  the  other  perfects  an  anti-missile  missile  it  is  unlikely  that  a  nuclear 
war  will  break  out. 

100.  This  Committee  recommends: 

(a)  That  the  United  States  retain  final  authority  over  its  nuclear  arms 
made  available  to  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization. 

(b)  That  Canada  positively  should  not  engage  in  the  development  and 
production  of  nuclear  weapons. 

101.  In  order  to  follow  up  chapter  eight,  further  time  is  required  to  ex- 
amine the  proposal  that  NATO  members  participate  in  the  preplanning  and 
targeting  of  nuclear  weapons  to  be  available  for  use  on  authority  of  the  United 
States  of  America. 

CHAPTER  IX— DEPARTMENT   OF  NATIONAL  DEFENCE 

102.  The  Committee  could  not  study  in  all  its  details  the  organization  of 
the  Department  of  National  Defence,  but  after  the  evidence  given  by  the  min- 
ister, the  chiefs  of  staff  and  many  other  witnesses,  it  can  point  out  some  prob- 
lems which  it  intends  to  examine  when  it  resumes  its  activities  during  the  next 
session.  These  are: 

(a)  Nature  and  extent  of  civilian  control. 

(b)  The  organization  of  the  chief  of  staff  structure. 
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(c)  The  centralization  of  defence  matters  under  the  authority  of  only  one 
minister. 

(d)  The  potential  impact  of  military  expenditures  and  armament  pro- 
duction on  economic  activity  in  Canada. 

(e)  The  effects  upon  employment  of  a  reduction  in  the  defence  budget. 
(/)   Policies  related  to  research  and  development. 


The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  sincere  appreciation  to  its  Clerk, 
members  of  Committees  Branch,  the  other  personnel  of  the  House  of  Commons 
and  all  those  persons  in  Canada  and  abroad  whose  devotion  to  duty  and  co- 
operation has  greatly  assisted  the  Committee  in  its  work.

Pursuant  to  its  Order  from  the  House  dated  October  31,  1963,  your  Commit- 
tee has  made  a  thorough  examination  of: 

1.  The  Report  for  1962  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Commissioners  for 
Canada  and  approved  the  said  Report  and  commends  the  Board  on  the 
performance  of  its  duties. 

2.  The  Report  of  the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  for  the  crop  year  ended 
July  31,  1962,  and  the  Supplementary  Report  of  the  Canadian  Wheat 
Board  for  1961-62  pool  accounts  for  wheat  and  approved  the  said  Report 
and  Supplementary  Report  and  commends  the  Board  on  the  performance 
of  its  duties. 

Pursuant  to  the  said  Order  from  the  House,  your  Committee  commenced 
an  examination  of  the  Report  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  Canada  for 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1963,  with  particular  reference  to  the  matters  relating 
to  the  difference  between  the  price  received  for  feed  grains  by  the  producers 
in  the  prairie  provinces  of  Western  Canada  and  the  price  paid  by  livestock 
feeders  in  Eastern  Canada  and  British  Columbia.  In  the  course  of  this  examina- 
tion the  Committee  has  examined: 

1.  The  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  his  officials. 

2.  The  Chief  Commissioner  and  officials  of  the  Board  of  Grain  Com- 
missioners. 

3.  The  Assistant  Chief  Commissioner  and  officials  of  the  Canadian 
Wheat  Board. 

4.  Officials  of  The  Canadian  Federation  of  Agriculture,  The  Catholic 
Farmers'  Union  (U.C.C.)  and  The  Cooperative  Federee. 

5.  Officials  of  the  Winnipeg  Grain  Exchange. 

6.  Officials  of  The  Association  for  the  Development  and  Protection  of 
Eastern  Agriculture  Inc. 

7.  An  official  of  The  Maritime  Cooperative  Services,  Limited. 

Time  did  not  permit  your  Committee  to  complete  its  examination  of  the 
said  Report  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  Canada.  Your  Committee 
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deems  it  necessary  to  examine  other  witnesses  before  reporting  to  the  House 
with  reference  to  the  said  Report  and  with  particular  reference  to  the  matters 
of  feed  grains  as  above-mentioned. 

Time  did  not  permit  your  Committee  to  examine  the  Report  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Stabilization  Board  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1963. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  recommends  that  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next  session  of  Parliament  this  Committee  be  organized  as  expeditiously  as 
possible  and  the  following  items  be  referred  to  it: 

1.  The  examination  of  the  Report  of  the  Agricultural  Stabilization 
Board  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1963. 

2.  The  completion  of  the  examination  of  the  Report  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  for  Canada  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1963,  with  particu- 
lar reference  to  the  difference  between  the  price  received  for  feed  grains 
by  the  producers  in  the  prairie  provinces  of  Western  Canada  and  the  price 
paid  by  livestock  feeders  in  Eastern  Canada  and  British  Columbia,  and 
that  the  evidence  adduced  before  this  Committee  in  this  session  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  constituted  in  the  next  session,  and  that  such  Committee 
have  leave  to  receive  such  evidence  as  part  of  the  said  examination. 

A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  (Issues  No.  1  to  7 
inclusive)  is  appended. 

(The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  accompanying  the  said  Report 
recorded  as  Appendix  No.  10  to  the  Journals). 


Mr.  Richard,  from  the  Sessional  Committee  on  Railways,  Air  Lines  and 
Shipping,  presented  the  Fourth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as 
follows: 

Pursuant  to  Order  of  Reference  of  Friday,  November  15,  1963,  your 
Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  accounts,  estimates  and  bills  relating 
to  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  Trans-Canada  Air  Lines. 

Later,  on  Wednesday,  November  20,  1963,  by  further  Order,  the  House 
referred  to  the  Committee  the  following: 

1.  The  Annual  Report   of  the   Canadian   National  Railways   for   the 
year  ending  on  December  31,  1962; 

2.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  Securities 
Trust; 

3.  The  Auditor's  Report  to  Parliament  for  the  year  ending  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1962,  in  respect  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways; 

4.  The  budget  for  1963  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways; 

5.  The  Annual  Report  of  Trans-Canada  Air  Lines  for  1962; 

6.  The  Auditor's  Report  to  Parliament  for  the  year  ending  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1962,  in  respect  of  Trans-Canada  Air  Lines;

Your  Committee,   having  examined  the  above-mentioned  reports   1   to   7 
both  inclusive,  recommends  them  to  the  approval  of  the  House.

Mr.  Pennell,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections, 
presented  the  Fourth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

Pursuant  to  Order  of  Reference  of  Tuesday,  December  3,  1963,  namely: 

That  the  question  of  privilege,  raised  by  the  Honourable  Member 
for  Swift  Current-Maple  Creek  (Mr.  Mcintosh),  respecting  the  follow- 
ing statement  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  (Mr.  Hays),  be  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections:  "Apparently 
he  does  not  understand  that  the  problem  arose  out  of  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Walker  was  taking  orders  from  the  honourable  member  for  Swift 
Current-Maple  Creek  instead  of  the  Director.  This  was  one  of  the 
problems,  and  was  not  satisfactorily  fulfilling  his  job." 

Your   Committee  has  held   seven   regular  meetings  to   consider  the   said 
question  of  privilege. 

The  Committee  has  heard  two  witnesses. 

The  Committee  has  agreed  to  report  that: 

(1)  The  question  of  privilege  has  been  satisfactorily  answered  by  the 
withdrawal  of  the  Honourable  Minister  of  Agriculture; 

(2)  In  view  of  the  evidence  produced  before  it,  your  Committee 
recommends  that  the  Government  institute  an  independent  inquiry  of  a 
judicial  nature  to  investigate 

(a)  the  dismissal  of  Mr.  Walker, 

(b)  the  other  evidence  which  has  been  adduced  before  the  Committee,  and 

(c)  the  circumstances  pertaining  to  the  payment  of  P.F.A.A.  funds  prior 
to  the  re-examination  of  alleged  irregularities  discovered  by  the 
Director  of  P.F.A.A.  in  the  crop  reports  of  1962. 

A  copy  of  the  relevant  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  (Issue  No.  27), 
is  appended. 

(The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  accompanying  the  said  Report 
recorded  as  Appendix  No.  12  to  the  Journals). 
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Mr.  Pennell,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections, 
presented  the  Fifth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

On  Wednesday,  November  6,  1963,  the  House  of  Commons  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing Order: 

"That  the  question  of  Raymond  Spencer  Rodgers'  right  to  use  the 
facilities  of  the  Press  Gallery  be  referred  for  quick  study  and  a  report 
back  to  the  House  on  its  merits  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges 
and  Elections." 

Pursuant  to  this  Order,  the  Committee  held  four  meetings  and  heard  the 
following  witnesses: 

Mr.  Raymond  Rodgers, 
Mr.  G.  J.  Connolley, 
Mr.  Arthur  Blakely,  and 
Mr.  Clement  Brown. 

The  evidence  given  by  Dr.  Ollivier  before  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections  on  December  11,  1962,  was  also  tabled  before  the  Com- 
mittee and  reproduced  as  an  Appendix  to  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and 
Evidence,  Issue  No.  16. 

The  Committee  has  considered  Mr.  Rodgers'  right  to  use  the  facilities  of 
the  Canadian  Parliamentary  Press  Gallery  and  has  agreed  to  recommend: 

That  while  this  Committee  recognizes  that  Parliament  has  jurisdiction  over 
the  public  facilities  granted  the  members  of  the  Press,  we  feel  that  this  jurisdic- 
tion over  the  public  facilities  must  be  exercised  through  the  Speaker  or  his 
delegated  representative.  Therefore,  the  case  of  Mr.  Rodgers  is  referred  to  Mr. 
Speaker  for  decision. 

The  Committee  further  recommends: 

That  the  Special  Committee  on  Procedure  and  Organization,  at  the  next 
session  of  Parliament,  consider  the  expediency  of  reviewing  the  relations  now 
existing  between  the  Speaker  and  the  Canadian  Parliamentary  Press  Gallery 
on  the  one  hand  and  the  relations  now  existing  between  the  House  of  Commons 
itself  and  the  Canadian  Parliamentary  Press  Gallery  on  the  other  hand. 

A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  in  relation  to  this  Order 
of  Reference  (Issues  No.  3,  4,  5  and  16)  is  appended.

Mr.  Pennell,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections, 
presented  the  Sixth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

On  Friday,  July  26,  1963,  the  House  of  Commons  ordered  as  follows: 

"That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  be  empowered 
to  study  the  Canada  Elections  Act,  and  the  several  amendments  thereto  sug- 
gested by  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer;  and  to  report  to  the  House  such  proposals 
relating  to  the  said  Act  as  the  Committee  may  deem  advisable." 

Since  that  time,  and  in  connection  with  the  Canada  Elections  Act,  the  Com- 
mittee has  held  22  regular  sittings.  As  well,  a  number  of  meetings  of  the  Sub- 
committee on  Agenda  and  Procedure  have  been  held. 
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Your  Committee  notes  that  during  the  present  session  Parliament  has 
adopted  certain  measures  respecting  the  office  of  Representation  Commissioner 
and  its  duties,  in  addition  to  those  assigned  to  him  under  the  Canada  Elections 
Act  and  under  a  measure  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  Electoral  Bound- 
aries Commissions. 

Your  Committee  has  considered  carefully  the  following,  practices  and  prin- 
ciples with  a  view  to  improving  Canada's  electoral  procedure: 

1.  The  establishment  of  a  permanent  list  of  electors. 

2.  Method  of  absentee  voting. 

3.  Method  of  proxy  voting. 

4.  Advance  polls. 

5.  Lowering  of  the  age  of  voting  from  twenty-one  to  eighteen. 

6.  The  Canadian  Forces  voting  rules. 

7.  The  distribution  during  a  general  election  or  by-elections  to  official 
candidates  of  lists  containing  the  names  of  electors  of  their  own  electoral 
districts  serving  with  the  Canadian  Armed  Forces. 

Your  Committee  also  recommends  investigating  the  possibility  of  amending 
the  Queen's  Regulations  for  the  Navy,  Army,  and  Air  Force  to  permit  candidates 
and  their  agents  to  visit,  during  an  election,  the  residences  of  armed  forces  per- 
sonnel on  property  under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  National  Defence 
without  in  any  way  prejudicing  existing  security  regulations  in  force  with  re- 
spect to  National  Defence  establishments. 

During  the  course  of  its  meetings,  Mr.  Nelson  J.  Castonguay,  Chief  Electoral 
Officer,  was  heard  and  examined.  Present  also  at  those  meetings  were  Colonel 
E.  A.  Anglin,  Assistant  Chief  Electoral  Officer,  Brigadier  W.  J.  Lawson,  and 
Captain  J.  P.  Dewis,  R.C.N. 

Considerable  information  relating  to  the  Canada  Elections  Act  was  tabled 
before  the  Committee  at  the  meetings  either  on  the  initiative  of  the  Chief 
Electoral  Officer  or  at  the  request  of  the  Committee  in  the  form  of  prepared 
statements,  memoranda  and  answers  to  questions. 

A  great  number  of  communications  received  during  the  years  1960  to  1963 
by  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer's  Office  and/or  the  Secretary  of  State  Depart- 
ment from  individuals,  organizations  and  others  were  tabulated  and  printed 
in  the  Evidence. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  this  material  which  was  either  ordered 
printed  or  filed  with  the  Committee  will  be  of  major  assistance  to  the  Committee 
when  reconstituted  at  the  Second  Session  of  this  Parliament. 

Your  Committee  proceeded  to  consider  certain  amendments  to  the  Act 
suggested  by  members  of  the  Committee  and  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer,  which 
amendments  the  Committee  accepted  . 

The  recommendations  of  your  Committee,  prepared  in  the  form  of  draft 
amendments,  are  appended  to  this  Report.  Other  draft  amendments  which  your 
Committee  has  considered  but  not  adopted  will  be  published  as  an  Appendix  to 
the  final  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  of  the  Committee  to  be  used  as 
reference  by  a  future  Committee  of  it  so  desires. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Privileges 
and  Elections  be  empowered  to  study  the  Canada  Elections  Act  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  next  Session  with  a  view  to  affording  this  Committee  an  oppor- 
tunity for  exhaustive  and  constructive  examination  and  study  of  the  said  Act. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  to  the  Chief  Electoral 
Officer  and  his  Assistant  for  their  helpful  testimony  and  assistance. 
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A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  respecting  the  Canada 
Elections  Act  and  related  matters,  (Issues  No.  3  to  15)  is  appended,  together 
with  a  copy  of  suggested  amendments  to  the  Canada  Elections  Act.

Mr.  Cyr  for  Mr.  Godin,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Mines,  Forests  and 
Waters,  presented  the  Third  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  reports  progress  and  recommends  that  it  be  reconstituted 
to  continue  its  reference  or  references  in  the  new  session. 

Your  Committee  held   16  meetings  in   the  course  of  which  it  heard   13 
witnesses. 

A  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  (Issues  No.  1  to  6)  is 
appended. 

(The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  accompanying  the  said  Report 
recorded  as  Appendix  No.  15  to  the  Journals). 


Mr.  McNulty,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Railways,  Canals  and  Tele- 
graph Lines,  presented  the  Sixth  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as 
follows: 

Complying  with  an  Order  of  the  House  of  June  27,  1963,  your  Committee 
has  given  consideration  to  the  subject  matter  of  Bill  C-15,  An  Act  to  amend 
the  Railways  Act  (Responsibility  for  Dislocation  Costs),  and  has  heard  evidence 
from  representatives  of  the  railways,  from  officials  of  various  brotherhoods  of 
railway  employees,  and  from  Mr.  Howard  Chase,  a  former  member  of  the 
Board  of  Transport  Commissioners. 

The  Committee  was  favourable  to  the  subject-matter  of  Bill  C-15  and 
commends  it  to  the  House  and  the  government;  and  to  further  clarify  our 
views  on  the  situation  relating  to  the  subject-matter,  the  Committee  recom- 
mends that: 

The  government  give  consideration  to  amending  section  182  of  the  Rail- 
way Act  to  ensure  the  rights  of  railway  employees  in  those  cases  where  aban- 
donment, merger  or  co-ordination  between  railways,  or  the  closing  or  near- 
closing  of  terminals  and  shops  or  the  introduction  of  "run-throughs"  is  under- 
taken by  the  management. 

The  Committee  would  prefer  that  such  matters  as  adjustment,  compensa- 
tion, re-training  arrangements,  and  other  ameliorations  of  the  dislocation  be  a 
matter  of  negotiation  between  management  and  the  employees'  legitimate 
bargaining  agencies  but  it  recognizes  that  a  strong  encouragement  to  such  means 
of  settlement  will  ensue  when  section  182  is  read  in  such  a  legal  way  as  to 
offer  firm  protection  to  the  employees.

On  November  1,  1963,  the  House  referred  to  your  Committee  for  immediate 
consideration  the  Report  of  a  Survey  of  the  English  Debates  Reporting  Branch 
of  the  House  of  Commons  made  by  the  Management  Analysis  Division,  Advisory 
Services  Branch,  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Your  Committee  has  studied  the  above  Report,  heard  witnesses  and 
attended  demonstrations  of  the  reportings  made  during  a  prior  session  of  the 
House  of  Commons. 

Your   Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  satisfactory  electronic  recording  apparatus,  as  referred  to  in 
the  above-mentioned  Report,  be  installed  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  to  be 
used  on  a  trial  basis  in  selected  committee  rooms; 

2.  That,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  during  the  next  session  of 
Parliament,  the  Standing  Committee  on  Debates  be  authorized  to  examine 
and  study  the  operation  of  the  electronic  recording  equipment  as  used  in 
committees,  with  the  view  to  considering  the  extension  of  the  use  of  such 
equipment; 

3.  That  the  operation  and  administration  of  the  Debates  Reporting  Branch, 
English  and  French  sections,  in  both  the  House  and  in  committees  be  referred 
to  it  for  study  at  the  next  session; 

4.  That  Mr.  Speaker  and  the  Commissioners  of  Internal  Economy  take 
under  immediate  advisement  the  problem  of  reporter  shortage  in  both  English 
and  French  sections  of  the  Debates  Reporting  Branch.

Mr.  Chevrier,  a  Member  of  the  Queen's  Privy  Council,  laid  before  the 
House, — Telegram,  dated  December  19,  1963,  received  from  Mr.  Ray  Perrault 
of  Vancouver,  B.C.,  regarding  the  extradition  of  Mr.  Wasylenchuk. 


The  House  resolved  itself  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  a 
certain  proposed  resolution  to  amend  the  Canadian  World  Exhibition  Corpora- 
tion Act. 

(In  the  Committee) 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved, — That  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Canadian  World  Exhibition 
Corporation  Act  to  increase  the  number  of  directors  of  the  Corporation  by  two 
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and  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  said  two  directors;  to  authorize  the 
Corporation  to  pay  to  the  Commissioner  General  and  to  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner General  such  allowances  as  are  fixed  by  the  Governor  in  Council;  to 
establish  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  consisting  of  three  directors  in 
addition  to  the  Commissioner  General  and  the  Deputy  Commissioner  General 
and  to  authorize  the  payment  of  remuneration  by  the  Corporation  to  the  said 
three  directors;  and  to  make  further  changes  in  connection  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Act. 

Resolution  to  be  reported. 


The  said  resolution  was  reported,  concurred  in,  and  ordered  to  stand 
referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  Bill  C-120,  An  Act  to  amend  the 
Canadian  World  Exhibition  Corporation  Act. 

Whereupon,  the  House  resumed  consideration  of  the  proposed  motion  of 
Mr.  Deschatelets  for  Mr.  Pearson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Pickersgill, — That  Bill 
C-120,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Canadian  World  Exhibition  Corporation  Act,  be 
now  read  a  second  time. 

After  debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion,  it  was 
agreed  to. 

Accordingly,  the  said  bill  was  read  the  second  time,  considered  in  Commit- 
tee of  the  Whole  (together  with  the  resolution  concurred  in  this  day),  reported 
with  amendments,  and  considered  as  amended. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  said  bill  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed.

The  Honourable  the   Speaker   of  the  House   of  Commons   addressed  the 
Honourable  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  as  follows: 

"May  It  Please  Your  Honour: 

"The  Commons   of   Canada  have  voted  supplies  required  to  enable  the 
government  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  public  service. 

"In  the  name  of  the  Commons,  I  present  to  Your  Honour  the  following  bill: 

'An  Act  for  granting  to  Her  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money  for  the  public 
service  for  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March,  1964.' 
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"To  which  bill  I  humbly  request  Your  Honour's  Assent." 

Whereupon,  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  by  command  of  the  Deputy  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  General,  did  say: 

"In  Her  Majesty's  name,  the  Honourable  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General  thanks  Her  Loyal  Subjects,  accepts  their  benevolence,  and 
assents  to  this  bill." 


After  which,  the  Honourable  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
General  was  pleased  to  close  the  First  Session  of  the  Twenty- Sixth  Parliament 
with  the  following  speech: 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

The  twenty-sixth  Parliament  opened  on  May  16  and  you  have  at  this  first 
session,  occupying  a  total  of  23  weeks,  enacted  much  important  legislation 
designed  to  advance  in  many  ways  the  well-being  of  Canada  and  Canadians. 

It  has  been  encouraging  to  note  some  easing  of  tension  in  international  rela- 
tions, expressed  particularly  in  the  successful  conclusion  of  a  multilateral 
Treaty  Banning  Nuclear  Weapons  Tests  in  the  Atmosphere,  in  Outer  Space  and 
Underwater.  This  treaty  was  signed  on  behalf  of  my  Government  on  August 
8th,  1963.  Further  progress  towards  improved  understanding  between  nations 
is  urgently  necessary.  To  this  end  my  Government  continues,  at  the  United 
Nations  and  elsewhere,  to  participate  fully  in  the  attempt  to  ease  international 
tensions. 

Canadians  have  shared  the  grief  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  over 
the  tragic  and  untimely  death  of  President  Kennedy,  whose  contribution  to  the 
causes  of  freedom  and  peace  has  been  of  immeasurable  importance  for  all  the 
world. 

The  Canadian  economy  is  currently  enjoying  a  good  rate  of  growth.  It  is 
gratifying  that  in  recent  months  unemployment  has  been  reduced  to  the  lowest 
rate  experienced  since  1957,  though  further  progress  remains  to  be  made. 
Exports  have  substantially  increased  and  the  payments  deficit  with  other  coun- 
tries has  been  reduced.  The  recent  wheat  crop  was  the  largest  in  Canada's  his- 
tory and  exports  of  wheat  in  the  current  crop  year  are  expected  to  establish  a 
new  record.  My  Government  has  renewed  on  satisfactory  terms  the  Trade 
Agreement  with  the  U.S.S.R.  first  made  in  1956  and  has  entered  into  wheat 
sales  agreements  with  that  country  and  with  Poland,  Czechoslovakia  and  Bul- 
garia. The  Canadian  Wheat  Board  has  entered  into  a  long-term  arrangement 
for  the  sale  of  wheat  to  mainland  China. 

My  Government  has  held  conferences  with  the  governments  of  all  the 
provinces.  Matters  of  mutual  interest  have  been  reviewed  in  a  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tive federalism.  Arrangements  for  closer  and  more  continuous  consultation  in 
future  have  been  made.  The  federal  government  has  indicated  certain  changes 
which  it  proposes  to  make  in  fiscal  arrangements  with  the  provinces  for  the  next 
financial  year.  A  wide  range  of  other  subjects,  including  certain  features  of  the 
federal  government's  proposed  Canada  Pension  Plan,  have  been  examined.  The 
principal  conference  in  November  was  followed  by  a  meeting  of  the  federal  and 
provincial  ministers  of  trade  and  industry  and  a  meeting  of  the  ministers  of 
agriculture.  Further  studies  have  been  arranged,  as  a  preliminary  to  another 
conference  with  the  Premiers  of  the  provinces. 
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My  Government  has  established  a  Royal  Commission  on  Bilingualism  and 
Biculturalism  and  has  taken  steps  to  increase  bilingualism  in  the  public  service. 
Many  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Government  Organi- 
zation are  being  put  into  effect. 

A  committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  has  inquired  into  matters  of  national 
defence  and  my  Government  is  undertaking  a  full  review  of  defence  policy  in 
the  light"  of  modern  conditions.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  provi- 
sion of  nuclear  warheads  for  those  previously  acquired  weapons  which  require 
them. 

In  recognition  of  the  need  to  provide  a  fair  share  of  assistance  to  the  less 
developed  nations,  my  Ministers  have  announced  an  increase  in  Canada's 
external  aid  program  and  the  initiation  of  a  food  aid  program  to  supplement  the 
other  forms  of  assistance. 

Negotiations  for  the  clarification  of  the  Columbia  River  Treaty,  and  for  the 
sale  of  downstream  power,  have  been  conducted  with  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  in  full  co-operation  with  the  Government  of  British  Columbia. 

The  House  of  Commons  has  established  a  committee  to  make  recommenda- 
tions on  its  procedure  and  organization. 

You  have  enacted  a  measure  to  provide  for  the  office  of  a  representation 
commissioner  to  facilitate  the  equitable  redistribution  of  representation  in  the 
House  of  Commons. 

You  have  enacted  legislation  under  which  has  been  established  the  Eco- 
nomic Council  of  Canada,  which  will  advise  how  Canada  can  achieve  the  highest 
possible  levels  of  employment  and  efficient  production  in  order  that  the  country 
may  enjoy  a  high  and  consistent  rate  of  economic  growth  and  that  all  Cana- 
dians may  share  in  rising  living  standards. 

You  have  adopted  measures  to  stimulate  industrial  expansion  in  Canada 
through  tax  incentives,  and  to  encourage  greater  participation  by  Canadians  in 
the  ownership  of  Canadian  industry. 

You  have  also  authorized  the  establishment  of  the  Department  of  Industry 
in  order  to  encourage  the  development  and  efficiency  of  manufacturing  indus- 
tries in  Canada.  In  the  same  Act  you  have  provided  for  an  Area  Development 
Agency  which,  in  collaboration  with  the  provinces,  will  assist  in  programs  for 
the  development  of  districts  where  economic  growth  has  been  slow  and  unem- 
ployment especially  serious  and  persistent. 

You  have  adopted  measures  to  provide  special  tax  incentives  for  industrial 
expansion  in  such  areas. 

The  Atlantic  Development  Board  Act  has  been  amended  to  increase  the 
number  of  members  and  to  provide  for  a  capital  development  fund  of  $100 
million. 

You  have  enacted  the  Municipal  Development  and  Loan  Act  to  make  avail- 
able funds  for  additional  municipal  projects,  administered  in  co-operation  with 
the  provincial  governments. 

You  have  also  authorized  the  provision  of  greater  incentives  to  municipal 
winter  works  and  an  acceleration  during  the  winter  months  of  federal  works  in 
development  areas,  which  have  contributed  substantially  to  the  maintenance  of 
employment. 

You  have  also  authorized  measures  which,  with  winter  housing  incentives 
and  higher  N.H.A.  loans  at  reduced  interest  rates,  have  resulted  in  a  record 
number  of  homes  now  being  under  construction. 
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You  have  also  authorized  an  experimental  program  to  encourage  the 
employment  and  training  of  older  workers  who  have  been  without  work. 

You  have  amended  the  Technical  and  Vocational  Training  Assistance  Act 
to  give  increased  support  to  the  construction  of  training  facilities  and  the  pro- 
vision of  training  both  in  industry  and  to  the  unemployed. 

You  have  enacted  the  Maritime  Transportation  Unions  Trustees  Act  with 
the  object  of  restoring  democratic  trade  unionism  in  the  shipping  industry  and 
putting  an  end  to  labour  strife  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

You  have  provided  for  raising  to  $75  a  month  the  pensions  paid  to  Cana- 
dians from  age  70  under  the  Old  Age  Security  Act,  and  for  likewise  increasing 
by  ten  dollars  a  month  the  benefits  to  which  the  federal  government  contributes 
under  the  joint  welfare  programs  for  old  age  assistance  and  for  blindness  and 
disability  allowances. 

Other  measures  enacted  at  this  session  include  the  Dissolution  and  Annul- 
ment of  Marriages  Act  and  amendments  to  the  Emergency  Gold  Mining  Assist- 
ance Act,  the  Small  Businesses  Loans  Act,  and  other  legislation.

Adjournment  of  House: 

Mr.  Gregoire  (Lapointe),  moved  to  adjourn  the  House  until  all  rights  and  privileges  of  members 
are  recognized,  425.  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  motion  out  of  order  on  grounds  of  its  generality, 
nature  was  a  grievance,  and  matter  referred  to  was  presently  under  consideration,  425.  On 
appeal  to  House,  ruling  was  sustained  (Yeas  205,  Nays  13),  425-7. 

Adjournment  Motions  under  S.O.  26  for  Debates  of  Urgent  Public  Importance: 

Mr.  Diefenbaker  (Opposition  Leader),  sought  leave  to  discuss  the  admission  by  the  Finance 
Minister  of  facts  relating  to  preparation  of  the  budget,  106.  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that  the  pro- 
posal could  be  discussed  and  voted  upon  on  next  Wednesday's  budget  debate  and  was  not  a 
matter  of  urgency  of  debate  under  terms  of  S.O.  26,  106.  Mr.  Douglas  (Burnaby-Coquitlam) 
stated  he  wished  to  appeal  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  106.  Mr.  Speaker  citing  previous 
ruling  (Jan«  31, 1963),  ruled  there  could  be  no  appeal  from  decision  given,  106.  Mr.  Knowles 
(Winnipeg  North  Centre)  raised  a  point  of  order  that  the  ruling  cited  had  been  appealed  and 
reversed,  106.  On  appeal  to  the  House,  the  ruling  was  sustained  on  recorded  division  (Yeas 
97,  Nays  69),  106-7. 
On  a  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  Churchill  (Winnipeg  South  Centre)  as  to  the  terms  of  the  ques- 
tion divided  upon,  Mr.  Speaker  stated  he  had  ruled  Mr.  Douglas'  appeal  out  of  order,  citing 
ruling  of  Jan.  31,  1963.  Mr.  Knowles  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  ruling  had  been 
appealed  and  reversed,  Mr.  Speaker  then  stated  that  since  rulings  of  the  Chair  are  not 
debatable  the  interposition  of  Mr.  Knowles  was  interpreted  as  an  appeal  to  the  House  from 
the  second  ruling  and  the  vote  confirmed  the  ruling  that  there  could  be  no  appeal  of  a  deci- 
sion under  S.O.  26.  However  a  difficulty  arises  in  that  the  Chair  in  putting  the  question 
stated  that  the  appeal  was  from  Mr.  Douglas.  Some  honourable  Members  may  feel  that  they 
might  have  voted  otherwise  had  the  question  been  stated  in  other  terms.  It  is  therefore  sug- 
gested that  yesterday's  vote  be  considered  as  not  being  binding  should  a  similar  situation 
arise  later  in  this  session,  111-2, 
Mr.  Balcer  (Three  Rivers),  sought  leave  to  discuss  statement  by  Premier  in  the  Quebec  legis- 
lature on  the  proposed  federal  assistance  to  municipalities,  138.  Mr.  Speaker  citing  various 
rulings  made  by  his  predecessors    ruled  that  the  subject    could  be  raised    in  the  budget 
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debate,  therefore,  could  not  accede  to  this  request,  138-9.  Mr.  Balcer  appealed  to  the  House 
from  this  ruling,  139.  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that  in  accordance  with  decisions  given  by  previous 
Speakers,  a  decision  to  the  question  of  urgency  of  debate  under  S.O.  26  could  not  be  ap- 
pealed to  the  House,  139.  Mr.  Balcer,  then  appealed  to  the  House  from  the  ruling  that  there 
could  be  no  appeal  from  a  ruling  by  the  Chair  under  S.O.  26,  which  ruling  was  sustained  on 
recorded  division  (Yeas  108,  Nays  107),  139-40. 

Bills,  Government;  Resolution  Preceding: 

A  point  of  order  had  been  raised  by  Mr.  Knowles  (Winnipeg  North  Centre)  on  a  motion  for 
second  reading  of  Bill  C-120  (Canadian  World  Exhibition  Corporation  Act  amendment)  that 
since  this  bill  contained  money  provisions  it  should  have  been  initiated  by  a  resolution, 
649.  Mr.  Deputy  Speaker  ruled  that  clause  3  seeks  to  increase  the  number  of  directors  which 
would  not  affect  the  total  sum  previously  authorized  by  legislation,  but  would  affect  the 
conditions  attached  to  the  spending  of  these  moneys.  Quoting  Beauchesne's  4th  Ed.,  Cit. 
355,  "Bills  involving  expenditure  of  public  money  or  taxation,  and  all  measures  involving  a 
charge  upon  the  people  must  be  preceded  by  a  resolution",  Mr.  Deputy  Speaker  noted  that  a 
resolution  is  required  not  only  when  an  amendment  seeks  to  increase  amount  previously 
authorized,  but  also  if  it  changes  the  modality  and  conditions  of  the  grant  authorized  by  the 
original  legislation,  and  it  was  his  opinion  this  bill  seeks  to  alter  the  conditions  relating 
to  expenditure  of  funds  previously  authorized,  and  should  be  considered  as  a  money  bill, 
649-51.  Mr.  Knowles  raised  a  question  whether  the  bill  should  stand  on  the  Order  Paper  or 
be  re-introduced,  651.  Mr.  Deputy  Speaker  stated  there  was  a  precedent  back  in  1912-13 
where  the  said  Order  was  allowed  to  stand,  651. 

Bills,  Government;  Second  Reading  Amendments: 

Mr.  Plourde  (Quebec  West),  during  debate  on  motion  for  second  reading  of  Bill  C-95  (Income 
Tax  Act),  proposed  in  amendment;  to  defer  and  redraft,  with  a  view  to  clarifying,  so  as  to 
improve  the  terminology  in  order  to  avoid  complications,  etc.,  which  renders  the  Department 
of  National  Revenue  odious,  etc.,  and  in  contempt  by  the  public,  505-6.  Mr.  Deputy  Speaker 
ruled  the  amendment  out  of  order  on  grounds  that  the  subject-matter  anticipated  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  stage,  506,

Statement  by  Mr.  Speaker  that  motion  to  refer  Bill  back  to  Standing  Committee  after  being  re- 
ported as  preamble  not  proven  could  not  be  proposed  under  Routine  Proceedings,  since  the 
Bill  has  first  to  be  placed  upon  Orders  of  the  Day  by  special  order  of  the  House,  225-6. 

Bills,  Public  (Private  Members);  Introduction  and  First  Reading: 

First  list  of  Private  Members  Public  Bills  appeared  for  Introduction  on  the  Order  Paper,  Mr. 
Speaker  stated  he  was  entering  a  "caveat"  to  the  effect  that  all  such  Bills  would  be 
scrutinized  for  defects  prior  to  the  second  reading  stage  because  the  House  was  not  yet  in 
a  position  to  see  them  to  judge  their  acceptability  under  the  rules;  and  that  first  reading 
"now"  en  bloc  permitted  printing  and  availability  for  the  next  stage,  23-4. 

Bills,  Public  (Private  Members);  Second  Reading: 

Mr.  Speaker  ruled  out  of  order  Bill  C-8  (National  Harbours  Board  Act  (Tisdale  Grain  Terminal)) 
on  the  grounds  that  it  cannot  be  considered  as  a  legislative  proposal,  because  it  does  not 
alter  the  law  it  purports  to  amend.  Furthermore,  it  involves  an  expenditure  of  money,  and 
refers  to  powers  which  the  Board  already  possesses,  97-9. 

On  order  for  second  reading  of  Bill  C-17,  Railway  Act  amendment  (The  Public's  Royalties  in 
Abandoned  Railways),  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that  as  bill  involved  an  expenditure  of  public 
moneys,  it  could  only  be  proceeded  with  by  a  Minister  on  recommendation  of  the  Crown,  195. 

On  order  for  second  reading  of  Bill  C-19,   Parliamentary  Commissioner  Act,  Mr.  Speaker  ruled 
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that  as  bill  contained  money  provisions  it  could  not  be  introduced  or  proceeded  with  by  a 
Private  Member,  was  appealed  to  the  House  and  sustained  (Yeas  134,  Nays  28),  195-6. 

On  order  for  second  reading  of  Bill  C-22,  State  Department  Act  amendment,  Mr.  Speaker  ruled 
bill  out  of  order  because  it  proposed  an  expenditure  of  public  money,  412, 

A  point  of  order  was  raised  by  Mr.  Macdonald  (Rosedale),  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  (Middle- 
sex West),  for  second  reading  of  Bill  C-27  (Railway  Act  (Abandonment)),  that  the  matter 
contained  in  the  bill  came  under  provincial  jurisdiction  therefore,  was  ultra  vires  of  the 
Parliament  of  Canada,  488.  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that  it  should  not  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Chair  to  rule  whether  a  Bill  or  piece  of  legislation  is  or  is  not  within  the  competence  of 
this  House,  and  cited  S.O.  12  (1),  Beauchesne's  3rd  Ed.,  pages  59  and  825,  and  4th  Ed., 
page  61,  Cit.  71  (5),  including  a  ruling  made  by  a  previous  Speaker  in  1925,  488-9, 

Budget  Preparation: 

Question  of  privilege  raised  by  Mr.  Knowles  (Winnipeg  North  Centre)  and  a  counter  question  of 
privilege  by  Justice  Minister  with  regard  to  appointments  made  by  Treasury  Board  under  the 
Financial  Administration  Act,  and  on  a  motion  to  refer  Sessional  Paper  No.  39B  to  Privi- 
leges and  Elections  Committee,  Mr.  Speaker  citing  various  rulings  on  procedure  ruled,  that 
there  was  no  question  of  privilege  but  a  dispute  between  two  Members  with  regard  to  legal- 
ity of  certain  actions,  and  suggested  the  matter  could  be  raised  at  some  other  appropriate 
time.  209-10. 

Committees,  Standing;  Proceedings  in: 

Question  of  privilege  raised  by  Mr.  Gregoire  (Lapointe)  concerning  attendance  of  certain  Mem- 
bers at  a  meeting  of  Mines,  Forests  and  Waters  Committee,  595,  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that 
questions  concerning  proceedings  in  Committee  should  be  settled  within  the  Committee  and 
not  upon  the  floor  of  the  House,  595.  Ruling  appealed,  and  sustained  on  division,  595. 
Question  of  privilege  raised  by  Mr.  Gregoire  (Lapointe)  and  proposed  to  move,— That  the  Mines, 
Forests  and  Waters  Committee  be  instructed  to  undertake  a  study  of  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tories boundaries  and  adjouning  Provinces,  in  connection  with  Bills  C-83  and  C-84,  with  a 
view  to  carrying  out  undertakings  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  Northern  Affairs  and  National 
Resources  Minister,  619.  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that  the  question  was  in  the  nature  of  a  griev- 
ance, and  that  a  Committee  is  bound  by  the  Order  of  Reference  to  it  and  decides  within  its 
own  confines  questions  of  procedure  and  points  of  order.  Mr.  Speaker  further  stated  that  the 
question  is  in  effect  an  appeal  to  the  House  from  the  ruling  of  the  Chairman  on  a  proceeding 
in  a  Committee  and  would  question  the  regularity  of  this  procedure.  Quoting  rulings  made  in 
1956  and  1958,  citations  from  Beauchesne's,  May's,  and  Bourinot's,  including  S.O.  109,  Mr. 
Speaker  ruled  there  is  no  question  of  privilege  or  point  of  order  involved  which  would 
justify  his  interference  in  proceedings  of  the  Committee  in  question,  619-21.  Ruling  ap- 
pealed and  sustained  on  recorded  division  (Yeas  106,  Nays  106)  with  Mr.  Speaker  casting 
his  vote  in  order  to  break  a  tied  vote,  621-2. 

Committees,  Standing;  Reports: 

On  motion  for  concurrence  of  Privileges  and  Elections  Committee  second  report  Mr.  Latulippe 
(Compton-Frontenac)  proposed  an  amendment  to  clause  3  by  adding  certain  words,  461-2. 
Mr.  Speaker  ruled  amendment  out  of  order  on  grounds  that  House  could  not  amend  a  report 
from  a  Committee,  but  that  it  had  to  be  referred  back  to  the  Committee  for  that  purpose,  462. 

Divisions,  Recorded: 

Point  of  Order  raised  that  if  a  member  who  has  heard  the  question  put  does  not  vote,  and  the 
attention  of  the  Speaker  is  directed  to  the  fact,  the  latter  will  call  upon  him  to  declare 
which  side  he  votes,  and  his  name  will  be  recorded  accordingly.  Mr.  Speaker  citing  previous 
precedents  ruled,  that  a  member  who  was  in  the  house  should  vote,  but  if  he  did  not  do  so 
the  Chair  had  no  power  to  compel  him  to  do  so,  130, 

House  of  Commons:  Seating  Arrangements: 

Statement  by  Mr,  Speaker  concerning  split  in  Social  Credit  Party  and  correspondence  received 
from  certain  party  leaders  requesting  new  party  and  leadership  recognition,  and  seating 
arrangements  in  the  House  of  Commons;  referred  extensively  to  and  quoted  various  laws 
and  parliamentary  authors,  the  role,   aurhority,   and  impartiality  of  the  Speaker,  the  privi- 
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leges  of  the  House,  and  the  status  of  parties  in  the  House;   suggested  matter  be  referred  to 
the  proper  Committee  for  consideration  and  report,  385-8. 


Motions  for  Papers  —  (not  debatable): 

Question  of  privilege  raised  by  Mr.  Baldwin  (Peace  River)  with  regard  to  regularity  of  proceed- 
ings recorded  at  page  73  of  Votes  and  Proceedings  concerning  form  in  which  question  put 
on  a  motion  for  the  production  of  papers  preceding  a  recorded  division.  Mr.  Speaker  indicated 
two  points  were  involved,  a  point  of  order  and  an  alleged  question  of  privilege.  Quoting 
Beauchesne's  4th  Ed,,  Cit.  70(4),  "A  point  of  order  against  procedure  must  be  raised 
promptly",  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  in  his  view  it  would  be  inappropriate  to  discuss  it  at  this 
time,  and  made  a  further  comment  on  this  point  by  quoting  S.O.  35  in  part,  "No  member  may 
reflect  upon  any  vote  of  the  House,  except  for  the  purpose  of  moving  that  such  vote  be 
rescinded".  On  the  alleged  question  of  privilege  Mr.  Speaker  ruled,  that  after  a  careful 
scrunity  of  the  record,  as  reported  in  Hansard,  it  was  his  humble  opinion  that  the  entry  in 
Votes  and  Proceedings  accurately  reflects  the  procedure  which  took  place,  and  regretfully 
was  unable  to  accept  the  submission  as  a  bona  fide  question  of  privilege,  79-81. 

On  an  Order  of  the  House  for  production  of  papers  (No.  99)  Mr.  Speaker  stated  that  the  duty  of 
the  Chair  in  regard  to  motions  for  papers  is  to  decide  whether  or  not  a  motion  is  in  order 
from  a  procedural  point  of  view,  and  in  his  opinion  this  motion  is  in  order.  After  citing 
various  rulings  by  his  predecessors  Mr.  Speaker  stated  that  he  proposed  to  put  the  motion 
and  allow  the  House  to  decide  in  regard  to  the  production  of  the  paper  unless  such  a  motion 
is  either  withdrawn,  allowed  to  stand  or  transferred  for  debate,  449-50. 

Question  of  privilege  raised  by  Mr.  Winkler  (Grey-Bruce)  on  Oct.  17,  1963,  stating  that  he  had 
the  document  requested  on  a  motion  for  the  production  of  papers  (No.  99)  whose  existence 
was  denied  by  the  Postmaster  General  and  the  Secretary  of  State  during  the  previous  day's 
discussions,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  House  was  prepared  to  table  it.  He  further  stated 
that  the  House  was  misled  by  the  Postmaster  General  and  the  Secretary  of  State.  Mr.  Speaker 
stated  that  two  points  were  involved  and  in  dealing  with  the  first  he  quoted  Beauchesne's 
4th  Ed.  Cit.  209,  that  no  member  can  table  a  document  unless  there  is  some  authority.  In 
dealing  with  the  second  point  whether  or  not  the  House  had  been  misled,  Mr.  Speaker  quot- 
ing Beauchesne's  4th  Ed.  Cit.  113,  ruled  that  this  was  a  dispute  as  to  facts  and  in  his  opi- 
nion, a  prima  facie  breach  of  privilege  does  not  arise  in  this  instance,  471-2. 

Question  of  privilege  raised  by  Mr.  Nielsen  (Yukon)  referring  to  certain  proceedings  of  the 
House  and  proposed  to  move,  —  That  the  matters  raised,  and  statement  made  to  House  on 
Oct.  22,  1963,  by  Mr.  Speaker  be  referred  to  Privileges  and  Elections  Committee  for  report, 
475.  Mr.  Speaker  after  summarizing  the  events  which  took  place,  the  question  of  privilege 
raised,  and  his  ruling  that  there  was  no  question  of  privilege  only  a  dispute  between  two 
members  as  to  the  allegation  of  facts,  whether  or  not  a  certain  document  existed  in  the 
office  of  the  Postmaster  General,  ruled,  that  the  problem  as  he  saw  it  was  a  matter  of 
debate  and  it  was  not  up  to  the  Chair  to  decide  whether  or  not  there  is  such  a  document. 
Quoting  S.O.  10,  Mr.  Speaker  stated,  if  the  matter  is  debated  the  Chair  cannot  and  must  not 
participate,  deferring  to  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Knowles  (Winnipeg  North  Centre)  that  "A  Minis- 
ter of  the  Crown  having  made  a  reference  to  a  document,  must  produce  it",  Mr.  Speaker 
quoting  May's  16th  Ed.  page  460,  Bourinot's  4th  Ed.  pages  337  and  338,  Beauchesne's  4th 
Ed.  Cit.  159  Sect.  2,  stated  that  there  is  a  difference  between  referring,  citing  or  reading 
from  a  document,  and  in  this  instance  the  rule  referred  to  by  Mr.  Knowles  does  not  apply. 
Mr.  Speaker  further  stated  that  it  was  not  within  the  competence  of  the  Chair  to  order  any 
Minister  to  produce  a  document  that  may  or  may  not  be  in  his  office,  and  referred  to  a  ruling 
made  in  1952.  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that  there  not  being  a  prima  facie  case  of  privilege,  the 
motion  by  Mr.  Nielsen  was  out  of  order,  475-7.  Ruling  appealed,  and  sustained  on  recorded 
division  (Yeas  116,  Nays  100),  478-9. 

Question  of  privilege  raised  by  Mr.  Knowles  (Winnipeg  North  Centre)  and  proposed  to  move,  - 
That  the  government  should  consider  immediately  to  making  public  the  contents  of  the 
Report  of  R.  Dixon-Speas  and  Associates  on  the  economic  operations  of  Trans-Canada  Air 
Lines,  599.  Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that,  as  a  Notice  of  Motion  for  Production  of  Papers  could  be 
placed  on  the  Order  Paper,  there  was  not  a  prima  facie  case  of  privilege,  599.  Ruling  ap- 
pealed, and  sustained  on  recorded  division  (Yeas  92,  Nays  73),  599-600. 
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Privilege,  Question  of: 

Mr.  Caouette  (Villeneuve)  rose  to  comment  on  a  ministerial  statement,  424.  The  Chair  stated 
that  in  recognizing  him  it  would  in  effect  be  deciding  on  a  question  which  had  been  referred 
to  Privileges  and  Elections  Committee,  424.  Mr.  Caouette  rose  once  again  to  claim  his  right 
to  speak,  424.  Mr.  Speaker  further  stated  that,  until  the  House  gave  formal  instructions  con- 
cerning the  honourable  gentleman's  position  in  the  House,  he  was  bound  by  the  facts  as 
they  exist,  424.  Mr.  Gregoire  (Lapointe)  appealed  to  the  House  from  this  ruling,  which 
ruling  was  sustained  (Yeas  192,  Nays  26),  424-5. 

Questions,  Oral  (Private  Notice)  on  calling  Orders  of  the  Day: 

Statement  by  Mr.  Speaker  concerning  oral  and  supplementary  questions  asked  when  Orders  of 
the  Day  are  called;  referred  to  and  quoted  from  previous  Speaker's  rulings  and  statements 
made  thereon  since  1956,  including  various  citations  from  Beauchesne's  4th  Ed.,  and  pre- 
vious statements  by  Mr.  Pearson  (Prime  Minister)  and  Mr.  Diefenbaker  (Opposition  Leader), 
also  tabled  a  detailed  breakdown  of  oral  questions  (by  party)  between  Sept.  30  and  Oct.  30 
(Sess.  Paper  No.  2d),  and  suggested  six  points  that  could  be  followed  during  the  question 
period,  including  cutting  the  time  limit  to  30  minutes,  and  allowing  no  more  than  two  sup- 
plementary questions  to  be  asked  only  by  the  member  who  posed  the  original  question, 
509-13.
